An explanation of the sweep by in¬ 


cumbents was offered by Welch, the only 
incumbent who lost. During some last- 
minute campaigning outside Lynch 
school Tuesday evening, Welch predicted 
that the poor voter turn-out would hurt 
his campaign. 

“A light turn-out always favors the 
candidate with the best-organized 
campaign," he said, "And this lime, it 


was definitely Lombardi who was best 
organized. 1 was hoping for a good tur¬ 
nout." This is the third consecutive year 
that Lombardi has run for selectman 
along with the incumbents. He has had 
more experience in organizing a cam¬ 
paign. 

Despite Tuesday’s sunny, warm 
weather, voter turnout was light. Of 



Winchester’s 12,(Hi voters, only 3.535 
showed up at the polls a 28 percent 
voter turnout. 

"You’d think it would have been 
better with such a nice day,” commented 
Kay McHugh of Salem st.. the precinct 
warden at Lynch School, But "threrewas’ 
no waiting and no lines today.” 

There was a flurry of excitement at 
Lynch School at about 7:30 p.m. when 
about 75 women poured into the school 
But much to the dismay of the people 
manning the election tables, the women 
came for a jazzereize class, not to vote.

H.S Students Walk For April Vacation His Defeat With Style

Nearly a quarter of Winchester High 
School’s students quit their classrooms 
Tuesday and marched, shouting and 
•nging, to Town Hall to protest the loss 
t, their April vacation. 

The mob of students blocked entrance 
to Town Hall for an hour and spilled out 
onto Mt. Vernon street, shouting “We 
want vacation and "We want the School 
Committee.” 

They didn’t get either immediately — 
School Committee members Connie 
Papas and Cathy Alexander watched the 
gathering from across the street but did 
not address the students; and no 
promises were made that April vacation 
would be reinstated. 

But School Supt. William MacDonald, 
after conferring with Papas and 
Alexander, did promise to meet with the 
students the next day, and added that he 
would try to make sure members of the 
School Committee were present, 

The decision to cut April vacation was 
made by the School Committee last year 
because the school year was scheduled to 
begin late. Labor Day came late in 
September, and teachers contracts don’t 
allow school to start before that holiday, 
As a result, school would not end until 
June 29 if there was an April vacation, 


and the School Committee fell that was 
too far in the summer. Last week, when 
the committee reviewed their decision, 
Papas noted “I have yet to meet a 
student who can concentrate when it’s 85 
degrees and sunny outside.” 

Students tried to get their vacation 
back by going to the School Committee 
last week, but got no satisfaction. So 
Tuesday, after a false fire alarm emptied 
the high school, the students walked, 

By 8:30 a.m., about 400 students were 
gathered in front of Town Hall, while 
town officials and voters going to the 
polls watched in amazement. 

Several students said they had struck 
because they believed the School Com¬ 
mittee had met Monday night, and voted 
out the April vacation. When told the 
School Committee had not met. and 
would not meet until April 12, students 
said they wanted a decision sooner. 

And, they said the sp ike was the only 
way to force such a decision. 

"They gave the School Committee a 
petition, and nothing happened," said 
one WHS student, referring to the 
document presented to the School 
Committee last week. Over 340 students 
and some teachers signed. 

"The petition even asked if we would 
mind going another week at the end." 


noted Morgan, "It would be belter to do 
that and have an April vacation." 

"It’s a long time to go without a 
break," agreed another student. “We 
want a break. Even some of the teachers 
said they’d support us,” 

At about 9:15 a.m., WHS principal 
Vincent Larocco, standing on a police 
cruiser and speaking through the car’s 
address system, tried to talk the students 
into going back to school. 

"The school calendar is not settled 
yet, there is no official answer on the 
vacation yet,” he said. "This is not the 
means to get to your end." 

Larocco advised the students to go 
back to their classrooms, and was hit 
"ith a chorus of "No, no, we won’t go." 

The students refused to budge until 
MacDonald announced that he would 
hold a meeting with student represen¬ 
tatives and perhaps some School Com¬ 
mittee members on Wednesday. 

Before his announcement, MacDonald 
conferred with Papas and Alexander in 
the town parking lot across from Town 
Hall. 

Papas told MacDonald that "If I’m 
still on the School Committee tomorrow, 
l would be happy to meet informally with

You could tell Wade Welch took the 
loss of his selectman’s seat hard, despite 
the brave words spoken to the handful of 
supporters seated in his Glen Green 
living room and the cheery voice he used 
to answer the consoling phone calls.

"I would guess in the course of the last 
three years 1 made l,000 voles — and 
with every vote I made, there was a 
chance of alienating someone,” he said, 
leaning against his kitchen counter, 
sipping a beer. 

"At thi time I though every vote 1 
made was based on information and the 
best thoughts I had on the matter." he

Assessors Begin To Scrutinize Patten’s Valuation 


Computer Firm To Review Figures 


Board To Delay Certification Until Satisfied

By Monday afternoon, Winchester 
may know if its much-debated 
assessment is consistent through the 
entire town. 

Representative of Finnegan Assoc, 
firm which processed the computer 
assessment for Patten Associates, 
promised the Board of Assessors Monday 
afternoon that they would run a test of 
Winchester assessment through their 
computer, to find if valuations for the 
same type houses varied significantly. 

The offer came during a three-hour 
meeting between the assessors, 
representatives of Finnegan and Patten 
Associates, and Winchester taxpayers 


Monday afternoon. The assessors had 
asked representatives of Finnegan to 
come down to explain the program used 
to arrive at Winchester’s assessments. 

Not all of the assessor’s questions of 
the program could be answered — the 
man who designed the program for 
Finnegan has since left, 

But Finnegan sent their vice 
president of operations, Robert Hilbert, 
and the man who designed the original 
computer program for Finnegan in 1972, 
Vito Ramundo. And the pair was able to 
begin to clear up the cloud of mystery 
that has surrounded the computer 
program. 

They also promised a detailed report 


on the computer program, culled from 
notes left by their ex-programmer, and 
came up with a way to check the values 
sent out by Patten Assoc, in February. 

The program proposed by Romundo 
and Hilbert would duplicate the system 
used to find the valuations sent out by 
Pa tten — with one exception. 

Like the system already used; 
valuations would be determined by five 
comparable houses, which would be 
chosen because of similarity in neigh¬ 
borhood, building type, size and a host of 
other factors.

The Board of Assessors has com¬ 
mitted itself to solving the problems with 
the town’s assessment before sending it 
to the state for certification. 

Monday night, the board drafted a 
letter to the state Department of 
Revenue requesting an extension of the 
April 1 deadline for submitting the 
assessment for certification. 

The assessors said they hope to look at 
several areas of the assessment before 
submitting it. First, they wish lo wait for 
a computer check of the assessment, to 
see if the valuations are consistent 
throughout the town (see related story;, 

They also wish to find out which 


homes in town are underassessed, and 
take a look at the assessments on vacant 
land and waterfront properties. 

"We recognize that there are 
inequalities in the assessment, otherwise 
we would have put the thing lo bed,” said 
assessor Sumner Beal, "We are trying to 
get to the bottom of why the problems 
happened — whether they were caused 
by the computer, or had nothing lo do 
with the computer.” 

Added Assessor Chairman George 
Andersen, "We’ve been studying Ihe 
whole thing to death - and when we have 
an answer, we’ll pass it on to the state. 

"Our position of last week hasn’t 
changed," added Andersen "We will 


hang tough until we can get an 
assessment that will stand the test of 
lime." 

Board members came out with 
several items they would like to check on 
before sending the assessment to the 
slate. 

"The houses that have been valued 
lower than they should be concern me 
more than other adjustments," said 
Andersen. "We can take care of the high 
assessment through the hearing process 
and the abatement process. But the lows 
are still going lobe there."

Bringing Fight

Like scores of citizens throughout the 
country, a group of Winchester residents 
have decided I he best way to prevent 
nuclear annihilation is to fight it at the 
local level. 

Organized last February by Hillcrest 
resident Dick Carr, the Winchester 
Citizens for a Mutual Nuclear Weapons 
Freeze have made a great deal of 
headway in alerting politicians of their 
opinions. 

Manning tables at Purity Supreme on 
Main st, for two Saturday mornings, the 
group collected 730 signatures on their 
petitions which call for a joint U.S. - 
U.S.S.R. halt in the nuclear arms race. 
The petitions specifically ask for an 
immediate mutual freeze on all further 
testing, production and deployment of 
nuclear weapons, missiles and new 
aircraft designed primarily to deliver 
nuclear weapons. 


"We are a politically-oriented group 
because we feel this is a political issue. 
Carr said of his active growing group of 
over 50 residents." Most people don’t 
want nuclear warfare, but the only way 
something can be done aboul it is to in¬ 
fluence the politicians. 

"We don't tell them (politicians' how 
to accomplish a bilateral freeze that’s 
their problem. " he added. 

By closely working with the Council 
for Nuclear Weapons Freeze in Cam¬ 
bridge. a state organization dedicated 
toward advising local disarmament 
groups, the petitions are sent to state 
legislators. 

"We really believe this is a feasible 
project,” said Steve Wirtz. of Mt. Vernon 
st. a member of both the Cambridge and 
Winchester groups ” The national 
coverage on the weapons freeze has gone 
from a resolution in Congress to a 
response by Haig and Reagan and it’s

now up lo us in Winchester and other 
communities to make people aware that 
this is a national issue and to focus on 
why it's not a meaningless freeze issue. 

"Everybody agrees that it’s t mutual 
freeze) a fine idea.” he continued. "The 
real difference is making the politicians 
realize what a tine idea it is. Fine ideas 
won't work on their own. we have to 
make them work and a local organization 
should do jusl that.” 

Carr said the most frequently asked 
question he hears is "What good will your 
group do?'' 

"Well,” he began, as if someone had 
just asked him that question. ”1 just 
couldn't stand by and do nothing. We 
have to do something. The papers show 
that events are moving quickly. Neither 


(Senators) Tsongas nor Kennedy had 
endorsed the freeze motion till a few 
weeks ago and now it’s endorsed by both 
houses.” 

To date, about over halt of the 
representatives and senators have en¬ 
dorsed the Senate-House Joint resolution 
for a nuclear weapons freeze. Sponsored 
by Hep. Edward J. Markey (D-Mass,), 
Silvio O, Conte (R-Mass.) and Senators 
Edward M. Kennedy (D-Mass.) and 
Mark O. Hatfield (R-Ore.)., the bill calls 
for a mutual and verifiable freeze on the 
testing, production and further 
deployment of nuclear weapons, missies, 
and other delivery systems. In addition 
to freezing nuclear arsenals, the 
resolution also calls for negotiations 
toward meaningful reduction in the

II will be at leasi November before ihe 
future of Sachem Woods, the HO -unit 
development planned for the west side of 
town, will be decided. 

The projects developers, Robbie and 
Chubb Whitten, had planned to ask the 
Spring Town Meeting to give their 
project the final O.K. by rezoning the 65- 
acre parcel behind the Carriage Hill 
development for their project. 

But the lack of a final decision by the 
Planning Board on the neighboring 
Heritage HI development threw a 
monkey wrench into the Whitten's plans, 


and they have withdrawn their Town 
Meeting article. 

The Whittens had planned to bring 
Sachem Woods before Ihe Kail lytll Town 
Meeting, but Heritage III blocked that 
try as well Now they will have to wait 
until the November Town Meeting for a 
decision, 

"We wanted to wail to see what 
happened with Heritage III. because 
without that project we have no access.’* 
explained Chubb Whitten last week. 

The Whittens had planned that their 
second access and their emergency 
access would come out through Heritage 



111. which has been planned by local 
attorney Margaret Mahoney as an ad- 
dilion to her "Creek Estates” 
development. 

Heritage III would consist of three 
streets being added in the "Creek 
Estates” 

Kirsl. Socrates way would he ex¬ 
tended lo connect with Wainwright rd. in 
the Carriage Hill development The 
Whitten’s second access would he out 
Wainwrighl rd to Socuitcs way. and 
from lhere lo Johnson road. 

Aristotle way would also he extended, 
giving the Whillens their emergency 
access tu the hack portion of Sachem 
Woods. A third road. St Thomas Moore 
drive, would be built between tin* newly 


lengthened Socrates way and Aristotle 
drive, and Ai|unms way would he built 
between St Thomas Moore drive and 
Plato terrace 

I he Whit lens’s also need the Heritage 
111 development because water and 
sewer lines to their Sachem Woods 
project would he laid under the new 
streets. 

Whitten said that without knowing 
what the Planning Board was going lo do 
about Heritage III. he and his family 
couldn’t go through with Ihe Town 
Meeting article. The Planning Board has 
M'heduled a public hearing on Heritage 
III lor March :H. 

" Ilicic would not have been time to 
withdraw the article before Town 
Meeting it the Planning Board didn’t 


approve Heritage HI. which is entirely 
possible.” said Whillen. 

Whitten added that many of the neigh 
borr in Ixith the "Creek Estates” 
development and on Carriage Hill still 
were confused over his and Mahoney's 
plates - which was another reason for 
waiting before going to Town Meeting 

"The neighbors still have a lot of 
questions.” said Whitten. “We just didn't 
have the full support of the neighbors, 
which is important. We wanted lo answer 
their concerns before going to Town 
Meeting,” 

Whitten noted dial he and his family 
would he meeting with the neighbors on 
April 1 at 7:30 p m. in the Vinson-Owen 
school to discuss Ihe two developments.

The Problem With Drinking And Driving Isn’t The Drinking 


(Editor's note: the following 
excerpts are taken from a ser¬ 
mon given by the Rev. Charles 
Reinhardt at the Unitarian 
Church on Feb. 7.) 

How do we cope with the 
problem behind the problem of 
driving under the influence of 
alcohol? And how do we cope 
with the agonizing knowledge 
lliat every year 55,000 people in 
Hi is nation die by collisions In 
automobiles* Why can't some 
justice, some education bring 
this wanton epidemic to an end? 

in the 1960s, for eight years 
that a count was made, 30,000 
Americans were killed In 
Vietnam. In the fierce fighting 
that raged in that poor country, 
another 150,000 Vietnamese were 
killed. Yet. in the same eight 
year period in our own nation, 
Jot).000 were killed in 
^automobiles, and 20,000,000 were 
injured, very many of them our 
young people. Last year there 
were fi.OOO violent deaths 
because of homicidal crime, 
that's 110 per week. In that same 
year more than 1000 were killed 
each week in automobile 
collisions. 

Before much can be done 
about it we have to come to some 
new understanding of the 
problem. Then maybe we can 
begin to cope more effectively. 
Driving under the influence 
causes half the deaths and in¬ 
juries. Young men, driving 
crunk, cause a substantial 
percentage of those fatalities. 
Still, there are deeper causes 


that involve many more people 
of all ages. If we banned all 
young men from driving and 
eliminated alcohol altogether, 
there would be a problem, a 
large problem, that would 
remain. What Is it? During the 
past week I have taken several 
opportunities to get some of the 
facts. In interviews with police 
officials and traffic safety of¬ 
ficers, and with the help of Phil 
Coonley who gathered studies 
from the Federal Department of 
Transportation, I have been able 
to get a very detailed picture of 
what is happening wherever 
automobiles are driven. 

In conversations with Win¬ 
chester Police Chief John 
McHugh and Traffic Safety 
Officer McKinley, I learned that 
there were 2400 moving traffic 
violations in our community in 
1981. There were 313 accidents. 
Two hundred and twenty three of 
them involved property damage 
only. Ninety accidents injured 
people. Two accidents killed 
three people. Now comes a most 
interesting statistic. Only a few 
more than 30 people were 
arrested for driving under the 
influence of alcohol. Does this 
mean that alcohol impaired 
drivers in Winchester have 
fewer accidents or arrests than 
elsewhere in our nation? 

What it means, say the police 
officials, is that people get into 
dangerous driving situations, 
speeding, accidents and what¬ 
not, for other reasons. Drinking 
alcohol and taking drugs does 


add to the trouble, there is no 
doubt. Driving under the in¬ 
fluence amplifies other problems 
in the life and the personality 
make-up of the driver. Chief 
McHugh talks about people who 
have arguments with their 
spouses, run-ins with their 
employers. A psychiatrist and a 
medical school legal researcher 
stress some of the same things, 
but in a more comprehensive 
way. Here is what they have to 
say: 

"The chronic high-risk driver 
persistently maintains himself 
at a point just below the level of 
danger on the highway. He is one 
of the group whose personality is 
so deviant that he chronically 
transmits this aberration into his 
driving attitudes. He is the an¬ 
tithesis of the defensive driver. 
He may be overaggressive and 
menacing, quick-tempered and 
Impulsive. Little or no stress 
needs to be added to his 
chronically high-risk state, 
before he maneuvers into a 
dangerous driving situation from 
which he is unable to extricate 
himself. 

What does the car mean to 
us? There is a popular per¬ 
ception that the automobile is a 
fantasy of escape and a cocoon of 
isolation, a kind of closet for 
privacy. That is a badly 
misleading impression. In 
reality, the car is an instrument 
of relationship. It is a primary 
social vehicle, a coach, a chariot 
that takes us out of the house and 
away from our work. The car 


puts us into the community, out 
into the streets, where we relate 
with others in traffic. We are 
empowered to dance on wheels 
at speed, to weave in and out, 
cruise among other sleek bodies 
of flashing steel. 

For some of us, the car takes 
on the image of its name. It Is a 
Valiant, a Dasher, an Escort, a 
Charger, a Commander, a 
Reliant, a Classic, a Skylark, a 
Cougar, a Falcon, or an Eagle. 
For some, the car is quite 
frankly a lance, a pursuit plane, 
or a tank. In many cases It is as 
aggressive as any animal in 
nature or any warrior of the 
jousting game or battlefield. For 
young men, and for many men 
who still think young, the power 
of the car is instant magic. To 
understand how to cope with the 
danger riding on every street 
and highway, that is the first 
thing to understand, that the car 
is an instrument, a vehicle of 
human relationship, of 
frequently testy, aggressive or 
outright hostile thoughts. 

The second matter of crucial 
Importance in our understanding 
is that every driver is an 
example, an influential example 
to all others around. The way we 
drive is learned, not in driving 
classes that happen once in a 
lifetime, but in the day to day 
experience of watching others as 
they drive around us. The kids 
who are about to be driving cars 
get their ideas and habits from 
you, from me and from the 
general crowd moving around in 


traffic. 

And you know what you see 
much of the time! Drivers 
speeding, not stopping for stop 
signs, drivers tail-gating, 
passing at risk of clipping on¬ 
coming traffic, or you, as they 
cut back in line. What Is so often 
taught by repeated example is 
driving that is almost pure 
aggressions, me-first 
territoriality. The other day an 
eager driver challenged my 
move to make a right turn into 
my driveway. He apparently 
wanted to speed away from 
Symmes Corner and charge 
down Grove street without any 
delay, especially a delay caused 
by an insignificant, sputtering 
Rabbit. 

So how do we cope? First and 
foremost, we can try to raise the 
value of respectful human 
relationships by the way we 
ourselves behave behind the 
wheel. 

We should teach by 
patient example, even in the 
maddening close encounters 
with agressive drivers. Second 
- We must drive defensively, 
remembering that numbers of 
people are driving under the 
influence. Third — We can join 
other people writing letters and 
asking for judicial reforms. We 
ought to recommend more ef¬ 
fective penalties and swifter 
penalties for traffic violations 
and drunk driving. Politicians in 
this state are warming up to the 
subject just now and there is a 


chance that some improvement 
can be made. Fourth — and 
finally, you and I might have 
some influence if we begin to 
hold up the religious standard of 
Albert Schweitzer, "Reverence 
for life!” 

We would do well to get the 
religious organizations of 
Winchester, perhaps of our 
whole state, to begin to talk 
about the real right to life issue, 
which is not abortion, but driving 
to kill. As long as the streets and 
highways of our nation are the 
primary avenues of social in¬ 
teraction that have become the 
dark alleys of death, we have a 
religious cause for alarm, a 
cause for increasing our un¬ 
derstanding of human behavior, 
and a new reason to think about 
the value of all life. Every driver 
in our time needs to have 
"reverence for life" inscribed 
somewhere In his field of view 
from behind the wheel. 

I fully believe that the 
problem we face is not so much 
alcohol as it is the socially im¬ 
mature attitude of normal, sober 
drivers. Yes, alcohol increases 
the danger in any driver whether 
the driver’s personality is im¬ 
mature and aggressive or 
mature and happy. The current 
danger is that in our hurry to 
control and correct drunks, we 
fail to see the overall problem of 
what people experience when 
they are sober. Normal driving 
has to Improve radically if we 
expect highway carnage to end. 


Where Is God?

My oldest child is five. Last 
week in Sunday school her class 
learned the story of Moses. She 
finds this a compelling tale, and 
has bad me recount it to her 
several times since then, from 
beginning to end — from the 
baby in the reeds to the parting 
of the waters . . . 

Most captivating of all for her 
Is the notion of the burning bush 
from which God first spoke to 
Moses commissioning him to 
lead the Exodus. What did it look 
like, she wondered, and how 
could it burn but not burn up? 
What did Moses think when he 
heaid it talking? We considered 
all these questions and she 
pondered them in silence. 
Finally she raised her key 
concern: 

"Mamma", she said with an 
expression both serious and 
thoughtful, "Do you think God 
speaks to people on earth 
today?' ’ 

It was a good question, I 
thought, one that’s surely on 
many a mind: can His presence 
still be felt among us? And where 
do we look to see the evidence of 
God's hand? 

Like my daughter, I think 
about this question too. 

I thought about it a few days 
ago when we spent some time at 
thei Museum of Science. They 
have a skeleton there, in the 
Discovery Room, a "Hands On” 
kind of a place designed 
especially for children. This 
particular skeleton once 
belonged to a 10-year-old girl, I 
learned. I asked a lot of 
questions about it. I sat by it for 
some 30 minutes, in fact, and I 
marvelled at its construction: 
the delicate serrated seam 
connecting the platesof its skull; 
the billowing symmetry of the 
rib cage, like the hull of a 
miniature sailing ship; the 
perfection with which hip bone 
joins hip socket. 

1 thought, as I examined these 
chalky bones, how much they are 
able lo tell us how much, and 
at the same time, how little. 
They tell us next lo nothing, for 
example, about the little girl who 
clothed them with her flesh, 
about the child that inhabited 
them with her spirit. Long as I 


might care to examine them, 
they would yield up no secrets on 
this score. And yet they are 
eloquent; and yet they speak 
volumes. Such is the nature of 
God’s presence lnourworld: it is 
everywhere hidden, and it is 
everywhere revealed. 

I recall the first time I cut 
down a tree. I recall sensing the 
same paradox then. I expected to 
feel nothing but satisfaction at 
doing this job, at harvesting 
myself a nice Chlrstmas tree for 
the living room. Instead I felt a 
whole rush of emotions, and 
satisfaction was not among 
them. I felt apologetic and 
tremendously surprised at the 
evident aliveness of the little 
trunk. I hadn’t expected the 
beads of sudden sap welling like 
tears along the gash I'd made. I 
hadn’t expected the pink 
moisture of the wood. I hadn't 
expected that it would be living 
flesh. I felt awed and shaken to 
see what I'd done . . . And still, 
for my successful piece of 
hayvesting, no closer to an un¬ 
derstanding of what a tree is 
truly. 

I feel the same sense of 
paradox now, as I sit writing this 
essay today. From my place on 
the window seat, I can see the 
blue lake, see it ripple and flutter 
beneath the strong vernal winds. 
And yet the wind itself I cannot 
see; I can only witness its ef¬ 
fects. Again, What Is conceals 
itself; again What Is is 
everywhere revealed. 

I see the veiny silhouette of 
tree branches on my lawn. These 
shadows are ever so slightly 
fuller now, already swollen, I am 
sure, with the rising surge of sap. 
The trees are leafless still, but 
only a fool could fall to sense the 
promise of leaves that they 
bespeak . . . 

Can God’s presence be felt on 
our earth? On this green earth? 
In this clear air dancing with the 
molecules that connect us one to 
another? 

Is He still here with us? And 
does He still speak? 

I think He does, little girl. For 
those who have ears to hear Him. 
For those who have eyes to see.

Even If Tax Is Nominal, A Garden Gives The Town More Profit Than A House 


EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

In a previous letter, I took exception 
to the notion that all land in a given area 
should be assessed at the same value, 
regardless of the use to which each 
particular parcel was pul. 

Granted, it might be difficult, if not 
impossible, to set up a schedule of values 
for every conceivable use, but surely a 
few exceptions to the rule could and 
should be made. I maintain that land 
devoted exclusively to garden purposes 
should be one of these exceptions. 

Leaving aside the fact that New 
England’s meager supply of arable land 
is rapdily diminishing under thr impetus 
of so-called “Urban Sprawl” and that 
therefore the supply of vine-ripened, 
locally grown vegetables is threatened 
with the removal of every single lot of 
land, I think it might be well to examine 
the economics of the matter. 

Assessments are made as a function 
of taxation, and taxation, basically, is a 


matter of economics. Money is needed to 
run the town, and whatever practice 
yields the most money, other things 
being equal, should be in the town’s best 
interest. 

Now, take my quarter-acre garden, 
for instance. If it yields no more than a 
nominal sum in taxes it is all profit to the 
town no matter how small it is. The 
garden needs no fire protection, no police 
protection, no snow plowing, no costs for 
school or library. 

Now, let us assume that the tax 
situation finally compels me to sell the 
lot, At the price set by the present 
assessment, the only buyer I could find 
would be one who intends to build. 

Let us assume that he does build and 
that his house is in the $100,000 range. At 
2.5 percent, the town will collect $2,500 
per year. 

Chances are strong that the incoming 
family will have one, two to three 
children (I know of one prominent family 
that had 11 children). Whatever the 


number, each child will cost the town 
$3,000 per year (plus or minus) for 
school, library, playground, traffic 
control, etc. 

In ten years, my garden, at a nominal 
tax, will yield anywhere from $2,500 to 
$5,000 in revenue — with no costs to the 
town. 

In the same period of time, the new 
$100,000 house will yield $25,000 in taxes. 
But with one child, for school, the new 
family will cost the town $30,000 — a loss 
of $5,000. 

With two children, the cost in ten 
years will be $60,000 with no increases at 
all in the $25,000 in revenues and a loss to 
the town of $35,000 (You figure it out for 
three, four, five, six — to 11 or 12. The 
loss is astronomical). 

Add to the net profit the to.wn makes 
on my nominal taxes the value of all the 
fresh vegetables I give away in ten years 
and then see which is the better course 
for the assessors to take. 


I only hope that the gentleman who 
has been growing pansies on Cambridge 
st. since before I came to town has not 
been assessed at anywhere near the $3.25 
per square foot figure that I have been 
tagged with. If he is, I predict that his 
pansy-growing days will soon be over. 
And what a net loss that will be to the 
town. 

Gertrude Stein said that “a rose is a 
rose is a rose’’. The assessors say that 
“land is land is land’’ Most likely, they 
also say that “a tomatoe is a tomatoe is a 
tomatoe’’. Well, I can prove them wrong, 
Just let any unbiased person compare 
one of those hard, tasteless objects that 
come up here from Florida or Mexico 
and are used to decorate salads in 
restaurants with one of my three-inch, 
vine-ripened "supersonic” hybrid 
tomatoes and 1 predict that he will agree 
with me that even a tomatoe can vary 
from the sublime to the inedible.

Cuts In Federal Loans To Students Will Stop Economic Investment In Education 


EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

The 1982 federal budget for higher 
education called for a ceiling to be placed 
on qualifications for U S. government 
loans and grants to students. This was an 
effort lo curb some of the waste in the 
system of aid to education. 

However, Reagan's '83 budget goes 
beyond any sensible approach to the 
problem of waste, The cuts in aid lo 
higher education represent another set of 
indiscriminate chops at social programs. 

The fiscal ’83-’84 budget calls for 
crippling cuts in over a dozen loan 
programs. Federal Student Assistance 
(Pell) Grants will be cut almost in half. 
Government Student Loans (GSL’s) will 
l>e made inaccessible to 600,000 of the 
nation's graduate students. Work study 
will be cut more than 25 percent, 
removing a quarter of a million job op¬ 
portunities for needy students. In ad¬ 


dition, there will be a complete 
elimination of Supplemental Grants, 
Direct Student Loans and state Student 
Incentive Grants. 

In Massachusetts alone almost 100.000 
awards will be lost. Nationwide, 
anywhere from 250,(100 to 500,000students 
will be forced to leave school. Families 
earning $20.000-$30,000 will not be able lo 
pay $10,000 a year, the average annual 
tuition of many schools in the state, 
without some kind of aid. 

What we need to realize is that higher 
education is an economic investment, not 
a non-returnable expense. Loan 
programs in the past have been paid 
back six limes over from the taxes of 
college graduates. 

Something must and can be done 
about these senseless cuts. 

Congress will be voting on the budget 
soon, and your input DOES HAVE AN 
EFFECT, especially during an election 


year. Most of our congresspeople are 
against the cutback, but it is not beyond 
our politicians to put education on the 
back burner, in favor of pel projects or 
legislation, The tragic effects of 
educational cuts must be made an issue 
which will have an impact on elections. 
And your letters, phone calls or personal 
visits to congresspeople will make it such 
an issue. On a recent trip to Washington 
during National Student Lobby Day, I 
was told how effective an individual 
letter — not a form letter — from a 
constituent can be on a congressperson, 
especially during an even-numbered 
year. 

If you feel as 1 do that the proposed 


budget cuts ought to be resisted by all 
concerned with the future of this country.

In the 1950s, after the launch of 
Sputnik, Dwight ‘‘Ike" Eisenhower 
responded to advances in Soviet 
technology with a series of federally 
funded educational scholarship and loan 
programs. The administration believed, 
as did most Americans, that the proper 
response to the threat of falling behind, 
was the continuing education of 
American youth. 

This last year, President Reagan's 
omnibus budget package, along with 
stepping up defense spending, cut back 
drastically on public education and the 
grants, loans and scholarships which 
sent millions of post World War II 
generation Americans to college. This 
year, the administration wishes to 
continue these arbitrary cuts, slicing the 
Pell grant program, cutting student 
loans almost in half, and chopping or 
eliminating a dozen other programs such 
as work study and supplemental grants. 

It seems unbelievable to me that a 
president who claims to be dedicated to a 
strong America, both strong militarily 
and strong economically, could pump 


billions into military technology which 
will be obsolete in ten years, and at the 
same time nickel-and-dime education to 
death, ignoring America’s most im¬ 
portant resource, its youth and their 
continuing contribution to the nation, 
Cuts in education at any time are stupid 
and short-sighted, but cuts now when 
America is embroiled in a technology 
race, is nothing short of treasonous.

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Downtown Parking Program Revealed To Skeptical FinCom

Claiming lhal it is in Winchester's 
best interests, Economic Development 
Coordinator John Connery urged the 
Finance Committee Monday night to 
support the $120.00(1 Town Meeting 
budget request to purchase Winchester 
train station and the adjoining parking 
lot on Waterfield rd, 

Connery hopes to convert the 27.000- 
foot, privately-owned lot into a public 
parking area in the first slep in plans for 
an overall downtown parking program 
The program was developed to correct 
the parking problem which Connery says 


is choking downtown businesses and 
subsequently detriment a I to the entire 
town. 

Hut judging I mm the tenor of their 
questions about the project, the FinCom 
was not very enthusiastic at xml pur¬ 
chasing the property They will formally 
vote on the issue at a later date. 

Connery told the committee that the 
lot. which presently parks 4-4 cars, could 
be redesigned to accommodate at least 84 
cars. It that were done, the Waterfield rd. 
lot and other town-owned parking areas 
would be designated for long-term 
parking. Users would he charged about 


75 cents a day or $800 annually to park 
there. 

"Once we absorb the on-street, long¬ 
term parking demand and take it off the 
downtown streets, we can begin to ad¬ 
dress the poor parking turnover rate in 
(he center,” Connery explained, adding 
that the current turnover rate was three 
times lower than what it should be for a 
downtown like Winchester. 

"The real issue is not off-street 
parking per sc, "he emphasized,” but 
that this lot would allow us to make on 
street parking work better,” 

Connery noted that extensive 


research on the downtown parking 
situation had disclosed dial Winchester 
center operates as a convenience 
shopping area winch requires a large 
parking turnover rale Connery said 
about $500 .ihhi worth ol sales are lost 
annually because shoppers have no place 
to park their ears, so they shop 
elsewhere. 

"The property values in the center are 
lower than they should be.” lie said. 
"Any investment in the downtown will 
generate a return lor the entire town. 

Connery stressed that the merchants 
were "not asking for a freebie” from the 
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town, since the user fee structure would 
eventually pay lor the cost of the parking 
project as well as maintenance and other 
aspects of a center revitalization 
program which would include park 
benches, trees, bicycle racks and im 
proved store fronts 

Connery also pointed out that $2 
million in slate funds has been cat- 
marked for a parking project in Win 
Chester, Of that amount. S2RIUW0 has 
been approved to fund the Waterfield lot 
parking facility, He also told the FinCom 
(hat if the lot were not purchased, a 
building could be constructed in that spot 
and further damage the "parking deficit 
problem in the center,” 

Using conservative figures, Connery 
estimated that user fees generated from 
the lot would bring at least $18,000 a year 
in revenue to the town 

"However, the real impact of the lot 
goes further,” he said. "An entire off 
street fee system would bring in $75,000 a 
year.” Connery noted that the parking 
meters bring the town $14,000 a year. 

Connery hopes to eliminate the 
parking meter system and implement a 
one-hour posted parking system, similar 
to the parking situation in downtown 
Arlington. 

"This will make it so the person who 
parks all day downtown will pay the 
freight,” Connery said. "Not the person 
who wants to park for 15 minutes to shop 
The people who use the downtown will 
pay for it.” 

Committee members were not en¬ 
tirely sold on the project. 

"Do 1 understand you correctly that 


wo re only talking about 40 new parking 
spaces*’" asked FinCom member Jean 
Williams She also wanted to know wh\ 
long term parkers would not loot inclined 
to continue parking m fronl ol their 
businesses rather than pay $8(H) a w»;tr to 
walk from the new Ini to work 

Connery. pointed out that the $:wm 
would be cheaper and easier than paying 
lor piirking violations or moving cars 
around every hour He noted that oilier 
surrounding towns successfully enforce 
posted parking 

FinCom member Kb Bor I man said he 
had trouble understanding win ihi>

fee plan on the existing parking spaces 
Connery argued that the downtown

generator for the town 

"The only way we I eel wo can 
generate taxes from the center is to 
make it a more attractive place to shop.' 
lie concluded

Seventh and eighth grade English 
classes at McCall Junior High learned to 
appreciate their roots, as Harvard 
Professor Oscar Handlin culminated 
several weeks of study tor the students on 
the history of ethnic groups that makeup 
America. 

Dr Handlin. a professor of American 
History, spent the morning al McCall 
speaking with two classes per periixl in a 
seminar-like setting. His lifelong 
fascination with tracing lus own roots led 
him to become an authority on ethnic 
groups in America. 

"Exploring Roots" was the theme 
developed by Bonnie Holmes and 
Ilolladay Handlin as students looked into 
their own families’ histories, learning in 
the process about traditions, customs, 
and family I roes Interviewing relatives 
was one technique encouraged in the 
gathering of information for the final 
report 

According to Holmes and Handlin. the 
purpose of the project was to help the 
sludenls become more familiar with 
their own roots and in the process 
develop an awareness of the 

backgrounds and rich cullura) heritage 
of olhers. Along with doing research, 
students had in class and homework 

reading assignments, and learned to 

compare in writing Hie pieces of 

lilerature as well as relate them to their 


own roots project, 

While Holmes and Maudlin’s classes 
delved into their own backgrounds, 
students of Maureen Arehambaull and 
Barbara Nixon focused on minorities in 
America. According to Arehambaull. the 
purpose of the unit was to make students 
aware of the historical background and 
contemporary achievements of 
minorities, particularly blacks and 
women In addition to doing research on 
a specific topic, they were encouraged to 
invite guest speakers 

Ervin Herman, an A B C student al 
Winchester High School from Cleveland 
Ohio described some of the problems he 
has encountered as a black student, 

Dr Judith Swazey, a teacher of 
Medical Ethics, showed slides to one 
class of her trip to China and discussed 
Chinese medicine versus American 
medicine. 

Other speakers included Mary 
Manninghatn. a poet; Mrs. Pittas, a 
lawyer who spoke on the ERA. Mrs. 
Hellyer whose topic was "Deaf People in 
a Hearing World" and Mrs. Abrams who 
overcame career barriers as an hispanic 
woman. 

As a result of Dr. Handlin’s visit and 
of their own studies, McCall sludenls 
have a greater awareness of the ethnic 
heritage that is so much a part of 
America.

The 
lessons are open, however, to all fifth 
graders Some of Innes students come 
weekly even though they are not hosting 
a child, and four sixth grade students 
also come. 

A brief visit to the classes makes it 
apparent that the children can already 
count, are beginning to tell time, and can 
ask questions and make simple sentences 
in their new language 

So not to leave parents m the dark, 
Innes spends two evenings a week 
teaching them the basics of con¬ 
versational French, this for a small fee 
No fee, however, would lie enough to 
compensate her lor the enthusiasm she 
has brought to these Lincoln School 
families.

Simonds’ Labor Of Love, The House Survey, Given To Librar 


Mi'inhcrs of the Winchester Historical 
Commission presented a twelve volume 
set of the inventory of all the old houses 
huill prior to 1917 in Winchester to the 
Winchester Public Library on Monday 
niidit. March 2Z The books will be 
atressnhlc to Ihe public, hut cannot be 
checked out of the library. 

This iniinumcntnl project was born in 
19715 when The late Henry E. Simons, 
unollicial town historian and history 
columnist answered an ad in the Win¬ 
chester Star appealing for volunteers to 
work on compiling a list of all the old 
houses in Winchester that were built 
pi inr to 1917 He was the only one to do so. 
So began Die lask of compiling over 2,500 
houses in detailed form by himself. 

Simonds spent countless hours of 
pouring over old lax lists, old maps and 
various other sources in order that the 
commission would get a complete house 
survey 

Pictures were taken of each house 
•d«mg with maps being reduced in si/.e 
and cut mil to bo pul on the inventory 
lonn Each form consists of the name dj 
the original and present owner, the 
oiigmal and present site location, the 


date the house was built, the ar¬ 
chitectural style of the house, the ex¬ 
terior finish of the dwelling, the size of 
Ihe house lot and any pertinent in¬ 
formation about the original owner or the 
house were added to t he form also. 

What would have taken over five 
years to complete was done in two years. 

What would have cost the town or Win¬ 
chester well over $ 80,000 in paid services, 
cost the town nil. 

There was still more to do. All of last 
summer, Simonds and his daughter Gail 
Crosby worked together on compiling 
copies of the house inventory so that 
there would be two hound copies 
assessable to the public at the library and 
at the Archival center. 

Simonds fruits of labor did not go 
unnoticed. On September, 19. 1979 he was 
awarded a Certificate of Commendation 
from the American Association of Slate 
and Local History. 

Unfortunately Simonds passed away 
just before the library presentation; 
however, his daughter Gail Crosby, a 
member of the Historical Commission 
also, was there to give credence to his 
labor of love. _

“I thought 1 was going to win bigger 
than I did — but then people must always 
be surprised when they win by such a 
close margin,” admitted Josephson. 
"There just didn't seem to be any one big 
item that changed peoples’ minds one 
way or the other.” 

In spite of the difference in styles, all 
three candidates were relaxing after the 
month of campaigning, savoring and 
celebrating their victories. It's'just that 
some were celebrating a little harder 
than others. 

Lombardi was enjoying himself 
thoroughly. He’d finally got the position 
he had run for three times, and the 
change he had demanded in the Win 
Chester government for two years had 
come about. 

"1 still can’t believe it," he said. “I 
was trying to be positive, but deep down 1 
was really worried this time. But I had 
many, many people working for me, and 
they came through." 

"It was a people to people campaign.” 
added campaign advisor Sal Porras. 

"Yeah, we had over 200 bodies out 
campaigning for me — we had 20 out 
today at the polls and telephoning,” 
continued Lombardi. "I think the 
telephoning really helped me do it — the 
turn-out wasn't great, but the people that 
did go to the polls came for me.” 

Papas, on the other hand, didn't credit 
her campaigning with her first-place 
victory, People were happy with what the 
School Committee was doing, she said, 
and their vote for the incumbents 
reflected that. 

"I did the round of the coffee cir¬ 
cuit, and the people had a number ot 
issues on their mind — which schools 
might be closed, which teachers might be 
layed off, and a concern for the quality of 
education," said Papas, who has taken 
strong positions in favor of school 
closings and teachei* layoffs if the

situation demanded them 

“But, she said, those positions didn't 
hurt her. 

"As a practical reality, people realize 
those tilings have to happen," she said 
"The issue is how the decision is arrived 
at. And if it is being done fairly and 
honestly as it can, they understand." 

Papas said recent elections have 
proven that people are satisfied with the 
way the School Committee is arriving at 
those decisions. 

"1 haven’t seen any incumbent School 
Committee members lose for quite a 
while,” she noted. 

Josephson, for his part, wasn't ec¬ 
static like Lombardi, or as confident of 


continued "Apparently the people 
disagreed.” 

Welch was giving the voters of Win¬ 
chester a lot of credit. They weren’t 
voting on personalities, or just because 
they were tired of seeing his face and his 
name in the paper. They were voting on 
the issues, on his record. 

"I've got to believe the voters knew 
what they were doing — look at Eddie 
(O’Connell) and look at me, 1 ’ he said, 
pointing to the election results chalked on 
a blackboard. "We voted differently on 
enough issues to make the returns make 
sense.” 

"When I was elected. I carried 
precinct eight — I actually beat Eddie in 
eight — l stayed close in one, and I did 
well in the flats. 

“What you see in the results is a 
massive shift in precinct one, seven and 
eight - in the precinct I lopped the ticket 
in last time, 1 was running fourth." he 
said. 

The shift of voters wasn’t due to a 
lackadasical campaign either. Welch 
said, although he did admit that 
"because of a number of things in my 
office, my campaign was not as per¬ 
sonalized this time." 

"But I had the best campaign workers 
going," he hastened to add. "And I get 
the feeling I could have walked door-to- 
door from morning to night and still not 
won — even in the flats, where 1 did a lot 
of door-to-door, 1 couldn’t lake the 


his position as Papas He was just trying 
to figure out why the assessor’s election 
was so close. 

"1 did all the usual things, post card 
mailings, ads in the papers, even an add 
on cable t.v.," he said. “1 had a good 
staff." 

Issues that Josephson thought would 
make a big difference in the campaign, 
such as opponent Joseph Bentley's en¬ 
dorsement by (he current chairman of 
the Board of Assessors. George 
Andersen; or Bentley's charge that 
Josephson had a conflict of interest

But despite his bravado, and his cold 
analysis of why he lost, it was obvious 
Welch was going to miss being a select¬ 
man. 

“1 did have a lot of fun,” he said 
"They can’t take it away from me. 1 was 
voted in as a selectman, my fellow - 


passed which allows the Board of 
Selectmen to set the Town Comptroller’s 
salary within an appropriation set by 
Town Meeting.

Winchester S|xirl Shop getting I shu ts 
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Town Hall Destroyed By Wild Water

Fifteen secretaries w^re injured and 
several town officials were forced to take 
to the lifeboats as a surging wall of water 
engulfed Town Hall yesterday. 

No deaths have yet been reported in 
the disaster, which sent large segments 
of the building flying through the air 
toward Mt. Vernon street as gallon upon 
gallon of water burst the walls and 
windows of the 95-year-old Town Hall. 

The Town Hall clock was last seen 
floating down the Aberjona River lo the 
sea. 

“It was like the closing of the Red Sea 
on Pharoh’s army,” said Clarence 
Boggaard, who rushed from his 
vegetable stand at the Jenks Senior 
Center, where he'd been peddling $5 ears 
of corn. "I couldn’t believe my ears. 
First I heard a gurgling, then a thun¬ 
derous roar as the walls came tumbling 
down." 

The disaster is believed to have been 
caused by a series of Freak accidents 
involving the water equipment at Town 
Hall. 

Several town employees recalled 
several bizarre water-related activities 
during the morning preceeding the 
disaster. 

“If only I'd known the leaky water 
cooler would lead to this,” bemoaned a 
rather drenched and dishevelled Carolyn 
Ward. “I could have saved the place.” 

From a series of eyewitness reports, 
like that of Ward’s, The Not The Star 
Spotlight team has pieced together the 
tragic events that led to the deluge. 

The first hint of disaster came when 
Assist, Town Manager Rick White tried 
to quench his parched throat from the 
water cooler next lo the selectmen’s

office. 

“The gosh-darn thing 
just wouldn’t shut off," recalled White, 
shivering under a blanket. “1 tried 
everything — I kicked it, I punched it, 1 
even called it nasty names. 

As if controlled by the same diabolical 
force, one by one, each water cooler 
began to spew water into the air ayd onto 
the floors of Town Hall. 

When the frugal-minded town Comp¬ 
troller A1 Faggiano learned of the water 


waste, he immediately ordered all Town 
Hall employees to line up at the coolers 
with mouths wide open, rather than lose 
the precious water. 

Whipping out his pocket calculator, 
Faggiano furiously began to push but¬ 
tons, screaming, “At this rate, the water 
budget for town offices will double by 
morning.” 

Faggiano’s improvised bucket- 
brigade may have saved Town Hall, if 
not for further weird water calamities. 


Soon toilets began flushing of their 
own accord — which wasn't considered 
unusual at first, since employees had just 
drunk 10,(XU) gallons of water. But within 
a few minutes, the entire basement floor 
of Town Hall was filled with water, 
forcing members of the Building. 
Engineering, Health and Accounting 
Departments to flee. 

Recreation Dept director Ken 
Cerreghino bravely stayed behind, 
leaching non-swimming engineers how to 


dog puddle. 

Then, the pipes burst. 

The tide could not be stemmed, and 
Town Manager Thomas Groux was 
forced to evacuate the seat of Win¬ 
chester's government. However, when 
Groux look a nose count outside the 
sinking building, one prominent nose was 
missing from the soggy bunch — 
Selectman Wade Welch 

Fortunately, tragedy was averted 
when loyal secretary Caroline Shaw 


raced back in and pulled Ihe struggling 
Welch from the selectman's table 
“I knew exactly where to find him" 
said Shaw “There lie was. diving under 
the surface of the water to save Ihe last 
llershey's Special Dark Chocolale from 
the candy jars on Ihe seleelmen’s table “ 
Shaking her head and mopping her 
brow, she continued. “The whole building 
was going down, and he was screaming ' I 
can’t find anything but Mr Goodbars.’ “ 
Sell appointed water expert Frank 
Supper immediately blamed the 
calastrophe on town Water Nupt. Richard 
Warrington 

"This is a very strange and rare typo 
of water pipe rebellion, which only 
happens when too much water is force- 
fed through the system over a long period 
of time," explained Sop[ier. Basically, 
the pipes get indigestion." 

Warrington vehemently disputed 
Supper’s analysis, noting Mini he 
regularly treated the Winchester water 
supply with Bromo selt/.er 

Fire officials were called off from 
their Save-the-drowning-dogs heat to 
rescue drowning ducks from the Hooded 
Duck Pond 

Plans are underway to reconstruct 
Town Hull, hut not in it's original form 
Economic Development Coordinator 
John Connery picked himself out of a 
puddle in front of the former Town Hall 
yesterday and shouted “I’ve got it " 
“For less money than il would take lo 
clean up this mess, we could cons) met a 
Parking Garage!” he shouted 

“We could even use the original 
bricks, and give il that historical 
character so important to Ihe qualities 
(hat make Winchester unique." 


Police Go Undercover To Solve Meter Mystery

Winchester police have set up a 
special undercover squad to investigate 
the disappearance of 300 parking meters 
from the sidewalks of downtown Win¬ 
chester. 

The mysterious disappearance was 
first discovered during the morning 
round of ticketing when officer Dan 
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McGee fell into a large, gaping hole in the 
sidewalk. Police subsequently deter¬ 
mined that the hole was previously oc 
eupied by a parking meter. 

All four of Winchester police cruisers 
were immediately rushed to the scene, 
where the officers observed that this was 
not an isolated instance of meter- 
larceny. 
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“I immediately noticed a pattern lo 
this particular crime," stated Lt. John 
Krongillo, the shift commander at the 
time of the discovery. “There wasn’t a 
meter left in town. It looked like a bunch 
of gophers gone wild.” 

Gophers, however, were not the only 
members of the animal kingdom to come 
under suspicion. The first break in the 
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puzzling case came from the ever- 
observanl rookie officer Eric Benson. 

“Jeekers," Benson reportedly 
mumbled through a mouthful of milk and 
cookies. “Where did all Ihe meters go? 
They couldn’t have just flown away." 

“Ah ha,” cried out Detective Lt. 
Joseph Perritano, his keen crime-busting 
mind latching onto the essential clue 
“That could be exactly what happened," 
“Observe," he shouted to his fellow 
officers, pointing his finger to the sky 
“Those could be our prime suspects up 
there now." 

Like a well-conducted orchestra, 
every wide-eyed police face turned up¬ 
wards. And there, wheeling around as if 
they had returned lo the scene of the 
crime, was a flock of seagulls 

“Even if we had not seen the gull- 
gang. we would have suspected them," 
Perritano later revealed to The Star. 
“We’ve had a number of reports that a 
gang was hanging around the Duck Pond, 
using fowl language." 

To bring the culprits to bay, Perritano 
immediately set up a Strike Force of 
crack Winchester officers, headed by 
Sgt. Kenneth Alberlelli. 

lt was Albertelli’s decision to send his 
men undercover, providing them with 
fool-proof disguises consisting of a pair of 
glasses, a false nose and a moustache 
“1 thought they were rather hand¬ 
some disguises myself," said Albertelli, 


who did not need lo wear one himself. 

However, Police Chief John P 
McHugh noted that the disguises did set 
the Strike Force back a few days 
Alberlelli, he explained, had to be 
hospitalized for wounds to the face after 
another cop tried to borrow his disguise. 

"With that big honker and that 
mustache, I thought he was wearing the 
disguise," chortled James Gallante, the 
officer who tried to remove the disguise. 

After Dog officer Nick Molea con¬ 
tacted canine sources for possible leads 
from the animal grapevine, seagull 
suspects were plucked from every lake in 
the immediate vicinity of the meters. 

The Strike Force grilled suspects for 
hours. 

"Actually they tasted pretty good 
once the Chief figured out that they were 
lacking salt and pepper," said Sgt. 
James Pierce, wiping crumbs off his 
former mustache. "Best suspects we’ve 
had in quite a while." 

Unfortunately, with all suspects 
digested in the case, there was still no 
sign of the meters. 

The Strike Force is presently 
questioning a number of suspects who 
may be connected to the crime including 
Economic Development Coordinator 
John Connery, It was disclosed that 
Connery had been previously connected 
to a plot to rid the town of parking meters 
sometime this summer. 

The Strike Force is still investigating,

An Individual Retirement Account from Medford 
Savings lets you save on taxes while you save for your 
retirement. And, as of January 1,1982, any wage earner 
can create their own IRA, even if they already belong to a 
company retirement plan. 

IFiA deposits are deductible on your federal tax return. 
On January 1 the limit for these tax-exempt deposits is 
being raised to $2000 per year or 100% of earned income, 
whichever is less. A married person with a non-working 
spouse will be able to deposit up to $2250. If both spouses 
are employed, the new IRA regulations will allow them to 
deposit up to $4000 and deduct this amount from a joint 
return. All interest earned on IFIA deposits is tax deferred.

“Personally, although we may realize 
that we want the land kept as a garden, it 
has to be assessed at full and fair market 
value if it’s a buildnble lot - whether il is 
being used as a garden or not ’' 

Andersen noted that although in the 
past, "raw land has traditionally been 
assessed very conservatively," the stale 
no longer allowed that practice. 

"We always discounted vacant land 30 
or 40 percent," he explained. "The stale 
says we can't do that anymore, unless il 
qualifies as open space, and that only 
reduces the lax by 15 percenl. 

"Vacant land will still need some 
adjustment, it isn't parcel perfect.” Ik* 
said. "But there isn’t much we can do.”

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Worst April Blizzard Ever Drops Fifteen Inches

And you thought it was spring 
Winchester was hit with !5-inches of 
Snow Tuesday in a storm which dosed 
downtown businesses and kept GO Public 
Works employees driving trucks into the 
wee hours of the morning. 

Fortunately, most drivers stayed off 
the roads during the storm, when winds 
gusting to 60 miles per hour drove the 
falling snow into a wall of while, and 
reduced visibility to zero. 

The Winchester Police Department 
reported only one accident, a minor two- 
car collision on Johnson road at 2:30 p.m. 
No one was injured, but one of the 
vehicles had to be towed from the scene. 

The worst casualty of the storm was 
the DPW snow and ice overtime budget, 
which this snowy winter had reduced to 
almost nil. The DPW spent $10,000 on 
overtime and hired plowing Tuesday to 
try and combat die snow. 

Although the overtime budget is now 
about $9,000 in the red. DPW director 
Dom Serratore said he should have 
enough money in other accounts to cover 
Ihe deficit, and will not ask additional 
money from the town, 

Twenty-four trucks — Serratore 
threw in every piece of equipment 
capable of moving snow — manned by 60 
men were out on the streets from It a.m. 
until late Wednesday morning, in what 
was often a losing battle. 

“The biggest factor was the wind," 
said Serratore. “We would go on some 
streets next to open fields, and be 
following the plow. You could go back 
five minutes later, and it looked like we 
didn't plow al all." 

Serratore noted that gusting winds 
and blowing snow made it especially 
difficult for drivers exhausted through 
the 26 hours of steady plowing.

“The visibility was so poor they had to 
get off the roads a number of times — 
they just couldn’t see where they were 
going," said Serratore. “But they all did 
a marvelous job." 

Winchester schools were forced to 
shut down early on Tuesday, and 
remained closed on Wednesday because 
of the snow. 

Serratore noted that the school 
closings helped out the DPW crews, since 
it gave them an extra day to plow out the 
school parking lots. 

Al the 24-hour Purity Supreme on 
Main street, they did their best to keep 
their doors open. But at 8:30 p.m., it 
became apparent that they would be 
open for no one and they broke their 
record of continuous service for a mere 


94 hours, closing only until 6 a.m. 
Wednesday morning. 

At Winchester Hospital, meanwhile, 
the motto was “the show must go on," 
according to spokesman John Kennedy. 
Anne El-Nagdi, head nurse of the 
hospital’s delivery room, said the storm 
didn’t spur a baby boom. “We did have a 
couple yesterday afternoon who came in 
from Bellerica to have their baby, “she 
said." It took them quite a while to gel 
here but they got to the hospital in lime." 

For people on the hospital's 3-11 p.m. 
shift, the hospital called in the 
emergency four-wheel drive network of 
area Bnowplow contractors and huspitul 
personnel to truck employees into work.

Appraisal Firms Come Under Fire; Public Hearing Scheduled 


Computer Test Doesn't Answer 
Questions; Another Test Set 


By DAVE EE ECO 

Almost as soon as the Board of 
Assessors received the results of one 
computer check on the town’s 
revaluation, they were ordering another 
after residents complained it wasn’t 
enough to find all the problems in the 
assessment. 

Last week, the assessors asked 
Finnegan Associates, the firm that ran 
Patten Associates' revaluation of Win¬ 
chester through the computer, to run a 
check to test the accuracy of the 
assessment program. 

And although the test satisfied 
Assessor Chairman Werner Carlson and 
al least one resident that the program 
itself was alright, it left open the question 
of whether the data pul into the program 
was accurate. 

“There was some question of a 
program error, but 1 think the test shows 
that there was no crazy calculating error 
— the computer was calculating the data 
correctly,’’ said John France of Wood- 
side ave., an engineer who has been 
following the discussions between Patten 


and Finnegan and the assessors. 

“We should get off the program, and 
ask ‘Do we have input errors on the 
data," concluded France. 

In order to check the information on 
each assessed house put into the com¬ 
puter, the assessors have asked Fin¬ 
negan to provide a computer print-out 
showing the difference between the old, 
1968 valuation of the town and Patten’s 
new assessment. 

Carlson noted that as a rule of thumb, 
the assessors had been saying the 
average valuation in Winchester went up 
3.3 times from the old to the new 
assessment, 

So France suggested that once the 
differences between the new and old 
valuations were known, the assessors 
could check all those assessments that 
increased by sigmticantiy more or less, 

“You could compare the numbers. If 
the assessment only went up by 2.7, 
maybe it was because of a neighborhood 
change,” France said. “Maybe there was 
a reason another house went up five 
times — because of improvements 
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perhaps.” 

But if there was no reason for the 
unusual increase, France noted, the 
assessors would get an indication that 
there might be something wrong with the 
data used on the house — the neigh¬ 
borhood might be listed incorrectly, or a 
bathroom was missed by the appraiser, 
or the condition of the house might not 
have been judged correctly. 

“It would give you a milestone to 




compare to,” said France. “This is what 
people were doing when they looked at 
their street. They knew they were close 
to the other houses on their old 
assessment, and they might find now that 
eight out of ten are still close, 

“But there are those one or two odd¬ 
balls that they can’t explain,” he said. 
The assessors had hoped that the

The Board of Assessors has finally set 
up a public hearing on the recent 
revaluation — and from their discussion 
Monday night, it looks like the assessors 
themselves will be leading the charge 
against Patten, 

According to newly-elected Assessors 
Chairman Werner Carlson, townspeople 
will get a chance to face the assessors, 
representatives of Patten Associates (the 
firm that did the revaluation) and Fin¬ 
negan Associates (the firm which 
processed Patten’s assessment computer 
program) on April 15 at 7:30 p.m. in the 
Town Hall auditorium. 

The public has been crying for a 
public hearing for weeks, and Monday 
night, the Board of Selectmen voted to 
strongly urge the assessors to hold a 
public hearing. 

The selectmen's vole was triggered 
after a dozen residents marched into the 
selectmen’s meeting room to demand a 
hearing and threatened to go to Town 
Meeting if a hearing wasn’t held. 

“The people want to know why this is 


getting beyond our control and why we 
have a contract that is 40 weeks over¬ 
due," the group’s spokesman. Frank 
Lambiase of Tremont sE, told the 
selectmen. 

“Some time ago, a request was made 
here and to the assessors for a public 
informational meeting. And to date, 
courtesy has not been exlended to this 
group,” he said. “1 am requesting lo this 
board to organize a public hearing with 
the assessors and the computer people so 
that we cun get our questions answered." 

Before the selectmen's vote, the 
assessors had staled that they would hold 
a public hearing to answer their own 
nagging questions us well as those of 
residents. 

Ex-Chairman George Andersen 
blasted the two assessing firms for their 
lack of forthrightness in explaining the 
assessments and said he had serious 
problems with their assessment system 
— an abrupt turn-around from his 
position of recent weeks, when he staled

Committee Rejects April Vacation But Gives Seniors A Break 


Committee 
Kills Long 
Weekend

“Better late than never” does not 
apply to appealing School Committee 
decisions. 

After an “eleventh hour” appeal by 
high school students for the rein¬ 
statement of their April vacation, the 
School Committee stuck to their guns and 
refused to reverse their March. 1981 
decision to abolish the 1982 April 
vacation. There will be no April vacation 
and school will end June 18. 

“By now, people have made plans 
around that date (June 18) and 1 find it 
difficult at the eleventh hour to change 
dates," committee member Sandra 
Rogers explained to 15 high school 
students who argued lor almost an hour, 
hoping to win back their spring vacation 
Rogers’ opinion was shared by the rest of 
the committee ex cep! committee 
member John Duffy, who left the 
meeting early to attend another ap- 
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pointment. 

The committee did, however, agree to 
a student request to move up the final 
exam dates lo enable seniors to get out of 
school a week earlier than scheduled. By 
a unanimous vote the exam dates were 
changed from June 7-10 to June 1-4. That 
change was suggested by Andrew Opel of 
Dana ave., a senior and vice-president of 
the student union. 

But although the seniors who came to 
the school committee meeting will now 
get out of school a week earlier, they 
were not completely satisfied with the 
outcome of the meeting. 


“We really need the vacation in 
April,” noted Amberwood dr. senior John 
Fuchs, after the meeting. “This (exam 
change) will only benefit the seniors — it 
was an appeasement gesture to one 
quarter of the school I don’t think they 
(committee members) took the 
psychological effect of April vacation 
into account.” 

During the meeting, students urged 
the committee to reinstate the April 
vacation, arguing that a break was 
necessary in April. They pointed out thal 
grades drop during thal time and 
students and teachers are already 


“slacking off.” Seniors pleaded for the 
week off so they could use the lime lo 
research colleges and hunt for summer 
jobs, 

Committee members praised students 
for their eloquence, research, and the 
good arguments raised, but emphasized 
that it was too late to change school dates 
for this term. 

Students apologized for presenting 
their case so lute, but pointed out that up 
until recently, they were unaware of 
w'hat had happened. 

“I wish we had all known about lhat 
vote before," Fuchs said 


One year ago, the school committee 
eliminated the 1982 April vacation to 
avoid a late June school closing. The 1982 
school year began later than usual in 1981 
because Labor Day was late last Sep¬ 
tember. Teacher contracts forbid school 
tostari before thal holiday. But students 
wanted the committee to address the 
current situation, rulher than explain the 
motives behind lust year's decision. 

"This is not the lime to justify last 
year’s decision and stand adamantly by 
it," senior Sterling Newberry of Wild-

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Lack Of Money, Parking Stall Main St. Project

The man who wants to develop the 
T&H Pools building oti upper Main street 
says it "lias more natural potential than 
any properly available to work with in 
the center area” — with enough room tor 
retail stores, otfiees and perhaps even a 
mini-mall. 

Economic Development Coordinator 
John Connery says developing the 
building could "help the entire town by 
recycling a taxable building — and 
creating office space out of the center 
itself,” 

But a lack of parking space and the 
fact that the building lies U)l) yards out of 
the CARD district — making it ineligible 
for low-interest development loans 
could mean that the largest building to 
come available in Winchester center 
since World War II may not he developed 
to its full potential. 

The space in the T&K building at 7-12- 
750 Main street became available last 
week, when the larges I tenant, 


Paramelrics, moved out. leaving over 
7.000 square feet of first floor space open 
for rehabilitation. 

The owner of the building. Tom 
Erickson of T&H Pools, and the man 
Erickson said is “carrying (ho ball" on 
any development. Ted Allen of H. J. Ted 
Allen Heal Estate, agree that they would 
like to develop the building in a way that 
would aid the downtown revitalization. 

“I think any building in the downtown 
area which is redeveloped and refur¬ 
bished will make the center more ap¬ 
pealing to everyone." said Erickson. 
“More life needs to he brought into the 
downtown.” 

Allen staled that not only would a 
refurbished T&H building improve the 
looks of the downtown, it would bring 
more business to the downtown mer¬ 
chants. 

If you had small offices in the 
building, people would come downtown to 
eat. and purchase goods and services,” 
Allen said. “OlTices provide customers ” 


And Connery said that offices away 
from the center would help relieve the 
crush on downtown space and parking 

“I would like to see more office use.” 
Connery said. 

"It would bring those services which are 
taking up first floor space in the center 
up the street.” 

Bui Allen added that if the building 
remained as a warehouse or assembly 
plant, as it was when Paramelrics was 
there, the benefit to the downtown would 
be minimal. 

"Paramelrics had 30 or 40 employees, 
but they were invisible people,” he said 
“They brought their lunches in brown 
bags, and when work was over they went 
home to Wilmington or Burlington. 

“The building was clearly not used in 
the best interests of Winchester Center.” 
he continued. ‘Tin on the board of 
directors of the Chamber of Commerce, 
and to avoid situations like that was 
exactly why Fund Winchester's Future 
was set up.” 

Allen added that Erickson “was more 
than willing to pay close attention to what 
the town wants to do with the building.” 
Erickson, lie added, has decided to 
begin the refurbishing of the building by 
putting in two new slore fronts and 
building three offices upstairs. The 
facade of the building will also be cleaned 
up and improved, he said 

"But that’s only half the building," 
Allen added. “After the stores and the 
offices are in. you still have fi.OOO square 
feel of space left to work with on the 
street floor.” 

And it is in developing that fi.OOO 
square feel that Allen and Erickson run 
into problems. 

The foremost problem is parking. The 
25-odd spaces surrounding the T&H 
building are enough to handle the 
parking Irom Hie new retail stores and 
the three offices, Allen said, but there 
would have to lie too spaces if the whole 
building was developed as retail-office 
space. 

“The building has a lot of potential but 
it does have the problem of parking,” 
said Connery. “They would have to be 
able to absorb the parking a full-blown 
use of the building would create.” 

The 100-space requirement for a of¬ 
fice-retail building the size of T&K, 
Connery noted, “was a fairly standard 
figure around the slate - it's not an 


unduly harsh Winchester figure ' 

"We have limited on-street space in 
the downtown, it's packed, and they will 
run into the same problem on upper 
Main.” said Connery " Ted has to realize 
that cars don't go away to some mythical 
la nd." 

Connery suggested that parking could 
be put in the basement floor of the 
building, where there is already a small 
garage and a large area devoted to a 
small assembly plant. Erickson and 
Allen could also add a story on top of the 
building, lie continued, lo make up for 
space lost to the garage 

But Allen said Ihe idea is impractical 
and expensive - "The owner would have 
lo be carrying Dial space." he said, "and 
as much as he wants to work with the 
town, economic realities pul pressure on 
him. It would be like making a $ 50,000 
contribution lo Ihe town," 

Connery cautioned that Allen should 
"look at the numbers before he decides 
nol to put in a garage a quick business 
analysis would show how much it costs. 
It's nol that much to pul on a wood-frame 
story.” 

Allen sees another possibility for 
parking — on the planned-but-never-built 
road behind the building. By using Ibis 
town-owned land, he said, he could fil in 
another 2(> to 30 parking spaces. 

“The road's blocked off (from Lake 
street) — Haggerty put his garage on ii." 
noted Allen. “The question is wjiclher an 
office ora mim-inall with 20 or 40 spaces, 
while not meeting Ihe letter of (he 
requirements, might be more beneficial 
to the town lhan an induslrial use which 
meets the parking requirement ” 

But DPW director Dorn Serratore said 
that if Allen and Erickson were to use the 
road, it would take Town Meeting ap¬ 
proval to transfer the property from the 
town to the developers. 

And even if Allen and Erickson solve 
Iheir parking bind, they .still must get the 
cash to develop the 6.000 square feel left 
in the building. And lo do that, they have 
to gel around the high interest rales 

One way to get around l ho interest 
rates would be the CARD (Commercial 
Area Revitalization District) program, 
which uses government tax-free bonds to 
entice banks to give low-interest loans to 
developers. 

But Winchester's CARD district ends 


a I Palmer si reel, less (ban loo yards 
away Irom the T&K property 

"Purity Supreme was built wilh 
( Aid) lands, and it's only loo yards away 
hut as far as our rehabilitation goes, it 
might as well lie iiki miles away said 
Allen "The(’ARM line ends, and with it. 
any chance for major rehabilitation." 

"CARD hinds are loaned at I wo thirds 
of the prime rate, which is a big ilil 
Terence." continued Alien "As we have 
seen with the Purity Supreme properly 
they simply wouldn't have done nearly as 
much as they did if not for the funds." 

Erickson agreed t ha I without 
economic help Irom a CARD loan, he 
wouldn'l he aide lo afford Ihe conversion 
of ihe first Hour space into offices or a 
mini-mall 

"1 ihink we'll dosomolhing regardless 
of a CARD loan, hut we would lie more 
limited." Erickson said. "II would make 
the project go a Ini slower, and we would 
have difficulties getting the whole thing 
completed." 


Connery said thal he will he working 
on a second CARD district for the upper 
Main street area after Town Meeting 
"There are a half-dozen businessmen up 
there who are very interested in seeing a 
second CARD district " he said. 

But Connery added that he is "leery of 
recommendations coming nut of the 
federali Department of tlu* Treasury” 
which could cut down drastically on 
CARD funds available 

So for now, the possible revitalization 
ol the T&H building is m limbo But Allen 
said lhat he will keep on pushing 

"What's important is thal we have the 
building, we have Ihe space, and we have 
a w illingness on Ihe part of the owner," 
he said "Those should be the ingredients 
of a major, positive rehabilitation. 

"So far we have had the cooperation 
of all the townspeople, including the 
Planning Board. John Connery, and the 
Chamber." he added. "But they are as 
handicapped as we arc unable to lake 
Ihe next step."

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FinCom Endorses Parking Lot 
Purchase, Approves Budget 


By SUSAN SniNKC'K 

Plans to create a DO-car parking lot 
on VVaterfield road will hil Town Meeting 
floor backed by strong Finance Com¬ 
mittee support. 

By a 9-2 vote Monday night, the 
FinCom endorsed a proposal lo 

purchase the privately-owned lot and 
Winchester train station for a parking 
facility, 

"The purchase of the land is crucial to 
the town," said Economic Development 
Coordinator John Connery, who ap¬ 
peared before the FinCom last week 
urging their endorsement of the 
proposal. "With Town Meeting approval, 
the town will — for the first time — have 
the capacity and the opportunity lo 
operate a downtown parking program." 

Connery hopes to create a parking 
lacilily for long-term parkers. That 
would be the first step toward clearing up 
the parking-deficit problem in Win¬ 
chester Center, which he claims is 
costing the businesses a year in lost 
sales, 

"We can lake that piece of property, 
(private lot now owned by Richard 
Murphy of Dartmouth si.) integrate it 
with the public Renton lot next lo it, and 
’create a 130-spaceparking lot at grade," 
Connery explained, "That will im¬ 
mediately allow us to draw long-term 
parkers off the street to a peripheral 
location. Then we can make the on-street 
parking work better. 

"The real secret is to make the on¬ 
street spaces work better." he em¬ 
phasized. "And the only way to improve 
the turnover rate is to gel long-term 
parkers off the street. It will be easier for 


residents to find spaces if they are not 
taken up all day by merchants and 
employees." 

If the town purchases the land. 
Connery said integration of Murphy's 
and the Renton lot would begin im¬ 
mediately. The entire project (purchase 
Irom Murphy, striping, inegration will 
cost about $400,000. Winchester, 
however, only has lo pay $120 ,000 of that 
amounl since the stale has agreed to fund 
the rest. 

"We will also be able to look at the 
possibility of running a meter holiday 
from August to October to see if we can 
run a program of posted parking." 
Connery said. 

Connery and the Economic 
Development committee are also con 
sidering converting the lot into a 265- 
space parking garage in the future. The 
proposal before May Town Meeting, 
however, has nothing lo do with any 
garage plans. 

Space Rep. Sherman (Whip) Salt 
marsh, recently told the FinCom that the 
state has earmarked $2 million in aid for 
parking in Winchester. That would allow 
Winchester to construct a $2 million 
parking garage using only $5K0.0Ul) in 
town funds. 

Connery told the FinCom last week 
that income raised from long-term 
garage parkers would pay for the facility 
and other downtown revitilization 
projects, 

"If the town later decides to consider 
putting a garage downtown, that lot 
(Murphy’s) is the only property with two 
big plusses on it for building a garage." 
Connery noted. "A garage there could be 


built so that it would not bo obtrusive and 
because oI the grading, it would he easy 
and inexpensive to construct the 
decking." 

"But that is a separate issue down the 
road." he stressed "Now we’re just 
pleased to have the opportunity to pur 
chase Murphy's lot " 

But the FinCom did not wholehear¬ 
tedly endorse the purchase plans. Fin 
com member Eli Bortman said he would 
prefer to see the current on-street 
parking improved without the additional 
$120,000 purchase and pointed out that 
the Murphy lot is currently used as a 
parking lot 

Fin-Corn member Cynthia Samoilofl. 
however, argued that the lot could he 
converted into a building if the town did 
not purchase the land. That, she staled, 
would compound the parking problem 

Urging the FinCom to support his 
motion favoring the purchase, member 
Carry Tohiason pointed out that the town 
had funded a parking study and extended 
Connery's position so that he could work 
on problems such as parking lie also 
noted that surrounding towns like 
Lexington and Belmont addressed their 
parking problems and susequently im 
proved their downtown bus i ness 
tii males. 

Connery applauded the FinCom lor 
researching the subject thoroughly 
before voting on it. 

"I think the FinCom had a very open 
mind on it." lie said "They asked tough 
questions in public and in private They 
really hammered away at it. which I 
think was good

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New Jenks Coordinator Wants To 
Bring Other Newcomers To Center 


The Jenks Center's new coordinator, 
Barbara Ciampa, wants to share the 
center with everyone in town 

Not that Ciampa’s worried about 
attendance at the busy Jenks Center — 
“I’m very impressed with the 
organization and the energy of the 
seniors,” she said. “The center is 
reflective of the very high caliber of the 
people in Winchester.” 

But Ciampa wants more of the seniors 
ill Winchester to see and use the 
rcsourses of the center. 

"I'd like to have the community know 
the center is here, and how much the 
seniors contribute,” she said. "There are 
some who are hesitant to use the center 

I’d like to take a fresh look at in¬ 
corporating these people.” 

Ciampa, a resident of Lexington, said, 
“Many seniors in town may not take 
advantage of the center because they feel 
they wouldn't fit in.” 

“There are hidden seniors out there 
who may be lonely, but it is awfully hard 
for them to identify with the center as 


they imagine it to be,” she said. “I want 
to let them know there are activities they 
can take part in." 

Ciampa noted that seniors can either 
get involved in one of the center's many 
activities, or just come down to read and 
sit. 

“There’s one woman who stops by 
every day for a cup of tea," she said. 
“She’s not quite ready to take part in the 
activities, but she is just as welcome as 
those who are more socially at ease.” 

The new coordinator stressed that the 
seniors involved in the center have a 
wealth of experience and knowledge 
other seniors can “tap into." 

Ciampa herself haB a good deal of 
experience in setting up programs as 
director of social services for St. 
Elizabeth’s Hospital and as a social 
services consultant for the Visiting 
Nurses Association of Boston. 


A few of the programs she envisions 
for bringing out the invisible seniors are 
activities geared to housebound seniors, 
those who might be in wheelchairs or find 


It difficult to gel out to the center 

She would also like to see more 
programs for men — she is trying to set 
up a fly-lying class for fishermen, for 
example. 

But varied activities are not all the 
center can offer, she added. “This is a 
social center and a therapulic center at 
the same time,” she said. 

“People at the center have had ad¬ 
versities, and losses, and they know how 
to handle them,” she said. “There isn’t 
any one who hasn’t had their ups and 
downs by the time they reach middle age 
— these people can be very helping, very 
supportive.” 

But whether for comfort, for quiet 
pastimes, or for activities, Ciampa wants 
seniors to use her new responsibility. 

“The center can be the bright spot for 
people in their twilight years,” she said. 
“I have the feeling Winchester has 
tremendous pride, and tremendous 
resources in people — I’d like to bring 
that to the center.”

Our Culture Is Assaulted By The Enemies Of Good Taste

Do you know what’s wrong 
with this culture? We're 
assaulted on all sides by 
vulgarity, that's what, 
surrounded like a wagon-train of 
homesteaders by the enemies of 
good taste. 

I'm a generally cheerful type 

optimistic and benevolent too, 
by nature. But when I sat down 
this morning to think this subject 
through, I grew positively 
curmudgeonly. I feel as cranky 
as James Kirkpatrick right now, 
In the days when he used to chew 
out Sliana Alexander for her 
liberalism. I feel as self- 
righteous as Jerry Falwell, as 
snooty and disdainful as William 
F. Buckley. 

What prompted this flowering 
of foreign emotions, you may 
wonder? A simple trip on the 
He'd Line it was, From Harvard 
Si nun'll; to Park Street, the same 
old eight-minute ride I'd taken 
hundreds of times in the past. 

I guess it's been a while since 
the last time I rode on the T 
though: I'm evidently behind the 


times. Because 1 seemed to be 
the only person on the train who 
reacted with any kind of alarm to 
the advertisements pasted up 
over every window. 

Have you seen these things? 

There are twin snapshots of 
a woman's backside, for 
example, in an advertisement 
for cellulite cream. The 
"before” picture shows a 
sizeable derrlere amply dimpled 
and squeezed into bikini bottoms 
three sizes too small. Its fellow, 
the "after" shot, presents the 
same substantia] view, but with 
a slightly smoother rump 
showcased significantly, in 
briefs of a more appropriate 
size. Next to this charmer 
there's an ad for some kind of 
male vitamins guaranteed to 
ensure potency. A photograph 
accompanies this one loo: a man 
stripped to the waist, looking 
inscrutably frontward, straight 
at the camera. His expression is 
sober but not especially 
troubled, and it's impossible to 
tell whether or not he's con¬ 
cerned about potency. But next 


to him is a woman, an Eve 
creature shown from the 
shoulders up, wearing nothing 
but her hairdo and glancing at 
Mr. America with a look that is 
decidedly expectant — a look 
meant, one Imagines, to 
engender performance anxiety 
in the mind of every male 
commuter. . . 

This is all on the subway, 
mind you, not in the display 
window of the Naughty Kitty 
Lounge. 

Down toward the doorway 
there’s a different sort of assault 
on the sensibilities: a 

photograph once again, but this 
time of a small female monkey 
strapped in a chair and ready, it 
would seem for electrocution. 
Electrodes cling to shaved 
patches in her scalp; she sits in 
what looks to be an exact replica 
of Sacco and Vanzetti's famous 
hotseat: and she wears her head 
bowed to one side in an attitude 
of despondent resignation. 
Beneath this lurid photo, the 
message, from the 

Antivivisectionists who produc¬ 
ed it: SHE DIDN'T VOLUN¬ 


TEER FOR THIS. 

Can you Imagine? I felt 
positively queasy by the time I 
emerged from those smelly 
subterranean catacombs. 

. . . Queasy but curious too, to 
learn how widespread this ap¬ 
peal to the lowbrow in us ac¬ 
tually is in our society. 

I picked up a tabloid 
newspaper at the corner store 
and there it was again: the usual 
artificial news, of course lyou 
know the kind; Dog and Cat 
Produce Offspring; Liz's Gar¬ 
bage Reveals All!) But in ad¬ 
dition to that, page after page of 
the lurid and the grotesque. The 
one that stands out most in my 
mind was an exclusive on 
President Marcos of the 
Philippines, that great 
humanitarian, who was vowing 
it seems, and I quote "to stop the 
barbaric torture of dogs who are 
killed for cocktail snacks." Dogs 
killed for cocktail snacks! 
Newpapers devoted to the issue 
of canine canapes! 


No wonder the communists 
think we're all so decadent. 


Bad taste has even hit the 
women's magazines, I learned in 
my research the womens' 
magazines. those onetime 
primers of model wifehood, 
devoted to needlework ideas and 
5(1 Recipes for a Happier Hubby. 
The story I glanced through was 
a "novelette", the feature piece 
of fiction for the month. It 
contained all of the following, as 
far as I was able to gather at a 
quick skim; a husband given to 
bites and punches; burled 
treasure; cross-dressing; riding 
crops in the bedroom; a death by 
bludgeoning; female helpless¬ 
ness; wind and stars; and that 
winning combination of chastity 
and ravishment. Ten thousand 
words devoted to the sensational 
and the titillating. 

This all passes for popular 
culture. 

My distress, I've decided as I 
write, grows not so much from 
the fact that these grotesqueries 
are out there, but from the 
evident fuel that they seem to 
address llie average American. 
The purveyors of these goods 
and stories and photographs 


evidently believe they're aiming 
at the mainstream American . . . 
He who worries about his 
potency . . . She who frets about 
her fanny. . . . They-all who take 
to their hearts in a word of large- 
scale human suffering, the 
bizarre perils of a chance group 
of dogs and monkeys . . . 

It's insulting and it's 
dangerous. If these are the 
concerns given wide public 
airing, the day doesn't seem far 
off when we become incapable of 
focusing on higher concerns. We 
Americans! The descendants of 
people who debated the tenets of 
Rousseau and Voltaire; who 
deliberated, over their plows, 
concepts like consent of the 
governed and states' rights; who 
had finally devised for their 
heirs a political system that 
depended wholly on the 
existence of an intelligent and 
high-minded electorate. 

I think we're in deep trouble; 
we're up to our cellulite in it.

KIM I'OH OK TIIE STAR: 

Th<» United States and the Soviet 
Union are quickly approaching the 
“future shock’’ of the nuclear arms race. 

Both sides have built up enormous 
nuclear arsenals. Both sides are In- 
I Torturing missiles that will be harder 
and harder to keep in the silos in the 
midst oi a crisis. Both sides are making 
technological leaps in weapons system 
development that will make future arms 
control treaties more difficult to 
negotiate. 

Supi isingly, the call for an end to this 
midless momentum has not come from 
the experts” in the upper cschelons of 
government. Instead it has come from 
the people themselves. Millions of'- 
American eilizens seem to understand 
what our leaders do not: enough is 
enough. 

On March 9.1 joined Senators Edward 


Kennedy (D-Mass.) and Mark Hatfield 
(R-Ore.) in introducing a Congressional 
resolution calling for a freeze on the 
nuclear arsenals of the two superpowers 
followed by major reductions. In the 
House, this significant measure has 
already attracted more than 150 
cosponsors from both political parties. 
Senator Kennedy has gathered more 
than 20 names in the Senate, l believe this 
resolution has a good chance of passage 
in Congress. 

The overkill the superpowers have 
amassed is mind-boggling, More than 
50.000 nuclear warheads arc stockpiled 
on both sides. It would lake no more than 
several hundred to effectively destroy 
lifo'ih both the United Stales and the 
Soviet Union. 

Our pursuit of more advanced and 
more effective weapons will actually end 
up pushing us closer and closer to the 


brink of nuclear war. It is clear that an 
unlimited build-up of these deadly 
weapons will not provide us more 
security. In facl, the best security we can 
get for the price will be found at the 
negotiating table as we and the Soviets 
attempt to work out a mutual and 
verifiable freeze on the nuclear weapons 
and begin major reductions. 

We need major reductions in the tens 
of thousands of nuclear warheads we now 
haveaimed at one another. We can begin 
this process of reduction with a freeze.

I will continue to fight for this 
proposal, because I am certain that our 
security — and our entire existence — 
depend on it.

wood si, told committee members after 
they repeated their reasons for 
abolishing April vacation for 1982, “It’s 
more of a lime to re-evaluate it (the 
decision to eliminate April vacation) on 
the basis of our current needs and we’re 
bringing them to you," 

“l know the school committee is 
aware that Winchester is a college- 
oriented town and the April vacation is 
used by seniors to look at colleges," said 
senior Jane Wiseman, "This is a 
priceless opportunity that should not be 
neglected. "Your duty as elected 
representatives is to listen to our needs, 
act in our best interest and respond to our 
needs, she added. 

Senior Tom O'Leary of Holland st. 
pointed out that the request for April 
vacation was backed by students and 
faculty as evidenced by the numerous 
signatures on petitions calling for 
vacation reinstatement. 

"The people involved feel there should 
be a vacation, he said. "The kids are 
starting to drag and become irritable and 
the teachers are starting to slack off in 
their work. We are used to an April 
vacation so this is quite a shock to us." 

O'Leary then listed 10 surrounding 
communities which had April vacations 
and were ending school in late June. He 
noted that Winchester families go on 
vacation the week of April 19 because 
students in SEEM program or the VOKE 
school vacations that week, 

Opel argued that the same reasons 
why April vacations were scheduled 
before still applied. 

"Obviously the school committee has 
seen a need for relief for the faculty and 
the students during April and that’s why 
we had vacations in the past," Opel said. 
"Just because there was a calendar 
change, does not mean that human 
nature changed," 

Opel also assured the committee that 
a decision change would not show defeat 

★ Assessment - 

computer check handed to them by 
Finnegan this Monday would find those - 
oddballs. But while it identified ap¬ 
proximately 800 houses with erratic 
valuations, it didn't solve everything. 

The check used the same system 
Patten and Finnegan had originally used 
to arrive at the assessments — using a 
set of five comparable houses — but 
instead of using the sales prices of those 
houses, Finnegan used the Patten 
assessments. 

According to Finnegan’s computer 
expert, Vito Romundo, the check would 
show whether similar houses were being 
assessed at similar values, 

The check showed that the valuation 
on 800 homes, nearly 15 percent of the 
houses in Winchester, didn’t pass the 
test. For those homes, the difference 
between the assessment figure provided 
by Patten and the test figure coming 
through the check differed by more than 
10 percent. 

But according to Romundo, even with 
that 15 percent failing the test, the check 
showed "tremendous consistency in the 
program." 

Romundo noted that many of the 
properties outside the 10-percent margin 
were townhouses and condominiums, 
which his check program couldn’t 
compute properly. And, he added, many 
of the valuations from Patten may have 
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or loss of power on the part of the com¬ 
mittee or that they were pressured from 
a walkout. 

Last week, when a fire alarm emptied 
the school on election day, about a 
quarter of the high schoolers took their 
vacation complaints to town hall. 
Chanting and holding signs which read, 
"Walk Out," and “April Vacation or No 
Students," more than 400 high schoolers 
would not return to class until School 
Supt, William MacDonald agreed to meet 
with student representatives the next 
day. 

The result of that meeting was that 
the committee agreed to consider 
vacation reinstatement at Monday’s 
meeting. 

But at Monday’s meeting, school 
committee member Catherine Alexander 
said that while the students raised very 
good arguments, they were a year too 
late in their objections, 

"We began discussing this on 
February 9, 1981 and voted (to eliminate 
vacation) on March 9, 1981," Alexander 
pointed out, “There was sufficient time 
for students, parents, teachers and the 
community to respond," 

Agreeing with Alexander's 
arguments, Papas said she was disap¬ 
pointed in the students for trying to 
decrease the quality of their education. 

“I hear you all —- we were all In high 
school once also," Papas told the 
students. “We understand your point of 
view. But one thread that makes me sad 
is the fact that here in a time when 
education and your future is so im¬ 
portant, you’re fighting for something 
that diminishes and minimizes your 
education. 

“We view our primary job here to 
provide you with the best education and 
we view our decision in that light," she 
contineud. “1 find it difficult to believe 
that you healthy-looking students are in 
such poor condition that you can’t make 


been changed in the field review process, 
when Patten appraisers checked, and 
sometimes revised, the final computer 
figure, 

“This shows the values are 
equitable," said Finnegan's vice- 
president of operations, Robert Hilbert. 
“The data is good consistent data. I feel 
the stuff’s good. 

“Sure there might be human errors in 
feeding in the data, but if there weren’t, 
we would be doing something no 
assessing firm has done in 100 years,” he 
added. 

Assessor Carlson, for one, seemed 
satisfied with the computer check. "As 
far as the final values go," he told the 
crowd at the assessors meeting later that 
night, "as one member of the board, I’m 
satisfied." 

Carlson staled that the assessors 
would review the 800 homes out of the 10 
percent margin, to see if they could find 
why the figures went askew. 

But other residents at the assessors’ 
meeting seemed less sure the Finnegan 
check proved the assessment accurate. 

"The run might find an internal 
consistency in the program, but it’s not 
checking the quality of the original 
program," said Maureen Ullnskas of 
Lloyd st. "It doesn’t check the accuracy 
of the model. I suggest you go through 
several pieces of property to see if the

it to the end of the year without a 
vacation.

“We are still satisfied that the total 
dollar value on 90 percent of the 
properties is pretty good." 

In early March, Andersen said that he 
felt the informal hearing process being 
conducted by Patten was "doing the job" 
in finding errors in the computer 
valuations. But Monday night, after 
studying the valuations for another 
month, Andersen was of a different mind. 

“These adjustments (made during the 
hearings) are almost perfunctory — they 
have to be done regardless, but they don’t 
get at the problem," Andersen said. "It's 
the method I question." 

Andersen said he had problems with 
the way Patten and Finnegan set up the 
selection of comparable houses for the 
valuations. Under the program, a house's 
valuation is principally determined by 
the sales price of five similar homes sold 
between 1978 and Jon 1, 1981. 

Comparable houses were weighted 
with penalty points if they didn’t match 
the house being assessed, according to 
Finnegan experts. Being in the wrong 
neighborhood cost the most penalty 
points, they explained. So a different 
style house in the same neighborhood 
would count more toward the assessment 
than the same style house in a different 
neighborhood.

"Vito talks in correlaries, com¬ 
putations, specifications, averages, 
means and medians, and doesn't tell us 
anything," Andersen said. "Dick Mirick 
says 'our job is done’, They don’t want lo 
go bock and redo the job they've already 
done." 

Assessors Chairman Carlson said I he 
only problem he had with the com¬ 
parables selection was in changes the 
board itself made, Last summer, the 
board decided to double-weight the value 
of houses sold during the revaluation 
period, to bring the new value close to the 
sales price. 

On those houses, the sales price of the 
house being revalued would have been 
used for two comparables with only three 
comparables being selected by the 
normal method, 

Carlson indicated that he thought that 
by studying the hearing results, and the 
two computer checks produced for the 
assessors by Finnegan, the assessment 
could be made to work. 

The assessors received a printout to 
check the computer program from 
Finnegan on Monday, and have

To Be A Parent Is To Know Stress

To be a parent is to know stress, ac¬ 
cording to Dr. Michael W. Marcus. Child 
Psychiatrist, who addressed the final 
meeting of the Parenting Workshop 
sponsored by Winchester Hospital and 
held at Lynch School. 

Describing parental stress en¬ 
countered during various stages of the 
child's life. Dr Marcus said that there 
are stresses manifest in parents even 
before their child is born. Infertility, 
parenting at an older age. interruption of 
careers and unwanted pregnancies all 
cause stress. 

After the birth of a child, parents 
experience ‘the terror of having a child 
totally dependent on them. For the first 
time, they know someone will die without 
their attention,’’ said Dr. Marcus. They 
also have difficulty in adjusting to a baby 
who may have a problem, or to a baby 
who might not be the sex they wanted. 


Pointing out that "any parent who had 
trouble in early life is probably going to 
have problems in his child’s life, “Dr. 
Marcus gave as un example dislike of 
school. “If parents hated school, their 
children are apt to hale it. If they were 
punished too hard, they are apt to go to 
the other extreme and be loo easy." 

Sibling rivalry which is perfectly 
normal, according to Dr. Murcus, causes 
stress in parents. A child's school ex 
pericnce also affects parents. If a child 
does not do well in school or becomes a 
trouble-maker, parents feel letdown, and 
he added, “fathers are often disap¬ 
pointed in children who do not do well in 
sports." 

Usually the biggest stress in paren¬ 
ting comes during the child's 
adolescence. "We prolong adolescence in 
our society. In primitive society, 
adolescence is the lime when a child can 
be an adult, can have a baby, be 


physically strong, have real separation 
from parents and work In our society, 
the adolescent is not supposed to leave 
school and go to work, or think about sex, 
only sit at a desk." 

Kxanuning particular examples of 
stress. Dr. Marcus discussed the dif¬ 
ficulty parents have in dealing with a 
child's anger, the rising problem of 
drugs and alcohol; the stress adoptive 
parents experience, and the stress of 
adjusting to a handicapped child. 

Parental stress affects the child, loo, 
and divorce and separation make the 
child feel it may he his fault and he 
suffers guilt. The death of a sibling 
causes a child to suffer guilt, and a move 
to another house and a new school system 
“is very stressful to kids.” 

Dr Marcus concluded the Parenting 
Workshop by answering questions from 
the audience.

MECHANIC’S LIENS 


The term 
"mechanic's lien" is of¬ 
ten heard in the areas of 
building and construc¬ 
tion. The term "mech¬ 
anic" is actually used in 
a very general sense. It 
applies to all laborers, 
contractors, and work 
ers (also called mat¬ 
erial men) who perform 
labor during the con- 
strulion of a building. 

A mechanic’s lien 
falls under the general 
category of judgements, 
and means that people 
who have furnished la¬ 
bor and materials in or 
der to build something 
have a claim on the pro¬ 
perty. The right to file 
this lien is given by st¬ 
atute, and the contrac¬ 
tor or laborer could get 
one on property if the 
owner doesn't pay him 
for work performed, It 
is, in a sense, much like 
a mortgage, and in 
some stales it can be 
foreclosed. 

Mechanic's liens are 
one of a number of items 


— including other types 
of liens — that could 
make a title unmarket 
able. A home buyer 
must always bear In 
mind that he has the 
right to get a title that Is 
free and clear of all 
mortgages, liens, etc. 
One ot our responsibili¬ 
ties as Realtors is to 
make sure that home 
buyers don't get 
"stung" with liens on 
their property.

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Local Resident, 85, Finds New Home And Family 


Things have certainly changed for 
Winchester resident Jack Demerjian in 
the last few years. 1976 was a bad year 
for Jack. At age 85 he suffered a second 
stroke and just a few weeks before 
Christmas he lost his wife of over 50 
years. Despite a full recovery from the 
stroke and his remaining quite active 
through the Winchester Council on 
Aging, Jack felt as though something was 
missing in his life. He found that he was 
very lonely in the evenings and 
memories of his wife were evoked by the 
house and furnishings that they had 
shared for so many years. 

It was at this point that Jack took a 


fall and was advised by his doctor that he 
no longer live alone. Jack learned of the 
Home Sharing Program through the 
Winchester Council on Aging. (The 
program is operated out of the Woburn 
Council of Social Concern and services 16 
communities, including Woburn, Win¬ 
chester, Lexington, and Arlington.) He 
was visited by a social worker who 
listened to Jack s story and helped him to 
decide what kind of living arrangement 
would be best for him. Because of the 
loneliness and memories, Jack felt that 
he would like to move and share the home 
of another man his own age, or with a 
family. 


Jack experimented with two different 
living situations but neither one felt right 
to him. He was still feeling somewhat 
lonely and wished to live with a family. In 
October of 1980 at age 90, Jack met the 
Duffany family of Woburn. Mrs. Duffany 
learned of the Home Sharing Program as 
her live-in father-in-law had been 
receiving services from Minuteman 
Home Care. An extremely dedicated and 
compassionate woman, Duffany had 
been caring for her father-in-law as well 
as working as a Homemaker-Home 
Health Aide to the elderly for a local 
agency. She enjoyed both of these jobs 


Jogged Into Health After Heart A ttack 


A widely known Winchester dentist, 
Dr. Thomas F. Herlihy Jr,, of Thorn- 
berry road, knows what it feels like to 
have a severe heart attack and survive 
and return to good health ... to learn to 
jog three miles each day, and with his 
wife by his side. 

His wife, Yvonne, is more than a good 
mother and a good wife, she took up 
jogging to be at her husband's side, and 
accompanies him on his daily exercising. 

Dr. Herlihy has recently completed 
the three month Cardiac Rehabilitation 
program at the New England 
Rehabilitation Hospital, Woburn, a new 
concept for those stricken with heart 
attacks, and has returned to a new life 
style, possibly slightly improved living 
from the point of view of taking care of 
himself. 

The father of five children, he worked 
a 12-hour day at his dental office, was an 
avid tennis player, smoked three packs a 
day, and enjoyed his food. He reached an 
age when his children were in high school 
and never experienced a so-called sick 
day, except for some indigestion. 

Doctors at Arlington Symmes 
Hospital told Dr. Herlihy his increasing 
chest pains and discomfort were early 


warnings. He had a slight blockage of 
coronary arteries. 

Dr. Herlihy said. “I gave up smoking, 
I was a three pack-a-day man. I lost 
about sixty pounds. I got on a strict diet 
and started daily exercise.” 

The Rehab cardiac team deals with 
the total person. The body is completely 
monitored during daily exercising and 
statistics are kept on heartbeat, blood 
pressure and other vital data. Each 
program is tailor-made to each in¬ 
dividual. The program is aimed to 
change that old feeling that heart disease 
patients will never be able to resume 
their normal living routine. 

Although he now wears a pace-maker, 
his doctors tell him he is in perfect 
condition and he will continue if he stays 
on his diet and continues exercising. Dr. 
Herlihy is grateful for the new optimism 


he has. 

He is a graduate of Boston College, 
class of 1960, with an AB degree in pre- 
medicine, and received his dental degree 
from Marquette University, School of 
Dentistry, Milwaukee. 

He serves as a Town Meeting member 
in Winchester, a post he has held six 
years, is a member of the Rules Com¬ 
mittee, and also the Winchester Swim 
Club. 

His wife and oldest daughter, 
Maureen, 17, have been awarded Red 
Cross Life Saving Certificates, and all 
the children enjoy swimming. The other 
four children are Thomas, 15, Martin, 11, 
Megan, 9, and Kristen, B. 

Before beginning a dental practice, 
Dr. Herlihy served two years in the U. S. 
Army, with the rank of captain, as a 
dental officer, at Fort Wolters, Texas.

and felt that since she had a good rapport 
with older people and an extra bedroom, 
why not share her home and family life 
with a lonely senior citizen? 

The caseworker from Minuteman 
Home Care made the referral to the 
Home Sharing Program and a visit was 
made by the social worker. At that time 
the Duffany family included Paul, 
Frances, their 13-year-old son Keith, and 
93 year-old grandfather. The worker met 
with the family and told them about Jack 
and the Duffanys decided that they would 
like to meet him. Jack was taken to the 
Duffany home by the social worker and 
many issues were discussed, such as 
lifestyles, daily schedules, meals, and 
the like. It was decided that they would 
try home sharing on a temporary basis 
for one month. 

The “match” proved to be an in¬ 
teresting one as Jack, who was born in 
Damascus, Syria, and came to this 
country in 1905, had much to offer as well 
as much to gain from living with an “all- 
American” family. Although Jack has 
been in this country for many years, he 
still enjoys talking about life in the "old 
country” and eating his native Armenian 
foos when his relatives come to visit, 
Mrs. Duffany has said that, “the cultural 
aspects of Jack’s heritage are quite in¬ 
teresting and we’ve enjoyed many 
stories about his native country.” By the 
same token, Jack has benefited by being 
“part of a real family.” 

After nearly one and one half years, 
part of the family is exactly what Jack 
has become. The Duffanys were a "two- 
grandfather family" until the death of 
Mr. Duffany’s father in 1981, but Jack 
has been treated as a real family 
member from the very start. His first 
Christmas with the Duffanys he received 


a pair of sneakers and they’ve since 
become a permanent part of his war¬ 
drobe! In excellent health for his age. he 
often accompanies Mr. Duffany, who 
works out of an office at home, on 
business deliveries. 14-year-old Keith is 
never at a loss for an example of how 
something was done “in my day”! On 
Mrs. Duffany's birthday recently, Jack 
look the whole family out to dinner. 

As in any other family, there are 
times when sharing a house is less than 
desirable. How do they make it work? 
“Talk about the little annoying things — 
don’t smoulder”! says Mrs. Duffany. 
“Neither should try to change the other’s 
life-long habits. Be pleasant — never 
bossy.” The Duffany family is an 
example of caring people who felt that 
with older children leaving home, why 
not share extra living space when so 
many elderly people are experiencing 
financial difficulty. 

Jack and the Duffanys are just one 
example of Home Sharing. Many senior 
citizens have been "matched” by the 
program with people in their same age 
group and are living friendly but in¬ 
dependent life styles with compatible 
housemates. A social worker is available 
to screen and interview all clients and act 
as an advocate for each person regarding 
financial arrangements, etc. 

The Home Sharing Program is funded 
by Ihe state Department of Elder Affairs 
and Minuteman Home Care Corporation 
under the Older Americans Act and by 
various private foundations.

To facilitate processing your 
claim, Treasurer Crane urges you to 
include your name as listed in the 
newspaper, your address and identi¬ 
fication number (if printed in the 
paper) on all communications. 

Unclaimed Money lists will be 
available at most city and town Treas¬ 
urer's offices. 

Owners of abandoned property 
need not pay a finder’s fee to any¬ 
one to claim what is rightfully theirs.

abandoned and reported to 
Trasurer Crane’s office.

Mental Health Information Is 
Available FromResource Center 


Dr. Arthur F. Fultz. Executive 
Director of the Counseling Resource 
Center Inc., 5 Spruce st,, has announced 
a Community Information Program for 
the year 1HB2. Aware of constant un¬ 
certainty and misperceptions that 
surround Mental Health, the Center will 
provide free panels and-or professional 
speakers to community organizations 
and the general public. These programs 
are aimed at clarifying (he role of 
psychology in dealing with contemporary 
community problems. 

Four public lorums have been 
planned. The first, “Juvenile Worlds,'' is 
in response Iti increasing problems of 
youth in suburban communities. Later, a 
second topic. “Adult Identity." will 
address concerns with individual human 
worth and origins of personal value, 
adult relationships, and their impact 
upon the individual and his society. 

The third forum will treat “Holistic 
Dimensions of Well-Being," and will 
consider the growth of the self-image in 
the total person as they seek to discover, 
to express, and to actualize unique 
potentials in the process of assuming 
command in expanding relationships. 

In the fourth session, the subject of 
Psychology and Mental Health will 


survey Hie diagnosis and evaluation of 
psychological states, how to select ap¬ 
propriate therapists and treatment 
programs, and the ways open to com¬ 
petent. healthy children and adults for 
learning to apply sound psychological 
practices and principles. 

Clubs and other civic organizations 
will be provided speakers trained in 
psychological theory and practice, As 
each organization plans its programs for 
the coming year, it can draw upon the 
resources of the Counseling Resource 
Center so that mental health information 
may be available to its members ac¬ 
cording to [heir interest even if it may lie 
beyond the lour topics suggested. 

As tl has done for years past, the 
Counseling Resource Center will con¬ 
tinue to serve the community as a 
private, non-profit agency. But, today, as 
Federal and Stale funding is being cut or 
discontinued each year, such private 
agencies as the Counseling Resource 
Center must take on the responsibility for 
community services formerly supplied 
by tax-supporled programs.

Assessment Debate Boils 

Andersen Won’t OK Valuations Until Satisfied 


By DAVE LEECO 

It could be a long and turbulent time 
before the Board of Assessors approves 
the town’s revaluation and sends it to the 
state for certification as the board ap¬ 
pears seriously divided over whether the 
new values are accurate. 

Assessor George Andersen revealed 
Monday night that he has had reser¬ 
vations about the revaluation program 
since December and that he seriously 
considered asking the board to abort the 
revaluation before it went to the slate for 
preliminary certification. 

“I don’t have any confidence in the 
system.” Andersen told the board. “If 1 
knew then what 1 know now. I never 
would have voted for preliminary cer¬ 
tification.” 

Andersen told the board that unless he 
was satisfied with the computer program 
developed by Fatten Associates, the firm 
which revalued Winchester, and Fin¬ 
negan Associates, Patten’s computer 
firm, he would not sign and approve the 


assessment. 

And he said he would continue to hang 
lough, even if the town lost money 
because the tax bills would not go out on 
lime and the town had to borrow money 
isee related story). 

"I’d rather see the town fire $2 million 
worth of employees than stick them (the 
residents) with a bad system,” said 
Andersen. 

Andersen’s position put him at logger 
heads with newly elected Assessor 
Chairman Werner Carlson, who said he 
felt that with a solid effort from his 
board, problems with the assessment 
could be cleared up in time to get out the 
lax bills. 

“I don't think we can hold the town up 
— hold up certification, and getting the 
tax bills out — if we’re satisfied with the 
bottom line number,” said Carlson. “We 
are putting too much emphasis on the 
computer program, If the computer 
came out with a house valued at $100,000,

With No Assessment, 
Town Finances In Peril

Winchester has big money problems 
By the end of April, the town coffers will 
be empty, according to town Comptroller 
Alphonse Faggiano. 

To keep the town operating, Win¬ 
chester will have to borrow money until 
spring tax bills are collected. And that 
translates into interest rate payments 
and investment losses. 

This dismal financial state of affairs 
can be blamed on the delay in the town’s 
revaluation. 

“After we process the April 
requirements for payroll and the bills, 
we’ll be looking to borrow from that 
period until the tax bills go out, whenever 
that is, Faggiano said in a recent in¬ 
terview. “The key thing here is how long 
it takes to go through the revaluation 
process and obtain slate certification.”

Eight weeks of debate over the 
merits and faults of Patten Associate's 
Assessment of Winchester will come to a 
head tonight, when the Board of 
Assessors hold their public meeting.

The legislature is debating a bill from 
Gov. Edward King which could send an 
additional $92,309 in local aid to Win¬ 
chester this July. 

But town officials doubt they will ever 
see the check. 

”1 hope the bill does not pass because 
1 don’t think Winchester will gel any 
more money under the governor’s local 
aid plan,” said Town Manager Tom 
Groux. “1 think the bill was designed to 
help cities, not towns.” 

"I’m not optimistic about the bill," 
agreed Town Comptroller Alphonse 
Faggiano. "The cities have the votes and 
that’s who the bill favors. Winchester is 
in a high per capita valuation, so 
naturally, we’re on the low distribution 
end. 

“Between the beginning and end of 
the legislative route, we may not even 
recognize the original product,” he 
added 


The bill was filed April 4 by Governor 
Edward King to help cities and towns 
who were suffering under the effects of 
Prop 2.5, according to Kevin Barrett, 
legal council to the governor. 

But Groux said he felt the bill would 
end up penalizing towns who have 
complied with the 2.5 requirements. 

"It looks like it would hurl those towns 
who ended up revaluating,” he said 
"The $92,309 assumes a loss that we have 
suffered from Prop 2.5. It’s like last year 
The lottery formula used to distribute 
state aid was a joke." 

Slate Representative Sherman 
(Whip) Salt marsh said that while he 
lavors the concept behind the bill, he also 
feels Winchester is getting the short end 
of the deal.

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Losing Candidate Charges Opponent With Conflict Of Interest 


By 1>AVK LEECO 

Unsuccessful assessor candidate 
Joseph Bentley plans to bring charges 
before Lhe state Ethics Commission that 
his successful opponent, Sherman 
Josephson, is in conflict of interest 
because he is a realtor in Winchester. 

If the Ethics Commission decides 
Josephson is in conflict of interest, it 
could levy a fine of up to $1 ,000 and order 
him to resign from the Board of 
Assessors, according to Mary Duffy, the 
commission’s director of public 
education. 

Bentley brought up the issue of a 
conflict of interest during his campaign, 
but the voters decided to go with local 
realtor and appraiser Josephson. 

Since the election, Bentley sain this 
week, he has contacted the Ethics 
Commission and asked them to in¬ 
vestigate a possible conflict. 

“With a local real estate man as an 
assessor, there is a potential that 
someone who is buying or selling 
property through him will come before 
lhe Board of Assessors for an 
abatement,” said Bentley, explaining his 
decision to go to the Ethics Commission. 
“If 1 buy through him, and then present 
arguments to the assessors for 
abatement, there is a possibility he 
i Josephson) might look favorably on the 
request. " 

Josephson, for his part, noted that he 
had addressed the issue of a conflict of 
interest during his campaign, and that 
the voters were aware he was a local 
realtor when they elected him. 

"I would avoid getting in any 
discussion (at the assessors meeting) if it 
concerned a property or person I had 
dealings with,” said Jospehson when told 
of Bentley's charge. “I wouldn’t vote on 


the matter.” 

Josephson noted that many assessors 
in other towns were also realtors and 
appraisers. However, according to 
Marion Eantucchio, the secretary- 
treasurer of the Massachusetts 
Association of Assessing Officers, those 
assessors don’t do business in the towns 
they represent. 

“There are several (assessors who 
are realtors),” said Fantucchio. “But the 
main thing is, if they are appointed or 


elected, and they carry out their 
business, they should do it oul of (own 
“If they sell a piece of properly. U 
should not be in the town they work for as 
an assessor,” she continued. “Then it 
would be a conflict of interesl. 

“If someone is elected to an assessor’s 
office, it would be ethical to do business 
out of town — that would eliminate any 
quesLion of a conflict,” she continued. 
“This is what most people do.” 

But Josephson said that’s probably 


not what he will do. Although he said he 
has decided not to do any appraising in 
Winchester, he added that “I don’t see 
how 1 could” give up selling homes in 
Winchester.” 

Bentley claimed that several 
guidelines included in the state law 
governing the conduct of public officials 
could be interpreted against Josephson, 
Section 23 of Massachusetts General Law 
l’h. 268A states: lhe guidelines “are 
established as standards of conduct for

“by his conduct give reasonable basis 
for the impression that any person can 
improperly influence or unduly enjoy his 
favor in the performance of his official 
duties, or that he is unduly affected by 
the kinship, rank, position or influence of 
any party or person.” 

“pursue a course of conduct which 
will raise suspicion among the public that 
he is likely to be engaged in acts that are 
in violation of his trust.” 

According to the Ethics Commission’s 
Duffy, violation of the above section 
could lead to fines of up to $1,000, “and a 
cease and desist order, to stop someone 
from acting as an official, would be 
promulgated at the same lime.” 

Duffy declined to give an opinion of 
the merits of Bentley’s questions, but she 
did explain what would happen when the 
commission received his complaint. 

“When information is brought to us, 


and the complaint is filed, a screening 
process is initiated,” she said. “There is 
an investigation, if warrented, which 
must be authorized by the commission. It 
is only after a thorough investigation, 
and possibly a hearing, that a ruling is 
made.” 

Town Counsel Douglas Randall also 
declined to discuss the merits of Ben¬ 
tley’s charge, since Josephson has not 
requested a ruling from him. 

“The conflict of interest statue is very 
specific in stating who can request 
opinions of town counsel,” Randall said 
“Otherwise everybody would be asking 
for an opinion on somebody they didn't 
like, hoping the town counsel will say 
‘your enemy is guilty of conflict’. 

“If a municipal employee or official 
wants an opinion from town counsel, Lhey 
can write a letter, which should include 
sufficient facts to make a judgment,” he 
said. “The request and the opinion then 
become public record and are filed in the 
town clerk’s office.” 

Josephson said he would not request 
an opinion from Randall, preferring to 
wail to see if Bentley follows through 
with a complaint to the Ethics Com¬ 
mission. 


Stragglers Bog Down Census 


Late returns on the annual town 
census have bogged things down in the 
office of the town clerk. 

“This happens every year,” said 
Carolyn Ward, Town Clerk. “Eighty 
percent of our households respond 
promptly to the census questionnaire 
which is mailed to every household in 
January. We spend the months of 
February and March processing and 
compiling the data from Lhe first group 
who respond so promptly, but the month 
of April is devoted almost entirely to the 
stragglers.” 

Ward said that also, during April, any 
voter who is not listed on the census is 
sent a notice that his or her name will be 
removed from the voting list. 

“Sometimes this nolice will prompt 
an answer lo the census questionnaire, 
sometimes it doesn't,” she said. “We

make every effort to notify people before 
we remove them from the voting list, but 
come November and election day, we 
know we will have some unhappy people 
at the polls whose names are not on the 
voting list. 

“Of course there are remedies on 
election day for such circumstances," 
she added, “but they take the time of the 
voter, the election officers and the 
Registrars of Voters, who are the only 
persons authorized lo reinstate a voter 
whose name has been removed from the 
list,” said Ward. 

Ward added that citizens who have not 
yet filled out a census form may call the 
town clerk’s office, and the information 
will be taken down over the telephone.

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Lack Of Fish In Mystic Lakes 
May Be Caused By Fertilizers 


The Mystic River Watershed 
Association hopes to discover if fer¬ 
tilizers are responsible for the lack of fish 
in the Mystic Lakes. 

The association is conducting a door- 
to-door survey to determine how much 
and what kind of fertilizer is being used 
around the Upper Mystic Lake, 

Charlotte Berman of the association, 
explained that nitrogen and phosphorous, 
chemicals used in fertilizer, encourage 
the growth of algae in the water, which 
uses up oxygen in the water. 

“One problem in the lake is the heavy 
use of oxygen by algae," she explained. 
“There is not enough oxygen to support 
fresh water fish. And the further down 
you go, down where fish people like to 
fish for live, there is less oxygen.” 

Berman noted that preliminary 
studies have shown an excess amount of 
phosphorous in the lake, but those studies 
are not yet definitive, 

“We are trying to get some hard 
statistics on fertilizer use," explained 
Berman. “We’re trying to get our studies 
down to the finer points of where the 
fertilizer comes from, what may be 
coming directly off the area around the 
Mystic Lakes.” 

To get those hard statistics, Berman 
said the Mystic River Watershed 
Association will be polling 21? of the 2,000 
residents who live around the lake in 
Medford, Winchester and Arlington, 

“We don't want people to be con¬ 
cerned that we’re going to come back to 
them and do something — we just want to 
know what they’re doing,” she said, 
“They may even benefit from some of 
what we learn 

“For instance, some people think it’s 
best to fertilize just before it rains,” she 
continued. “But the rain just washes the 
fertilizer off the ground and into the 
lake,” 

. Berman said the study will ask lake¬ 
side residents such questions as how 
much fertilizer is applied, what the 
weather conditions are when it is applied, 
the type of fertilizer used, and the brand 
name. 

The survey, which is being conducted 
by volunteers organized by the 
association, got under way this past 
weekend and will continue to mid-April, 
both door-to-door and by telephone. 

Volunteers will either telephone or 
visit the residents selected for the sur¬ 
vey. The statistics will be part of a study 
on the extent and causes of urban runoff 
pollution in the Upper Mystic Lake . The 
study, which is nearing its conclusion, is 
being managed by the Department of 
Environmental Quality Engineering. 

Asking residents contacted to 
cooperate in the study, Dr. Herbert 
Meyer, president of the Mystic River 
Watershed Association commented: ”We 
want to preserve the quality of lakes and 
streams in the community and all help in 
this effort is appreciated.”

“We have been working with the 


Massachusetts Department ot 
Environmental Quality Engineering 
studying to what extent pollution in the 
Abcrjona River and Upper Mystic Lake 
is caused by urban runoff the storm¬ 
water carrying pollutants into these 
water bodies. 

“In order to do this accurately, 
research into potential sources of urban 
runoff pollution is necessary. One area of 
interest is lawn and garden fertilization. 
There is no record ol fertilizer use in this 
area, making it hard to quantify if any 
pollutants are coming from this source 
By conducting a door-to-door survey we 
are hoping to collect the needed in 
lormalion. 

“Once the questionnaires are 
examined and conclusions are made 
about the impacts on water quality, a 
report will be distributed. This will 
contain a summary of the survey results 
and offer technical advice on fertilization 
practices."

Winchester Housing Authority Changes Accounting Methods After State Audit 


By SI'SAN SdlNKC’K 

The accounting methods of the 
Winchester Housing Authority were 
reported to have “serious weaknesses” 
according to an audit conducted by State 
Auditor .John ,J. Finnegan, 

Covering the period from April 1, 1980 
in June :10, 19H1, the report blamed the 
accounting problems on the authority’s 
lack of familiarity with state 
requirements and procedures, 

"They just didn't have a very tight 
system.” explained Robert Creamer, 
communication director in the auditors 
office. "They werenol following the state 
regulations they were supposed to." 

But Creamer also noted that this was 
a very common problem among housing 
authorities and that the Winchester 
Housing Authority has since switched 
over to a satisfactory system. 

•■They responded to our report and put 
in a new accounting system." he said, 
We II see how well that one works the 
next lime we do an audit." 

A new accounting method was im¬ 


plemented last November, according to 
Clara Hewis, administrative assistant to 
the Winchester Housing Authority. 

"Quite some time ago, I had 
recommended that the authority switch 


to a more modem system but the 
(housing authority) board did not feel it 
was necessary at that time,” Hewis 
explained. "After the auditors recoin 
mended that we switch, we implemented 


the new system and we've been using it 
since.” 

Hewis stressed that all the balances 
were correct under the old system but 
that the auditors were concerned about

difficulties with tracking information. 

She also noted that the old accounting 
system had met slate approval in the 
past 

According to the report, the authority 
failed to keep a master rent roll, which is 
a listing of all tenants and their rents as 
well as individual rent control cards for 
each tenant. 

"H's a procedural kind of thing and 
while our method did not conform to the 


slate regulations, it had nothing to do 
with the actual rents," Hewis said. "It all 
balanced correctly in the end." 

The Housing Authority operates 112 
units of housing in Winchester for elderly 
persons. Those units are stale subsidized 
and monthly rentals average $97, 

The auditing is a routine procedure 
conducted every one or two years, ac¬ 
cording to Creamer.

Assessors Want A Mandate — Citizens Should Give It To Them 


By DAVE LEECO 

Once again, the Board of 
Assessors is using a deadline as 
the reason they must rush the 
town’s new assessment through 
and submit it to the state for 
certification. 

This deadline, however, is far 
more real than the April 1 
deadline supposedly set by the 
state for submission — a 
deadline which came and went 
with no noticeable effect on the 
town. 

The new deadline will cost the 
town a great deal, because for 
every day that goes by without a 
certified assessment, the lax 
bills cannot go out. And for every 
day the tax bills do not go out, the 
town comes closer to the time it 
must borrow money to pay its 
bills because it does not have its 
usual tax revenues. 

Assessor Chairman Werner 
Carlson, after conferring with 
town comptroller A1 Faggiano, 


says it is costing the town $4,000 
for every day the tax bills do not 
go out. 

Carlson told a meeting of 
FARE (Fair Assessment 
Revaluation Equalization a 
recently formed citizen’s group 
which is working to get answers 
to assessment questions) that he 
would rather approve the town’s 
assessment even with the 
problems in it than see the 
town lose money. 

"I know there are inequities 
in the program, but I'm also 
concerned with the condition of 
the town,” Carlson said. “The 
town will be out of money in 
June. The town is in deep, deep 
trouble if we can the program. 

“Accept the program for this 
year, and then if after that 
people don’t like it, we can go get 
a whole new valuation,” said 
Carlson. “It would be cheaper in 
the long run for the town.” 

What town is Carlson talking 


about? The town government, 
the town officials, the town 
employees? Or the town 
residents who may be paying 
hundreds of dollars in extra 
taxes this year because of a bad 
assessment? 

Each time the assessors or 
the citizens of the town take a 
look at Patten’s assessment, new 
problems come up. Just this 
week, Carlson and Wood side 
ave. resident John France 
discovered that eight out of nine 
assessments, chosen at random, 
did not compute according to the 
system Patten and Finnegan 
Associates, Patten's computer 
firm, said was used. 

Assessor George Andersen 
said this week that he doubts that 
even half of the assessments 
were based on the system of 
comparables Patten says makes 
for a fair and equitable 
valuation. 

Carlson, even as he recom¬ 


mends pushing through the 
assessment as soon as possible, 
adds that there are inequities. 

With a month of careful study 
and hai'd work, the assessors 
might be able to straighten out 
the assessment at least 

enough to send it to the state to 
keep Winchester going for a 
year. After that, Carlson’s 
suggestion the entire revaluation 
be redone might be seriously 
considered. 

But if the assessors consider 
that month of study not as time 
to work on the assessment but as 
time in which the town will lose 
$120,000, they will never use that 
time. 

In fact, Carlson told Town 
Manager Thomas Groux this 
week that he hoped to finish the 
review and send the assessment 
to the stale as early as next 
week. 

There is no way the problems 
with the assessment will be 


cleared up in a week. In the eight 
weeks since the impact notices 
went out and citizens started 
raising Caine over their 
valuations, the assessors haven’t 
solved the problems. They are, 
in fact, still finding them. 

The question Winchesterites 
must ask themselves is; Is it 
worth it to send in a bad 
assessment, be hit with what 
could be an unfair tax bill, and 
save the town $120,000? Or 
should the assessors wait until 
the program is as good as they 
can get it, and hope to recoup the 
town’s losses in a suit against 
Patton? 

A suit is a real possibility. 
Patten’s contract calls for a one 
percent penalty for every week 
tlie assessment is late. To date, 
Patten is 42 weeks late in getting 
the assessment out, and the town 
could potentially take back 
$75,000 of the $100,000 il pledged 
and has all but fully paid 


If citizens want to wait, they 
should let the Board of Assessors 
know' about that feeling at 
tonight’s public hearing. Carlson 
said Tuesday he is looking for a 
mandate. If the mandate is to 
wait, give it to the board. 

The assessors could at least 
delay certification until Town 
Meeting, when the represen¬ 
tatives of the entire town can 
decide what to do with the 
problem. 

But if the assessors aren’t 
told which way to go, Carlson at 
least will be pushing to get the 
assessment certified before 
Town Meeting. 

And If people don’t attend 
tonight’s public hearing, and 
give the Board their decision, the 
citizens of Winchester won’t be 
able to blame Patten, Finnegan 
or the assessors for their tax 
bills. 

They could only blame 
themselves.

Resident Urges Assessors To Reject Revaluation Job 


EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

Confidence Level Zero! 

That is the point. I and other in¬ 
dividuals have reached after having sat 
through approximately eight Monday 
night assessors’ meetings since our new 
tax bills were issued. 

Mr, Beal, who was chairman of the 
Board at the inception of this “1981 
revaluation" gave the assessment a 
grade of “D" when the results came in. 
Why did he then vote for preliminary 
state certification? 

Mr. Carlson, who was the minority 
member of the board for the bulk of the 
project, voted several times against 
paying Patten’s installments because he 
was dissatisfied with the firm's conduct, 
Why did he vole for preliminary state 
certification? 

Mr. Andersen, who was chairman 
during the most important phase of 
Patten's contract, has recently brought 
forth reams of his own concerns that he 
drafted in a letter in Dec. 1981 — con¬ 
cerns that left him of the opinion that the 
revaluation was so inadequate that he 
recommended aborting the project, Why 
didn’t he in December, present this letter 
to the board formally for consideration? 
Why then did he vote for preliminary 
state certification? 

What kind of communication was 
there among the board members since 
Nov. 1979 that causes them in April 1982 
to act as if each did nol heed the other's 
misgivings over the past 2 x z years? 
What, if any, real communicating are 


they doing now? It appears that much of 
what is being said and done at this late 
date is solely for the purpose of vin¬ 
dicating a poor job of supervision. 

Mr. Andersen has said that he would 
not have voted for preliminary cer¬ 
tification if he knew then what he knows 
now, He wants to be shown that 75 per¬ 
cent of the assessments were in fact 
based on five valid “comps" and were 
not numbers pulled out of a hat. He wants 
a clear explanation of Ihe computer 
program’s comparable selection 
process, and to date, no one at Finnegan, 
the computer company, has been able to 
give it to him! Why then should we be 
asked to live with an assessment based 
on a computer program that the “ex¬ 
perts" did not fully understand — a 
program for which vital decisions were 
made along Ihe way by Patten and 
Finnegan people while our assessors did 
nol scrutinize and give final approval to 
the firms’ choices? 

Mr. Carlson feels that the board 
should dwell less on the computer 
program’s technicalities and more on the 
board’s own field review. He is satisfied 
I hat the hearing process conducted by 
Patten brought out the majority of 
overvalues and that through further 
checks the board can determine un¬ 
dervalues and skewed values. But why 
should we have confidence in this method 
when the board again relied on Patten’s 
opinion as to the effectiveness of Ihese 
hearings? Why should we have con¬ 
fidence that a thorough review can and 


will be done wnen we have lost Mr. Beal’s 
input, Mr. Josephson is new and must be 
brought up to date, Mr. Andersen is most 
often unavailable to participate in the file 
review sessions, and time is running 
out?! 

We understand the economic 
pressures the assessors have been and 
are now under to get the lax dollars 
flowing. But the bottom line for the 
taxpayers of Winchester is an equitable 
assessment for all citizens — one that we 
can live with in future years. I would like 
to believe that the assessors are like- 
minded. If we are to reach this goal, is it 
nol imperative that the politics and 
polemics cease, and thal each member of 
the board make his best effort to work in 
concert to find the best solution for 
correcting problems they all admit 
exist? You gentlemen chose Patten and 
are responsible for the outcome of their 
performance. Please do not compound 
past mistakes by once again signing for 
certification — Ihis time final — of a 
revaluation you do not believe is fair to 
all.

It has become necessary lo swerve 
from one side of the road to the other in 
order to avoid them, and cars coming in 
opposite directions have difficulty fin¬ 
ding a place to pass. 

Some people think that the abuttors 
deliberately let the road in front of their 
premises get into this deplorable con¬ 
dition so as to discourage "outsiders" 
from using their private ways. While 
there may be some sentiment to this 
effect, I do not think that it is the real 
reason for the neglect to which these 
roads are being subjected. 

I think the people who live on these 
much abused private roads reason this 
way; their taxes help to build and to 
repair the roads in front of our houses — 
(and they may never have occasion to 
use them) whereas none of the money 
from our taxes is ever used to build or 
repair the roads in front of their houses, 
and we use these roads a great deal more 
than they do themselves. Why, then, 
should they be anxious to repair their 
own roads, at their own expense, just so 
we can pound them to pieces again at no 
cost lo ourselves? 

I know that there may be reasons, 
legal as well as economic, why the Town 
is reluctant to repave these private ways, 
but considering the extent to which the 
whole town uses these strategically 
located ways and the damage done to 
them as a consequence, I feel that the 
least the town could, and should, do, 
would be to refill the potholes and 
repatch the pavement.

School Committee Cuts $187,000 


The School Committee is only $46,000 
away from the budget figure mandated 
by the Finance Committee, as the 
committee cut $189,000 from its budget

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Snow Mucks Up Spring Sports 

Team Spends Week 
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Playing Indoors 


Ever si net* families moved into homes 
with breakable things in them, mothers 
have been trying to stop children from 
playing in the house, from throwing the 
hall or running around indoors. 

Hut all last week, Winchester High 
School students turned the trend around 
and were throwing some very unusual 
things around indoors. Like baseballs, 
lacrosse balls and tennis balls. And they 
were running around inside buildings as 
if they were on a track team 

And it wasn’t even their idea. Heal 
live adults were telling them to swing 
hats and tennis racquets indoors. 

The problem was that while the spring 
sports season had already opened for two 
of the school’s teams and was right 
around the corner for the others, there 
was fifteen inches of snow from last 
week's surprise spring blizzard on the 
tennis courts, baseball diamonds, tracks 
and lacrosse field. 

So indoors they went, much to the 
chagrin of the coaches. 

To a man (and one woman), the 
coaches lamented the unnatural con¬ 
ditions, the limited time in a gym shared 
by seven teams, the loss of conditioning 
time, and of time to choose starters and 
the impending rush into the full schedule. 
The only consolation was that it snowed 
on everybody, Sachem and nnn-Sachem 
alike. 

Everyone had to put up with the 
unusual conditions. Baseball players had 
to field bunts off a hard rubber floor 
(probably the closest most of them will 
get to astro turf in their playing careers. 
Lacrosse players had to try to see a 
small, hard, lust-moving ball in the dim 
and floureseent light of the gym. Tennis 
players had to put up without baselines 
and long-jumpers without pits. Only 
track team members in the running 
events could practice about as well in 
doors as out. 

Some players got shut out altogether 
due lo the rotating schedule of gym 
space. Coach Paul Atkinson’s boys tennis 
team didn’t happen to have lime 
scheduled on the Thursday after the 
storm or on the following Monday. “We 
had no time a Holed to us on those days 
hut we did manage to practice on Mon¬ 
day when we found two dry courts out¬ 
side,’’ said Atkinson. ‘We got out the 
squeegees and got the water off the courl. 
hut the third courl was under water as 
usual.’’ 

The baseball and lacrosse teams 
probably suffered the most — euch had 
several regular season games and 
scrimmages cancelled. The lacrosse 
team managed to get in their first game 
of the season before the surprise bliz¬ 
zard. The next four games fell victim to 
the weather, three of them lo the bliz¬ 
zard. “We will have to play back-to-back 
games before the season is over to make 
up those games,“ said Bouley. “And that 


wilt be tough if we have to play two top 
teams like Billerica and Needham.” 

The baseball team missed out on two 
scrimmages and two games. “We won't 
make up the scrimmages but we will 
start making up the games Wednesday 
(yesterday),” said coach Bill Chase. The 
two non league games (yesterday and 
Friday) against Tewksbury will he 
sandwiched around the Middlesex 
League opener against Watertown today 

That sequence will be a tough lest for 
Chase and his pitchers “In the first 
games of a season, your starting pitcher 
usually doesn’t go all the way.” said 
Chase “So with three games in three 
days, the guy who pitched on Wednesday 
usually wouldn’t have to pitch again lor 
three days. So we may have to use four or 
live pitchers and that will really lest 
our depth.” 

Only one team coach Jim 
Maconochie's soft ball squad may have 
benefited from the forced lay-off 
"Softball-wise, it set us back, said 
Maconochic. “Physically, il probably 
helped. When the snow came on Tuesday, 
eight out of fifteen varsity players had 
strep throat, a touch of the flu or had 
backs. The week away kind of 
straightened that out Were much 
healthier now. We could have worked 
indoors hut with all that sickness, we 
didn't. We took Thursday, Friday and 
Saturday off. We may have lost a bit but 
we had had a good three weeks up to that 
point and by the middle of Monday’s 
practice, things were back together ” 
The softball team also opens its league 
schedule Thursday against Watertown at 
Watertown. 

Probably the most inconvenienced 
were the members of the track teams 
who don’t run tor a living. “The field 
events, the long and high jumpers, the 
javelin and discus competitors haven’t 
been able to do much until this week,' 
said girls track coach Joe t’antillon. 

The trackslcrs first meet this Friday 
at Stoneham for both the girls and boys 
teams and both are worried about the 
loss of preparation time. “We were able 
to give the k ids some running workouts in 
the gym but not the kind of workouts 
you'd like to have the week before the 
first meet,” said Canlillon. “We are 
fortunate in that we’ve got a fair number 
coming back from the winter team." 

The girls tennis team had the same 
problems the boys tennis team had with 
one exception — luck favored the girls 
when it came to the rotating schedule for 
the use of the gym. Still, it wasn’t the best 
of practice situations. "We set up nets 
across the gym.” said coach Hose Ann 
I lines." But there are no baselines, so all 
you can do is drill on serves, strokes and 
hitting. You can't set up any game 
situations.”

Snow Stalls Baseball, 
Lacrosse Schedules

It’s loo bad the Winchester High 
School athletic department doesn’t have 
a spring skiing team then at least one 
Sachem squad could have competed in 
last week’s snow. 

For the more usual Sachem teams, 
however, last week’s snow storm was an 
unmitigated disaster, causing missed 
practices and cancelled games. 

The Sachem baseball and lacrosse 
squads were into their season when the 
snow hit, and are going to have to 
scramble to make up the missed games 
before playoff time. 

“The snow is screwing it all up,” said 
athletic director Bill Colella. “The park 
department is going to scratch the snow 
off the playing fields, but they’re still 
going to be muddy.’ 

The Sachem baseball team missed 
their opening game of the season last 
Wednesday, when the snow cancelled 
their game against Tewksbury. The two 
teams were to meet again Monday, but 
the muddy, snow covered field prevented 
that game as well. 

“The only thing I can definitely tell 
you is that we will be playing Tewksbury 
on Wednesday," said Colella. 

That will mean the Sachems will have 
to play two games back-lo-back, as they 
have a game scheduled against 
Watertown today. The team will have to 
make up the remaining game during the 
regular season, Colella said. 

The lacrosse team would probably 
consider il a luxury if they only had one 
game Lo make up. Itain cancelled their 
second game of the season, on Murch 31 
against Medford, and the snow six days 
later set their schedule back three more 
games — matches against Newton So., 
Billerica, and Needham. 

Colella said the lacrosse squad will try 


to make up one ol those games — against 
Needham on Wednesday, but added 
that the field might not be dry enough for 
a match-up. 

“They haven’t done anything to the 
fields yet, and they aren’t ready to play 
on," Colella said. “I hope the snow will be 
off the field so they can gel at least this 
one game in." 

The lacrosse team, like the baseball 
team, will have lo make up the games 
during the regular season, Colella said, 
since all regular season games must be 
over by the lime the playoffs start during 
the last week in May, 

“I’m looking at my calendar, and at 
the end of the year, the teams are only 
playing one game a week,” said Colella 
"I’m hoping we can plug the make-up 
games in there. Otherwise, they’ll have 
to play three games a week, because they 
have to finish before the cutoff date for 
the tourneys." 

Colella said the rest of the spring 
teams should be able to gel off on 
schedule. 

The Sacheinette’s softball team will 
open on lime, April 15 at Watertown, he 
said. 

The boys and girls tennis teams don’t 
begin their season until April 20. he 
noted, giving the sun plenty of lime lo 
melt the snow off the courts. 

And the boys and girls track teams 
have until Friday, when they open their 
season at Stoneham. “The tracks should 
be ready by Friday," Colella said 

Unless the area once again gets hit 
with more unseasonal snow 

“l didn’t expect this last storm, so 1 
have no idea if it’s going to hit us again." 
said Colella. “If it does, they (the Mid¬ 
dlesex League) will have to push tin* 
schedules back."

Soon, with a plastic bank card from 
Winchester Savings, savers will be able 
to make withdrawals and deposits at 
over 100, 24-hour Automated Teller 
Machines (ATMs) owned by independent 
banks throughout Massachusetts. 

Twenty-five Massachusetts savings 
banks, including Winchester Savings, 
have joined forces to form The Tran- 
saxion Corporation (TX), a company 
which will make it possible for competing 
banks’ ATMs to "talk" to each other 
electronically. 

TX will allow customers of any 
participating bank to actually transact 
business with their bank through any 
ATM in the TX network. For example, if 
a customer of Winchester Savings 
traveling on the Cape needed cash, he 
could make a withdrawal from a par¬ 


ticipating Cape Cod bank’s ATM, since 
both banks will be members of the TX 
network.

Andersen explained (hat only when he 
was satisfied that the assessment system 
worked for 75 percent of the homes in 
town, would he send it off for state cer¬ 
tification. 

Meanwhile, the town will lose between 
$150,000 and $200,000 through interest 
charges for borrowing money and in lost 
interest on investments, according to 
Faggiano. That estimate assumes that 
the town begins borrowing money in 
April and continues lo do so until the end 
of July. 

“But the time period which we will be 
borrowing money for could even be 
longer," pointed out Town Manager 
Thomas Groux in a recent interview. 

Faggiano noted that April and May 
are the months during which the town 
collects the most on its investments. 
Since it usually has the most money at 
that time. 

"We pay the leachers off the third 
week tn June and we pay the principle 
high school debt (about $800,000) the 
third week in July.” he said. 

it Aid - 

towns who have overridden 2.5. Win¬ 
chester has complied with 2.5 and I don’t 
think we should be penalized for doing a 
good job." 

Saltmarsh explained that under the 
proposed legislation, towns who have 
voted to override 2.5 will still receive 
"large sums of money" from the state. 
(Towns who have voted to override 2.5 
have found ways to exempt certain areas 
of their budget from the restraints of the 
proposition. > 

"Towns which have decided to 
override 2.5 should suffer the con¬ 
sequences and should not be eligible Tor 
the funds," Saltmarsh slated. "The stale 
only has a certain amount of money to 
work with. On a per capita basis, Win¬ 
chester pays one of the highest income 
taxes in the stale as well as a large 
amount of revenue in sales taxes. So we 
pay out the greatest amount but wc don’t 
get it back. 

“I understand that there are towns 
whose needs are greater than ours hut 
there has lo be a balance,” he continued. 
"So the $92,309 amount is nowhere near 
as equitable as it should be." 

The bill is designed to give towns

system," said Andersen. 

Carlson argued that if the Board of 
Assessors hadn’t believed in the system, 
they wouldn’t have sent the assessment 
to the state for preliminary certification 
in December. 

"If we didn’t feel it was proper, we 
wouldn’t have sent out the impact 
notices," Carlson argued. "1 think we felt 
at the lime that the problems with the 
system could be corrected through the 
hearings." 

But if one believes Andersen, con¬ 
fidence in the system was the furthest 
thing from what he and former assessor 
Sumner Beal Jr. fell in December. 

"1 asked Mr. Heal if he was to grade 
the system, whal mark would he give it," 
said Andersen, "He said 'D', the lowest 
passing grade. 

"That was his confidence in the 
system, and mine as well, which is not 
very much confidence at all," Andersen 
stated. 

Andersen recalled that throughout the 
reassessment process. Patten had 
caused problems lor the board "we 
had to pull teeth to get them to attend 
meetings," he said. 

At one point, he recalled, all of Pat¬ 
ten’s best appraisers, including one of Ihe 
principal partners in Ihe firm, the 
original project supervisor for the 
Winchester job. and Patten's "shining 
young appraiser" all left the company 
during the revaluation. 

"They recognized a bad situation, and 
were deserting a sinking ship,” Andersen 
said. 

Andersen recalled that he was so 
disgusted with Patten’s performance, he 
drafted a minority report in December 
recommending the project be aban¬ 
doned. But he never submitted that 
report, and instead voted to send the 
assessment to the state for certification. 

Referring to a letter from Robert 
Patten which stated that his company 
would stop work on the project if it wasn't 
paid (the assessors,' led by Carlson, 
withheld payment several times because 
of Patten’s tardiness in finishing the job), 


Faggiano estimated that the town will 
lake in about $7 million in real estate 
taxes this year. If that money were in¬ 
vested, it could earn interest payments of 
about M percent. Instead, Winchester 
will be forced to borrow money at in¬ 
terest rates of about seven percent, for 
an indeterminate amount of lime. 

"I can’t predict any dates because we 
don’t know how long the process will 
take," Faggiano said. "We need state 
certification of the revaluation process 
and subsequently we have to get the tax 
rate approved. Then we need a program 
from data processing lo send out the tax 
bills with the classification format." 

Tax bills are normally sent out April 
1, This year, bills were delayed to give 
Winchester time to complete 
revaluation. Patten Appraisal Associates 
was contracted lo complete the 
assessment process by July 1. That 
deadline was later extended until April l. 
And again, Patten missed the deadline. 

Compounding the problem even 
further is the fact that tax bills are not 


between 30 and 100 percent of the losses 
they suffered under 2.5, according to 
Barrett. He said Winchester’s share 
would be determined using the 
estimation that the town’s property tax 
revenues increased by $386,000 in the two 
years since 2.5 was enacted. 

"It's not a precise dollar by dollar 
formula, but it comes closer to giving 
towns a percentage of their 2.5 losses," 
Barrett said. "Some towns come out with 
less local aid than they received last 
year. This makes the aid more 
equitable." 

Saltmarsh pointed out lhat none of the 
figures being used by stale spokesper¬ 
sons are definite since local aid revenue 
depends on many other variables in the 
slate budget for which the figures are 
unknown. 

A cap on the MBTA deficit or a 
gradual elimination of the 7 percent 
surtax on income taxes would affect state 
local aid, Saltmarsh explained. He also 
noted that compounding the budget 
"confusion" is Ihe fact that legislators do 
not yet know where they stand con¬ 
cerning federal grants and programs 


Andersen read from his draft: 

"Cancelling the program is the most 
sensible recommendation Patten has 
made to dale, My recommendation is to 
abort the survey now," 

Since he drafted that report, and 
Andersen said, he has become in¬ 
creasingly concerned with the com¬ 
parable home selection process used by 
Patten to determine assessments.

Experts from Finnegan Associates, 
the firm which ran the computer 
assessment program, have told the 
Board of Assessors that when a com¬ 
parable house doesn’t match the one it is 
being used lo assess, the sales price is 
adjusted to reflect the differences. 

"The Patten people said they adjusted 
the $268,000 house to bring it close to 
mine, and the adjustment brought it 
down to $232,000," said Stroul. “1 guess 
it’s closer." 

Al Monday’s assessor’s meeting, 
Assessor Chairman Werner Carlson 
noted that the style and appearance of 
the comparable houses may mislead 
residents who check them. 

"Internal condition may be what 
makes it a comp,” said Carlson. "Or 
location might make it a comp." 

But somehow, Strout couldn’t figure 
out how the inside of the comparable 
houses or their location could make them 
nearly equal in value lo his house, con¬ 
sidering the wide variation of styles, 
locations, sizes and new valuations. 

"They should have been comparing 
apples to apples, but these houses are 
nothing like mine," Strout said. "1 think 
there are an awful lot of inadequacies in 
the system." 

For example, Strout said, houses used 
for comparables were supposed to be 
sold within (he past three years, and have 


due until 30 days after they are mailed 
out. And Faggiano noted that the town 
receives 90 percent of its payments 
during the last five days of that 30-day 
period. 

"It's traditional for banks in par¬ 
ticular to wait until the very last 
minute," he explained. "But just about 
everybody does,” 

In order to enable towns to undergo 
100 percent revaluation, 1981 state 
legislation allowed towns to send out 
estimated tax bills in the fall. There has 
not yet been any legislation filed per 
mitting towns lo do that again in spring. 

Slate Senator Sam Rotondi, however, 
told the Board of Selectmen Monday that 
he was sure a bill would soon be filed 
allowing towns (o again send out 
estimated tax bills. 

"I’d think we’d see one soon,” he 
predicted. "In order to carry out the 
spirit of the original bills, I think you’ll 
see a bill to carry out the flexibility of the 
deadline."

which are being turned over to state 
administration, 

"We don’t know whether programs 
will all be turned over to the state al once 
or whether they’ll be phased out," he 
said. "There are too many unknowns but 
it’s all intertwined." 

Saltmarsh said he hopes the governor 
will cap the MBTA deficit and ask the 
stale to pick up the additional costs. 

"A cap to those of us in the MBTA 
district is extremely important but other 
parts of the state will oppose it," he said. 
"There may have to be some trade-offs 
and this all bears upon local aid. Also, we 
should stagger the surtax reduction and 
reduce it over three years so the 
government can make the transition 
easily. We should to the same with 
unearned income tax to help retired and 
elderly people. 

Saltmarsh said that these budgetary 
issues will be the "focal point" in the 
legislature this session. 

"We’re not talking about new 
programs but about containing spee¬ 
ding," he stressed. "We have to reduce 
taxes at the state level but give cities and 
towns more local aid."

quarters of the values in town are fixed 
by the system Patten is asking the people 
to buy," said Andersen.

been sold in an "arms-length” sale, one 
where the buyer and seller had no 
relationship with each other. 

But the house at 7 Ledgewood road, 
owned by Ledgewood properties, "has 
never changed hands to my knowledge,” 
Strout said. "And if it has, it was done in 
the family.” 

But what Strout really couldn’t un¬ 
derstand was why not one of the houses 
used as a comparable was a cape like his. 

"I would think they could find a 
similar house or a cape that sold in the 
past couple of years," said Strout. 
"There are a lot of them around town of 
about the same size as mine," 

In fact, Strout noticed that right 
across from the house one of his com¬ 
parables, at 10 Niles In., there was a cape 
which duplicated his. 

Of course, that house probably didn't 
sell during the years Patten used for 
their sales data. And if capes that had 
sold weren’t in the same neighborhood as 
Strout’s they would not have been used, 
since neighborhood is the most important 
factor in the Patten system. 

But lhat doesn’t make Strout feel any 
better when he looks at his tax bill. “I’m 
not against paying taxes," he said. "But 
when my taxes go up by $1000 bucks, 
that's a little much.

Carlson explained that Patten had 
done several test runs of the assessments 
before coming up with the final 
assessment figure. 

When he and France tried to apply the 
formula for the assessment figures in the 
vSept 15 test run, the numbers the pair 
came up with matched the numbers the 
computer printed out. Carlson said 

When they tried to use the formula to 
match the computer values on the Sept. 
17 printout, he continued, only one out of 
nine matched. 

Carlson noted that after the assessors 
first received the Sept. 14 printout, they 
suggested several program changes to 
Patten’s project supervisor, Dick Mirick, 
Mirick, he continued, made some 
changes and brought back the Sept. 17 
printout, 

“We have to try and find out what 
those changes were.” Carlson told his 
fellow assessors Monday night. “I'd like 
to know what they did to the program.’' 

However, Carlson added that in the 
nine eases he and France looked at, the 
changed formula actually came out with 
an assessment closer to the value of the 
house 

“They were better values, in some 
cases, than the values the computer 
printed out on Sept. 14,” he said. “I like 
the values that came out.” 

But France insisted that even though 
the values may have been better, it 
disturbed him that the explanation of the 
program given by Finnegan’s experts 
didn't apply to Winchester’s assessment. 

it concerns me that the program 
didn’t do what Vito Romundo intended it 
to do when he designed it, and that it 
didn't do something that Dick Mirick 
intended it to do when he made the 
changes,” said France. “I couldn't find 
any system whatsoever that could ex¬ 
plain the values.” 

But aside from whatever changes 
Mirick made to the program between 
Sept. 14 and Sept. 17. here is how 
Romundo explained the computer 
program to the assessors. 

According to (’arisen, the following is, 
to the best of his knowledge, how the 
computer came up with your 
assessment. 

The assessment of the house is based 
on the sales prices of five comparable 
homes which were sold between 1978 and 
Jan. 1,19B1. The sales prices of 866 homes 
were used as the basis for the 
assessment. 

The computer then picks the five 
houses closesl to the one being assessed, 
according to Finnegan's programmers. 


The prices of those houses are then ad¬ 
justed to reflect any difference between 
the comparable house and the house 
being assessed. 

Three factors basically determine if a 
house is chosen as a comparable 
neighborhood location, building style and 
first-floor size. 

Being in the proper “neighborhood” 
counts the most when the computer picks 
the comparables. Fatten divided the 
town into five “neighborhoods" — not 
neighborhoods in the traditional sense of 
being nearby, but "neighborhoods” 
because the houses in each have similar 
land values. 

According to Finnegan’s program 
mer, Vito Romundo, the computer first 
searches for the same style house in the 
same type of neighborhood. If it can’t 
find five of those, it looks for different 
style houses in the same neighborhood. If 
there still aren't five comparable houses, 
it searches for the same style house in a 
different neighborhood, and as a final 
alternative, choses a different style 
house in a different neighborhood. 

But Romundo added "You never get 
to other style, other location, because 
there get to be too many penalty points.’’ 

Finnegan and Patten use penalty 
points to make up for the differences 
between the comparable houses and the 
house l>eing assessed. 

If a comparable house was of a dif¬ 
ferent style than the house being 
assessed, it would be assigned 2100 
points. If the house was of a different 
size, it would be penalized five points for 
every extra square foot. 

Since neighborhood is the most im¬ 
portant factor in the Patten system, a 
house in the wrong neighborhood would 
be assigned 5,000 points, Romundo ex¬ 
plained. Lesser points would be assigned 
for each of the other 50 factors listed for 
each house — items like house condition, 
heating systems, number of stores . 

If the points on a comparable house 
equalled more than a certain set number 
— Romundo couldn’t find out what that 
number was — that comparable would 
not be used, he said. The comparable 
which came the closest to matching the 
house being assessed would be used twice 
in such a case, he explained. 

The assessors also decided that if a 
house being assessed was sold during the 
assessment period, then the sales price 
would be used twice as a comparable. 

One problem Romundo noted with the 
point system was that it was a binary — 
"yes or no” — proposition. If the com¬ 
parable house was in the wrong neigh¬ 
borhood, it got 5,0U0 penalty points 


whether land prices in the wrong neigh¬ 
borhood differed by $5,000 or $50,000. 

"I'm leery of using a binary system.” 
said Romundo. explaining he would 
rather use a scale of points rather than 
all or none. “If a house doesn't meet both 
qualifications tneighborhood and style) 
it could mean an $11,820 swing in the 
predicted value.” 

Using the points and the comparables, 
the computer comes up with a “weighted 
average” value for the home being 
assessed. 

First, all the points lor all five com¬ 
parables are added together, Then each 
comparable is multiplied by the total 
number of points, and divided by the 
number of points assigned to that par¬ 
ticular comparable. 

The five comparables, after being 
multiplied and divided, arc added 
together. That figure is then divided by a 
third number, which is arrived at by 
taking the points for each comparable, 
dividing them into the sum of all I he 
points, and adding each of those five 
numbers together. 

The mathematical formula, with SP 
standing for the sum of all the points; Va, 
Vb, Vc, Vd and Ve standing for the five 
comparables; and Pa, Pb, Pc, Pd and Pc 
standing for the points assigned to each 
of the comparables; looks like so: 
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The weighted average is just one of 
the figures Patten used to arrive at the 
final assessment. The firm also used an 
MRA (multiple regression analysis) 
number to come up with a value of the 
property. 

The MRA is again based on the Hfiti 
sales. Each of those sales was analyzed 
by Patten to see what it was in each 
house that made it sell for the price it did. 
For example, an extra halhroom could 
add $1,000 to the price of a house, an 
extra bedroom would be worth $5,000 and 
so on. 

Patten then look all the factors that 
contribute to the price of a house, added 
them together, and came up with an 
MRA value for the house being assessed. 

With the MRA number, Finnegan now 
has seven values to work with - the five 
comparable sales prices, the MRA 
number, and the weighted average. 

The computer then tosses oul four of 
those numbers — the two highest and the 


two lowest. The remaining three num¬ 
bers are added togelher, divided by 
three, and the resulting figure is the 
assessment on your tax bill. 

Maybe. Because the number the 
computer kicks out is not necessarily the 
number used for the assessment. 

Once Patten gets the list of computer 
assessments from Finnegan; it sends out 
appraisers to each house being assessed, 
to check if the computer value comes 
close to what they think the house is 
worth. 

According to Finnegan's vice- 
president, Robert Hilbert, mistakes in 
the original data used in the computer 
are often picked up by the appraiser’s 
review. 

★ Question -- 

(Editor's note: Assessor George 
Andersen revealed this week that he had 
drafted a letter calling for the assessors 
to throw out the assessment in Decem¬ 
ber, but never submitted the letter. He 
subsequently voted to send the 
assessment to the state for preliminary 
certification). It seems there was no 
communication betwed'n assessor and 
assessors, or between the assessors and 
Patten. 

“Why were there only five neigh¬ 
borhoods used to pick the comps? Who 
decided there would only be five neigh¬ 
borhoods? Especially when neigh¬ 
borhood was the number one criteria in 
selecting the comps. 

“Why did they only use B66 houses for 
their comparables. From what I’ve 
heard, Finnegan’s programmer said that 
it was enough, but just barely. Did they 
test the sample to see if it was big 
enough? 

“And why are the assessors looking 
Tor easy ways out. like adding factors for 
lake-front property, They’re harping on 
areas the public complains about, and 
not using their own heads to find the 
problems, and the solutions. Lake-front 
properties have the same problems in the 
program as any other area, and you're 
not going to solve the problem by doing 
something to only those properties."

“The questions I feel are unanswered 
are bow the basic program worked, I feel 
that is in question, and also how the 
source documents were put into the 
program, and how the comparables were 
chosen. 

"The other thing I fail to understand is 
why there was so much confusion, and 
such a late start, on the part of Patten 
Associates. They had been doing work for

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"If they find there is not one bath in 
the house but two, or there was a garage 
on the propery but it was torn down 
between the original appraisal and the 
review, then they revise the value,” 
explained Hilbert. 

"We know a two-car garage is worth 
about $2,000 in property value, so if there 
is no longer a garage, ,the appraiser 
deducts that amount,” he continued “If 
the house was valued at $55,000 they take 
off $2,000 and change the value to 
$53,000.” 

However, Hilbert added, even if the 
data used for the assessment was in¬ 
correct, the assessment was not 
refigured by the computer. If, for 
example, a house had two bathrooms 


the Board of Assessors for eight or nine 
years. They should have been more in 
tune with Winchester at the start of the 
program, and been off and running when 
the contract was signed. They signed the 
contract June 2, 1981, and they didn’t 
begin until Sept. 2. 

"In talking to neighboring towns, I 
found Patten and Finnegan (the Acton 
firm which ran Patten’s computer 
program) ran into constant problems 
living up to their contract. They are 
definitely delinquent in their contract — 
they are 42 weeks late — so why hasn’t 
the Board of Assessors taken any action 
against them? 

"I also felt the personnel they hired 
was inadequate. They were using college 
kids to do the assessment.”

“I've been going after a layman’s 
understanding of the computer process, 
but 1 haven’t gotten it yet. I consider it 
vital, because once we have an un¬ 
derstanding of how the system works, we 
can check it. We need to know how errors 
will be put back into the computer so you 
will be assessed correctly. 

"Oneof the things that's wrong is that 
(hey are holding this hearing much too 
late — the assessors did not have a clear 
understanding in their minds of the 
process, and they cannot now back up 
how the assessment was arrived at. They 
should have known, and taken action 
earlier. Why didn’t they? 

"I’d also like to know how many 
signatures of the assessors it takes to 
send the assessment to the state for 
certification. If it is all of them, we’re 
alright because George (Andersen) is 
saying he will hold out until he's 
satisfied, But if it’s a simple majority, 
more serious steps will have to be taken 
to prevent it from going to the state. 

"And where was the quality control? 
You can take three next to each other, 
they can all be identical, and they won’t 
be assessed anywhere close. Even if the 
computer program is perfect, if they 
don’t put the right data in they will never 
get it right. That’s what happened with 
my house, and 1 think it’s what happened 
with a lot of others. Junk in and junk out, 
you can’t improve on it. 

"And if there is a decline in sales 
prices, will the assessments go down to 
reflect that change in value? Are they 
going to downgrade the assessments by a 
certain percentage factor, to reflect 
that?”

instead of one, and one was used in 
figuring the original assessment, the 
computer would not pick five new 
comparables with two bathrooms. 

Instead, the appraiser would add on 
the value of one more bathroom to the 
valuation. An appraiser could also 
change the valuation, if he thought it was 
too high or too low, after reviewing the 
property. 

In either case, none of the comparable 
houses listed on the assessment sheet 
would have any bearing on how the 
assessment was arrived at. Instead, the 
assessment would be the reviewer’s final 
figure, and the comparables shown 
would be what Hilbert called “cosmetic 
comps."

Patten says it used for assessments not 
work? (Editor’s note: France, along with 
assessor Carlson, used the calculation 
Patten said it used on nine properties. 
The calculation only came out with the 
same value as the Patten assessment in 
one case.

"I also want to know why they used so 
many binary points (penalty points 
assigned to comparable houses if they 
were not quite comparable) ? With binary 
points, it’s either yes, it’s in the wrong 
neighborhood and it gets the points, or 
no, it’s in the.right neighborhood. You 
could be assessing a house on Loring 
ave., and the comparable houses for it 
could be on Cross street or on Main street 
by Symmes corner and they would get 
the same points even though they were in 
different neighborhoods. 

"I also question if it is more 
reasonable to compare your cape to a 
cape in another neighborhood, or a 
colonial in your neighborhood to your 
cape. Patten compared the colonial to the 
cape, but I’m not sure that’s the way to 
go.”

To Correct 
Or Junk 
Program

Although the Board of Assessors will 
probably accept the computer valuations 
from Patten Associates within the next 
two weeks, the assessors said Monday 
they won’t send the figures to the state 
until they are gone over with a fine-tooth 
comb. 

A review board of local realtors may 
even be set up by the assessors to check 
the assessments before it is sent to the 
state for certification. 

Assessor Chairman Werner Carlson 
said Monday night that he hopes his 
board can finish reviewing the results of 
Patten’s informal hearings, change 
assessment where necessary, and send 
the figures to Finnegan Associates, 
Patten’s computer sub-contractor, 
within a week. 

But once Finnegan comes back with a 
computer printout of all the post hearing 
valuations, Carlson said, "wc will 
correct them, or we won't accept them.” 

Carlson said the board members plan 
to drive the streets of town to check the 
valuations by looking at the properties 
themselves, and review the results of 
computer tests the board has ordered in 
the past weeks. 

The board has asked for, and

Hundreds Attend Stormy Public Hearing 


The long-awaited public hearing last 
week on the town’s new assessment 
provoked reactions ranging from 
satisfaction to frustration and from 
understanding to confusion. 

More than 350 people attended the 
Town Hall hearing Thursday night und 
there may have been an equal number of 
opinions as to the outcome of the three- 
hour session. 

Some taxpayers said it was very 
beneficial, that they now understood 
some things they didn’t beforehand. 
Others weren’t so kind, many calling it a 


waste of time, loo little too late and a 
stonewalling by town officials and the 
firms that did the assessment. 

Even the members of the Board of 
Assessors were dramatically divided 
over the effect of the hearing. Board 
chairman Werner Carlson thought 
"everything went well” and that 
residents went away with “a much better 
understanding of the process.” 

Board member George Anderson 
thinks Carlson and the appraisal com¬ 
pany officials presented a one-sided 
story and ignored any questions that 


didn’t conform with their positive view of 
the assessment process. “There were 
seven men at the podium,” said An¬ 
dersen. "Six of the seven want this thing 
(the assessment) passed and pushed 
through. They feel that only a small 
percentage or the town feels there is a 
problem. So they only presented one side. 
They did not address the questions or 
provide answers to what arc the 
problems in the system. 

"My questions weren’t really an¬ 
swered.” continued Andersen. “When 1 
asked a question, there W'as no response 


and the chairman (Carlson) would ask 
for other questions. He controlled the 
meeting that way, Two of the members 
of the board feel it is in their best in¬ 
terests to push the program through, 
good or bad.” 

The third member of the board, newly 
elected Sherman Josephson, thought the 
hearing allowed the public ‘‘an op¬ 
portunity to express their concerns.”

Tax Bill 
Delay May 
Cost Town 
Millions

If Winchester’s problems with the 
Fatten Associates’ revaluation can’t be 
straightened out by June 30, the end of 
the fiscal year, it could cause problems 
with the town’s finances thnt make the 
asesessment troubles look like a minor 
irritation. 

The town budget for the current year 
— money the town is already spending — 
would be nearly $3 million in the red. And 
next year’s budget, coming up for con¬ 
sideration May 3 at Town Meeting, would 
have to be entirely reworked. 

The problems arise because the town, 
with no Patten valuation, would have to 
use the lt)Hl value of the town estimated 
by the state Department of Revenue 
an estimated $51 million less than the 
estimate the town used for this year’s 
fiscal UM2 budget. 

However, a bill which has been ap¬ 
proved by the legislature and is headed 
for Gov. Edward King’s desk, may 
relieve the problem by allowing the town 
to send out estimated tux bills again. The 
town sent out the first round of FY 19B2 
estimated lax bills in November. 

Town Manager Tom Groux painted a 
dismal picture of what would happen to

Town Meeting Should Question Parking Lot 


The Economic Development Com¬ 
mittee’s proposal to purchase property 
on Waterfield rd. for a parking lot and 
ultimately a parking garage ought to be 
carefully scrutinized by town meeting 
members. 

Those caught up with the enthusiasm 
for finally doing something about the 
“parking problem” in Winchester Center 
are quick to minimize what we see as 
some real questions about the long-term 
implications of their recommendations. 

And there is good grounds on which to 
question the Committee’s definition of 
“parking problem,” a matter which is 
overshadowed by the rush to scoop up $2 
million in state funds which has been 
earmarked for parking relief in Win¬ 
chester. 

The Downtown Parking Study 
prepared by BSC Engineering lost fall 
contains an analysis of parking patterns 
in Winchester for one full day, Friday, 
Sept. 25, 19BI and part of the following 
Saturday. A less-formal check of the 
figures generated on that day was run on 


a Friday and Saturday in October by 
John Connery, Economic Development 
Coordinator, but those figures are* not 
included in the report. 

The single full-day study is the basis 
for drawing a lot of conclusions about 
parking in Winchester. Town Meeting 
Members will have to decide whether or 
not this is adequate. 

The state has set aside $2 million in 
funds to assist parking development in 
Winchester. To qualify fur the $2 million 
the town would have to come up with 
$850,000. Cost of developing parking 
facilities are shared 70 percent state and 
30 percent town under this aid program. 

The estimated cost of purchasing the 
land under consideration, joining it with 
other town land, and paving it for a 130 
car parking lot is $400,000. This Town 
Meeting will be asked to appropriate 30 
percent — $ 120 , 000 . 

According to Connery, buying the lot 
would produce a net increase of G7 
parking spaces. tParl of the properly is 


now used by 17 cars; the now lot would 
have H4 spaces — a net of G7.) This lot 
would be added to the existing town lot 
behind the former Kenton's Market and 
the combined unit would have 130 spaces. 

The new parking lot would be 
reserved, Connery says, for businessmen 
and their employees in order to get all¬ 
day parkers off the streets. In fact, to 
discourage use by commuters, Connery 
has proposed that the lot not be opened 
until 8:30 a.m. 

Under the Committee’s proposal, the 
commuter lot opposite the Post Office 
which parallels the railroad tracks would 
be made a paid parking lot, utilizing 
either annual stickers or a ticket 
dispensing machine. A similar plan 
would be in effect for the new 130 car 
businessmen-employee lot. 

At present, 72 to 75 commuters park 
along the Mystic Valley pkwy. There are 
another 34 spaces on Main st. in an area 
without meters between the parkway and 
the entrance to McCall Junior High. 


These spaces are often filled with 
commuters. 

Both areas are scheduled Tor two-hour 
parking zones under the new strict en¬ 
forcement program. Where are these 100 
plus commuter cars going to park? 

It seems to us kind of unusual to build 
a parking lot for all-day parkers right 
next to a train station and then try to 
keep the commuters from using it. 
However this is what Connery told town 
meeting members who attended a 
special informational session at town hull 
Tuesday night. And this is the same 
position he and Committee Chairman 
Daniel Lagalla look last February when 
outlining the plan to The Star. 

One would think that there is 
something not quite right about keeping a 
parking lot closed in the early morning so 
that Winchester residents who commute 
to Boston can’t use it. Saving spaces for 
business owners and their employees 
who live out of town is a novel idea. 

To make their program work, the 
Committee proposed heavy police en¬ 


forcement of parking regulations and the 
conversion of must on-street parking to 
one-hour zones. This means that the 
commuter is going to find himself bet¬ 
ween a rock and a hard place — shut out 
from the lot next to the train station and 
then facing strict enforcement of new 
parking zones. 

It seems to us that restricting the new 
tot by devising schemes to keep out 
commuters will only increase the town’s 
parking problem, not provide relief, lit 
helps to build the case for constructing 
the garage because you’re going to have 
some awfully upset commuters if they 
start getting parking tickets and can’t 
gain access to the new lot, Recognizing 
that commuters exist and do park on the 
street would be more sensible; some all 
day street zones in this area ought to be 
considered.) 

We don't argue that there is an en¬ 
forcement problem. Parking en¬ 
forcement is generally weak, especially 
in the area where there is the biggest 
abuse by all-day parkers - Thompson 


si., Main st., in the Center und Converse 
pi. But in many other areas there is 
abundant parking. 

Applying nationally developed 
statistics to it’s one-day study, the 
consulting firm came up with a "parking 
deficiency” of 240 spuces in Winchester 
at the peak time. 

Looking out the window at The 
Winchester Star, we felt that assessment 
excessive. There always are plenty of 
spaces available on Church st. 

Wondering if this applied elsewhere, 
we conducted our own survey, The Star 
undertook a count of empty parking 
spaces, by slreel, twice a day during 
peak demand times in the morning and 
afternoon, every day from April 2 to 
April 1G. (See chart and map.) 

We did not try to be very scientific and 
determine turnover rates, average 
length of stay or other information which 
was developed as part of the consultant’s 
report. We just went out and looked for

The Winchester Star parking survey conducted during peak demand times, twice a day between April 2 and April 
16 showed an average availability rate of 19 percent in the central business area. Certain streets had almost nil 
availability indicating a lax enforcement. Observations made during our survey confirm that long term parkers 
are abusing the on-street space on three major streets, however the numbers do cast doubt on the town's parking 


consultant's conclusion that there is a 240 space "parking deficiency" in downtown Winchester. With an average of 
68 spaces open during the periods of highest demand, a 240 space deficit is unlikely. There is a need to rearrange 
parking zones and increase enforcement, however, in order to get the long-term parkers out of the business 
district.

The Winchester revitalization effort 
got a big boost of cash this week, when 
the presidents of six major banks agreed 
to combine their resources and create a 
loan pool for downtown developers. 

The six banks — the Cambridgeport 
Savings Bank, the Old Colony Bank, the 
Winchester Cooperative Bank, the 
Shawmut County Bank, the Winchester 
Savings Bank and BayBank Middlesex — 
announced the formation of the Win¬ 
chester Banks Revitalization Committee 
this week. 

According to a statement released by 
the group, the six banks will “direct their 
financial resources and lending ex¬ 
perience to those projects relating to 
revitalization." 

"Such a commitment," according to 
the statement, "will provide necessary 
funds for credit-worthy projects relating 
to the purchase of land and buildings, the 
rehabilitation of existing buildings, 
upgrading and financing the construction 
of light industry facilities, commercial 
loans, and store-front and interior 
renovations." 


The banks hope their financial 
commitment will "attract new retail 
activities, attract additional, light in¬ 
dustry, and encourage expansion of 
current businesses.” 

The Chamber of Commerce has been 
working toward such a loan pool since 
1980, and the pool became one of the 
priorities of the Economic Development 
Committee when that group was 
established last year. 

A sub-group of the Economic 
Development Committee, comprised or 
WSB president Robert Nickerson, A1 
Vanderbilt of McCord Winn, Rita Spence, 
the executive vice-president of the 
Chamber of Commerce, and Economic 
Development Coordinator John Connery 
began preparing for the loan pool last 
fall. 

After several meetings, the group 


managed to gain the commitment of 
every bank in Winchester for the project. 

Applications for loan pool funds will 
be channeled through Connery’s office 
and the Chamber of Commerce. Connery 
and Spence will then direct projects to 
the banking committee. 

The committee is made up of 
representatives of each of the banks 
involved. Bank representatives are: 
Raymond Adams, president of the 
Cambridgeport Savings Bank; William 
Crowley, assistant vice-president; 
Edward Goodwin, president of the

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Last Minute Suit Stops Winchester Hospital Construction

Winchester Hospital’s $23 million 
expansion plans were abruptly halted 
last week when a health advisory agency 
filed an appeal with the state to stop part 
of the project. 

While the appeal does not address the 
garage plans, all construction was 
slopped by the appeal. 

The claim was filed with the State 
Health Facilities Appeals Board which 
subsequently stopped action on the 
project until the matter is settled. 

“At the moment, everything has been 
stopped,” said the hospital’s public 


relations director. “Whether or not plans 
will continue to be stopped depends on 
discussions. We are waiting while our 
attorneys discuss the matter.” 

The Health Planning Council For 
Greater Boston (HPCFGB). a federally- 
funded agency, filed the claim to prevent 
the hospital from going ahead with their 
state-approved plans for 28 additional 
medical-surgical beds. That would raise 
the number of licensed beds from 191 to 
219. 

The Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health approved Winchester 
Hospital's$23 million expansion plan last 


January after a l7*month review 

The two primary components of the 
plan arc a two-story. 305-car parking 
garage and a new wing which will house 
28 new medical-surgical beds. 

The .spokesman also said he did not 
believe that the decision on the 28 beds 
would affect the number or parking 
spaces allowed in the garage. 

"I think the305 spaces will remain the 
same, but that is an assumption on my 
part.” he said. 

But hospital President Jack Hunter 
said he was confident that the hospital 
would be able to complete the project as 


originally planned. 

“We’ve faced a number of hurdles 
along the way in this project and we’ve 
gotten over them all. " he said “We’re 
going to get over this one.” 

Harry Castleman, ItPCFGB Public 
Relations Director, contends that ap 
proval of the additional hods violates the 
State Health Plan (Slip) which dictates 
health policies 

“By granting approval of the ad¬ 
ditional beds, the Health Dept is 
ignoring the state health plan which calls 
for limiting growth in tin* hospital system 
as a cost containment strategy." 


Castleman said “Especially in areas 
where no new l>eds are needed." 

Castleman said that his agency 
conducted a study of 17 hospitals north 
and west of Boston and found an excess of 
surgical hods in the area. 

"Wo have found an excess across the 
state and in the area which serves 
Winchester," he said “II becomes 
necessary to take a stand to support 
these findings " 

In I heir appeal, the HPCCSB states 
that the law dictates that each state 
approval must he consistent with the SH- 
P except in emergency situations, which 


the HPCGB claims does not apply to 
Winchester Hospital. 

Castleman said that in addition to his 
agency's recommendation against the 
tied addition, a staff review by the Public 
Health Council, an advisory agency in 
the health department, also did not ap 
prove of the 28 beds.

Department Heads Blast ‘Saraco Boulevard' Plans At Selectmen's Meeting 


What has jokingly been called 
“Saraco Boulevard" got a thorough 
airing Tuesday night and may yet 
become a real, if smaller, road. 

Selectman Michael Saraco last month 
proposed that the town construct a road 
between Skillings road and and Swanton 
street to serve as a detour during the six 
months that the Swanton street bridge 
will be closed for repairs. 

While his earlier proposal had the 
road near the high school, the proposal 
discussed Tuesday night has the 
“temporary” road virtually paralleling 
the railroad tracks all the way to 
Swanton street. 

The proposal drew fire earlier this 
month from the town police, fire 
engineering and school departments in 
memos submitted to and discussions with 
the town manager's office. The police 
said it could cause accidents; the fire 
department said it would not use the 
road; the DPW said it would take men 
and money away from other projects, the 
school department worried about losing 


playing fields and jeopardizing 
recreational safety and the engineering 
department said it would cost between 
$25,000 and $40,000. 

"People are making a mountain out of 
a molehill,” cried Saraco Tuesday night 
“People are saying I’m trying to put a 
superhighway through the middle of the 
playing fields. I'm not, We could bulldoze 
into the railroad embankment without 
touching the playing fields. Wc could 
make the road temporary until the 
bridge is done and even limit the hours it 
is open by using a gate.” 

“We could lock it up between the 
hours of four or five in the evening and 
open it up at eight in the morning and 
limit it to pleasure cars with no trucks 
allowed,” continued Saraco. 

“And I’m not talking about spending 
big money," he continued. “We’re 
talking about a temporary peastone or 
gravel road with no lights and no digging 
for water and sewer.” 

Saraco told the selectmen and 
department heads he was concerned that

She’d developed a jocular 
relationship with the staff by 
I hat time in the way that some 
patients do, so she ventured a 
remark this certain evening on 
the subject of her impending 
release. 

“Well.” she said to the aide 
fluffing her pillows, “I’m getting 
out tomorrow. Soon you won't 
have Nixon to kick around 
anymore.” 

“Huh?” replied the aide, a 
young woman evidently in 
possession of a great economy of 
speech, 

My mother repeated herself 
and then went on, thinking 


perhaps the girl simply didn’t 
understand the reference. She 
mentioned the famous public 
blubbering that Richard Nixon 
treated the press to on the oc¬ 
casion of his having lost the 1962 
gubernatorial contest in 
California. 

Still no reaction; still not a 
flicker of recognition, 

Mom tried a little more 
elaboration and earned herself 
another blank look. Finally the 
young woman gathered her wits 
enough to frame a more am¬ 
bitious rejoinder: “Who,” she 
asked with exquisite If imbecilic 
innocence, “is Nixon?” 

Can you imagine? 

I mean, where do you begin 
with a question like this? “Well, 
dear, in this country we have a 
system of rule known as 
democracy. There are three 
branches to the government, and 
this Nixon fellow was once the 


elected head of what’s called the 
Executive Branch...” How do 
you fill someone in who is 
ignorant even of the NAME of a 
president at the crest of his 
pou'er a scant ten years ago? 

Remembering in general is 
not something our culture em¬ 
phasizes very much anymore. 

It may be because the pace of 
our lives is so frantic and the 
present so full to bursting with 
advertisement and catastrophe 
that our minds have all they can 
do to address the here and now. 
If we weren’t expected to know 
the leader of every major Latin 
American junta, the level of 
congestion on the Southeast 
Expressway, the zip codes of 
every chance acquaintance, the 
real difference between General 
Motors’ and Chrysler’s rebate 
deals, and the conflicting 
theories on what’s happening to 


the ozone layer, maybe there’d 
be more room up there in the 
grey matter for remembrance of 
things past. 

But there doesn’t seem to be. 
The sad fact is, for most of us, 
yesterday Is as dead as a baloney 
sandwich left out in the 
schoolyard. If it isn’t happening 
right now, the culture seems to 
say, it isn’t worth our attention. 

Look at our kids. Awareness 
of the past has no place in their 
lives and what is celebrated 
instead is the whizzing present. 
Do they know even the recent 
past? How new space travel is, 
for example? Do they know that 
schoolchildren did arithmetic 
problems without benefit of 
calculators not too long ago? 

If the 19-year-olds don’t know 
who Nixon was, it’s a safe bet the 
l, r >-year-olds don’t know about 
FDR, or about Woodrow Wilson 


and his Fourteen Points. Ten tv 
one they never heard of Stalin. 
And what will become of us all if 
we turn out to have reared a 
generation of people who don’t 
remember Hitler? 

It gives one pause. 

Americans are proud of their 
orientation toward the new and 
the untried. Innovation, and not 
tradition, has been our impelling 
force. It was innovation and a 
look toward the future that has 
brought us our great 
technological leadership, after 
all ... But we would do well to 
remember the maxim of George 
Santayana: those who forget the 
past are doomed to repeat it. 

So this is a vote for remem¬ 
bering. Remember it all, I say: 
how last year’s crocuses did over 
by the south wall; the an¬ 
niversary of your grandfather's 
birth; the anniversary of his 


death; how it felt for those short 
months when the New Frontier 
was really new; how it felt when 
people shared their food and 
their lodgings with those needier 
during the Depression; how 
ordered and tranquil life was in 
the summer of 1914, if your 
memory stretches back that far, 
before the century baptized itself 
In the blood of global conflict. 

Remember it all: scooters, 
antimacassars, hand-operated 
orange juice makers, Estes 
Kefauver, the Bonus Marchers, 
the Lindbergh baby. 

Remember Pearl Harbor, 
remember the Maine, remember 
the Alamo. Remember what it 
was like the day you first 
mastered a two-wheeled bicycle. 
Remember any of it. Remember 
it all.

Resident ‘Heartened’ By Winchester’s Participation In Nuclear Freeze 


EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

It was heartening to see the Star’s 
“Letters to the Editor” so focused on the 
nuclear weapons “freeze” movement. 
Congressman Ed Markey's letter suc¬ 
cinctly reminded us of the dire necessity 
for. and growing possibility of, 
negotiations to halt the growth of the 
nuclear arsenals of the U.S.S.R. and the 
US 

Over a thousand Winchesterites have 
already signed a petition asking for a 
mutual nuclear weapons freeze. We 
expect thousands more to join us. We are 
part of a growing national consensus that 
includes legislators, scientists, 
physicians, and the full spectrum of 
Protestant denominations, Catholics, 
Jews, and the Eastern Orthodox Church. 


We believe that the Soviet and U.S. 
escalation of the security system built on 
mutually assured destruction (MAD) 
promises destruction, not security. We 
realize that neither a shovel, nor a few 
dedicated hospital beds, nor a plan to 
evacuate to the New Hampshire state 
capitol offers protection from nuclear 
war. In that war, which could begin 
accidentally, in minutes, neither the U.S. 
nor the Soviets would survive, let alone 
“win.” Having faced this awful truth, we 
are not about to be silenced by Robert 
Kuglin’s baseless accusations that we 
are dupes of communist manipulated 
bands of radicals. 

The “freeze” movement is not some 
subversive plan to diminish U.S 


defenses. It calls for a mutual (not 
unilateral), freeze (not disarmament) in 
nuclear (not conventional) weapons (not 
nuclear generated electricity). Some 
“freeze” supporters think that it can be 
the first step in arms control that will 
lead to a broader disarmament. 
However, other supporters of the 
“freeze” believe the U.S. conventional 
weapons are in serious need of 
strengthening. The "freeze” movement's 
modest goal (survival), democratic 
means, and broad, bipartisan, secular 
and religious support are all evidence of 
a genuine U.S. concern for the future of 
our people, civilizalion, and planet. 

Those wanting to know more about the 
nuclear weapons crisis will have three 


excellent opportunities in Winchester 
during the next four weeks. Tonight, 
April 15, at 8 p.m,, the film “The Last 
Epidemic” will be shown at the Church of 
the Epiphany. Psychiatrist Adela 
Wilkinson will speak. The film “Eight 
Minutes to Midnight” will be shown at 
the Winchester High School Auditorium 
on Friday, April 3(J at 8 p.m.; nationally 
prominent physician James E. Muller 
and Sovietologist Dr. Robert Legvold will 
speak. On May 13, internationally 
renowned physician Alexander Leaf will 
speak at a site to he announced. 
Incidentally, all of these experts except 
for Dr. Muller are residents of Win¬ 
chester.

Praise For The Questioning Of Assessment By The Patten Associates 


EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

Good news to read The Board of 
Assessors and taxpayers are questioning 
the assessment practice of the Patten 
Associates. 

I am quite concerned what method the 
Patten Associates used in revaluation of 
open spaces and farm land. 

In checking some homes and lands, I 
was convinced of inequities. In many 
cases it did nol make sense. However, I 
am certain the Board of Assessors can 
correct these inequities, for all tax¬ 
payers, in their scheduled meetings. The 
Board of Assessor are knowledgeable 
with all properties in Town. 

I do not believe in State Mandated 
Programs, especially the one that orders 
towns and cities to revaluate every two 
years. 

Financial burdens placed on towns 
and cities cost $200,0(K) and up, for 


revaluation. I am convinced that this 
money spent could be expended to our 
priority programs. 

I hope our Representative and 
Senator introduce a bill to do away with 
this mandated revaluation. 

It would be a good idea to have a full 
lime Assessor on a yearly salary, subject 
to The Board of Assessors supervision. 

Winchester as many other Towns 
were interested in open spaces — many 
dollars have been spent for these open 
spaces, How about the taxpayer who has 
open spaces, who have owned these lands 
for 30 to 50 years or more, and who have 
paid taxes on these lands — enjoyed by 
all citizens. Should these owners now be 
forced to sell or develop their lands, due 
to excessive revaluation. 

I bring to your attention the 
Hollywood st. area — land purchased 


many years ago by the Town of Win¬ 
chester for $25,000. The neighbors and 
children in this area enjoy this open 
space and pay of course no taxes, Does it 
make sense to excessively revalue an 
open space used for gardening in the 
immediate area? 1 am sure the residents 
of this area enjoy the flowers and 
vegetables of The Borggaard vacant 
land. Most certainly the town collects 
taxes each year on this land. Are we 
trying to force him to sell, after 40 years? 

We should protect all our open spaces 
— do not tax them out of existence. And 


of primary importance — let us protect 
the senior citizens, the retirees, who wish 
to remain in Winchester, for most of 
them are on fixed incomes. 

A final thought — it will cost us money 
if the town has to borrow. All taxpayers 
who can afford to pay his balance of 
estimated tax due for Fiscal Year ending 
June 1982 should do so. Adjustments can 
be made later. The town needs the money 
and I for one will pay my estimated 
balance April 13. Later I will defend my 
rights before the Board of Assessors.

Frederick), will mourn her passing on 
April 16,19B2, in Florida. Seven years ago 
she moved from Copley Street to 
Clearwater. We all respected Kay for her 
great humane work, caring and helping 
the unwanted, abused, abandoned four- 
footed friends, and for her maintenance 
of the Winchester SPCS Shelter, 373 
Russell st., Woburn. 

Many of us remember Kay answering 
emergency calls, day or night, when a 
dog had been hit by a car and left on the 
highway — or a cat had been abandoned 
in the woods, with newborn kittens. Kay 
would hasten to their aid, finding im¬ 
mediate medical care, and eventually a 
home. No needy animal was ever turned 
down, and if the shelter was full, it was 
taken into her own home until a home 
could be found. Even an injured squirrel 
was not passed by — I have seen her get 
out of her car, pick up the little squirrel 
(and sometimes badly bitten by it!) but 
giving it all the help possible. 

Some 25 years ago she established the 
shelter, and today the work of caring for 
the cals and dogs in dire need of help and 


a chance for a home is still being actively 
carried on by Yvonne Brown, the 
volunteer director, who worked with Kay 
for many years. In those interim years, 
the shelter has grown and is widely 
known and respected as a beacon of 
kindness and care for those who cannot 
speak for themselves — the animals, 

Kay was also interested in community 
needs, and was active in EnKa and its 
projects that were for the betterment of 
Winchester and its people. Twice she 
headed the EnKa Street Fiar. 

In Florida, she became very active in 
the SPCA of St. Petersburg, carrying on 
the same dedication to animal welfare as 
in Winchester and surrounding areas. In 
her memory, donations may be sent to 
the Wincheter SPCASP Shelter, and all 
memorials will be acknowledged and a 
copy sent to her husband.

amount of electricity it 


You know that your air 
conditioner is a big energy 
user. Set the thermostat on 
your air conditioner to 78 
degrees, instead of 72, and 
you’ll cut down on I he 
amount of energy it's 
using. Installing an old 
lashioned ceiling fan will 
help circulate the cold air 
from your air conditioner. 
Even when used alone 
studies how that ceiling 
fans, like the ones made 
popular by the movie 
Casablanca. use no more 
energy than a 15 watt light 
bulb and can reduce room 
temperatures by 10 or 12 
degrees. 

Sunlight streaming into a 
room can create a lot of 
beat.

the town’s finances if the bill is not 
signed, and if the assessment is not 
completed by year's end. 

"If certification (of the new Fatten 
valuations) doesn't go through, we'll 
tiave no values to work with.” Groux 
explained. “In which case Ihe slate 
requires us to go back to the Jan 1, 1982 
estimate of full and fair value as 
determined by the Department of 
Revenue." 

That estimate, already sent to the 
town, is $567 million — considerably 
lower than the $670 million estimate 
Groux and the Finance Committe used to 
calculate the current year’s budget. 

According to that budget, passed 
nearly a year ago, the town could expect 
$17,042,000 in property taxes from that 
$670 million value. 

But if the slate's $567 million estimate 
were used because the revaluation 
wasn’t finished, the town could only 
collect $14,187,000 in property taxes 

In other words, if the valuations are 
not completed, the town is now spending 
$2.9 million it cannot collect in property 
taxes. 

Groux said that $2.9 million will have 
to be made up by taking everything from 
the town’s surplus, and then starting to 
try to cut out money from the budget in 
the two months remaining in this fiscal 
year. 

it’s impossible to come up with $2.9 
million from this year’s budget now,” 
said Groux. “If the assessors decided to 
throw out the revaluation, we would have 
to go to a special Town Meeting and ask 
to supplement this year’s budget with 
any surplus on the books. 

“To avoid a deficit, we would have to 
put a freeze on all spending, not hire 
anyone, and probably close schools early 
to make a dent," he continued. “Then we 
would have to worry about 1983." 

In fiscal 1983, according to Groux, the 
town would first have to pay back any 

if Assessors 

received, a computer comparison 
showing the difference between the old 
assessments and Patten’s new figures, to 
find out which houses had unusually 
large or small increases. 

It has also received a printout 
showing values based on the com¬ 
parables used by Patten, and com¬ 
parables with values based on the new 
valuation. 

The assessors hope they can pick out 
the oddly assessed homes from the two 
tests, and will check those homes during 


money it borrowed to cover the over¬ 
spending of this year 

Then it would have to live on only 
about $14.5 million in taxes because 
Prop. 2.5 only allows nn increase of 2.5 
percent in the tax levy each year 

In next year’s 1983 budget. Groux 
estimated it would take $17.9 million to 
keep the town operating at its current 
level of services. 

Relief from this financial nighmare 
could come from the stale legislature, 
which has approved a bill to allow (owns 
to send out another round of estimated 
(ax bills. 

A town can send out the bills if it “has 
been scheduled to complete its property 
revaluation during fiscal year 1982 but 
has been unable to do so and have tax 
bills issued before June I, 1982." 

If the reason the hills cannt be sent out 
is "because of the process, as verified by 
the commissioner" and if the town has 
not received certification of the 
assessment by April 1, it could send out 
estimated bills under the law. 

According to Lee Rogers, an aide to 
Winchester Hep. Sherman Saltmarsh, 
(he bill is awaiting enactment by (he 
legislature, and should be on Gov. King’s 
desk by early next week. Both houses 
approved the bill last week and enact¬ 
ment should be a formality. 

But how those estimated bills would 
be calculated by (he Department of 
Revenue remains in question. The law 
authorizes Ihe commissioner of revenue 
to "calculate and use an estimated full 
and fair cash value...based on the best 
available information." 

Groux said he feels the “best in¬ 
formation available is the current Patten 
revaluation.” Patten’s valuation is $718 
million. 

Or, the stale could use the $567 million 
1981 estimate, since both it and Patten’s 
valuation are as of Jan. 1, 1981. 


But, he added, "it didn’t answer a lot of 
questions.” 

"There are still a lot of question 
marks in the minds of the public and of 
Ihe assessors.” added Josephson. "At 
least they can’t say we didn’t have a 
public hearing but it should have been 
done long ago.” 

Two citizens whoattended the hearing 
and who have been active in the attempts 
to improve Ihe assessments, shared 
Josephson’s reelings “Too little, too late, 
said Jack Farrell, of Pierreponl road. 
“People with questions didn’t get an¬ 
swers and many of them left unhappy 
and mystified instead of informed. 

“This meeting should have been held 
when the impact notices went out (in 
February),” said Farrell. “Then there 
could have been an explanation of the 
process before the individual assessment 
hearings began. This was much, much 
loo late and probably confused more 
people than it helped.” 

Donna Duval, of Lorena avenue, was 
also disappointed “The turn-out was 
good," she said, "but it could have been 
planned belter. They lost a lot of people 
simply because they couldn’t hear. It 
may have been informational for people 
who didn't know what was going on but it 
didn’t resolve anything. We are pretty 
much where we were. I mean I didn't get 
any questions answered." 

The night proved frustrating for those 
seeking answers to major 
methodological or specific computer 
programming questions. Individuals 
with requests for meetings with the 
assessors or answers to procedural 
questions got the simple answers they 
were looking Tor. 

For those who came to make a 
statement or gel something off their 
chests, at least they had an appreciative 
forum for their catharsis, if not the 
satisfaction of having their problems 
relieved. 


And while Andersen may not have had 
his questions answered, he did reveal 
some interesting information about the 
working relationship between the Board 
of Assessors and the appraisal firms. 
Patten Associates and Finnegan 
Associates, 

“You people aren’t aware of the 
circumstances our board had to go 
through in dealing with these com¬ 
panies,” Andersen told the audience. 
"You had to be there to believe it. 
Sometimes we had to deliver a check just 
to get them to attend a meeting.” 

The first fireworks of the evening 


occurred when Vincent G. Carroll of 
Highland avenue asked what were the 
credentials of the members of Ihe ap¬ 
praisal firms who did the field work 
When Patten Assoc. President Robert 
Patten replied that “all the personnel 
used in Winchester were and are full¬ 
time members employees of the com¬ 
pany and are experienced in the 
assignment they were given," the hall 
was rocked with loud boos and hoots of 
protest. 

The second eruption from the 
audience was provoked by an answer to 
Andersen’s question about computing the

their correction of the assessment. 

' The computer can only come up with 
a fine average valuation — but we’re 
concerned with each individual parcel." 
said Carlson. “To ge( good values on 
those parcels, we will lie doing a field 
review. We’re doing it now. and it is 
taking us a lot of time.” 

If the assessors still aren't com¬ 
fortable with Patten’s assessment after 
completing their field review and making 
changes, they may ask a group of local 
realtors to examine all the assessments 


for errors. 

“When we finish working on the 
figures, and get to a bottom line for each 
individual value, then we may give it to a 
review board,” said Carlson. “But we 
have to have them look at values we are 
comfortable with.” 

But before the assessors send the post¬ 
hearing figures to Finnegan, and start 
their field review, assessor George 
Andersen wants one more check to see if 
Patten’s computer program was working 
properly.

Andersen has requested Finnegan to 
provide a list of the comparables used for 
every home valuation in Winchester, to 
see if the comps were really used to set 
the valuation. 

“I don't want to change the valuations 
based on the new comp printout — 1 want 
to use them as a basis of comparison,” - 
said Andersen Monday. “If 80 to 90 
percent of the values are close (between 
the Patten valuations and the new comp 
printout) then I think we’ve got the best 
the system can give us." 

The assessors seem to be moving 
away from trying to fix the assessment 
by fixing the computer program, and are 
now hoping to fix the individual 
assessments by reviewing them 
carefully and making changes. 

One resident, Carl Hagge of 
Meadowcroft road, pointed out that 
trying to improve the computer program 
wouldn't do much good, since it met state

requirement, and the state requirements 
were incredibly lax. 

“1 wrote to the stale for their 
requirements, and as I read them, it 
dawned on me how lousy an assessing job 
a firm can do and still get slate cer¬ 
tification," said Hagge. “I’m satisfied 
that Patten has done a job that is cer 
tifiable. 

“Patten devised a crude system to do 
a crude job, and we can’t expect to make 
a silk purse out of a sow’s ear of a 
program," Hagge added. 

Woodside avenue resident John 
France then pointedly asked (he 
assessors whether a sow’s ear was good 
enough for them. 

"If the assessment meets the slate 
criteria, is that what we're looking for," 
he asked. “Is that good enough for the 
town of Winchester?” 

”No,” answered Carlson.

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1981 valuation for a home that might 
have sold in 1978. He was told that a 
house that sold for $100,000 in 197B would 
be computed as being worth $143,200 in 
1981, a mere three years later, based on a 
factoring of 1.2 percent inflation per 
month of 43.2 percent over the 36 month 
period. That figure prompted laughter 
and cat calls. 

When Duval asked about the "small” 
number of homes used as comparison 
homes to determine the valuation of all 
Winchester homes. The so-called 
“comparable" homes were 749 homes 
that sold between the 1978 and 1981. 
Finnegan President Robert Finnegan 
replied that (he "rule of thumb in 
statistical process is u sales base that 
represents 10 percent of the total or 6,000 
single-family dwelling units” and that 
the 749 that were found in the three-year 
period exceeded that minimum per¬ 
centage. 

Planning Board member Clarence 
Borggaard, of Franklin road, brought 
down the house with his demand for 
action. “I’m the fellow with the $33,000 
quarter-acre garden," he began. “It is 
probably safe to say that many of us here 
tonight voted for Prop. 2.5 so there would 
be less taxes. Instead, our assessments 
double or triple or quadruple and there 
goes Prop. 2.5 right out the window. 

"What are you going to do about it.” 
he concluded to thunderous applause. 

Carlson replied that while the 
assessors were trying to “iron out the 
inequities," they were also trying to 
“think about what a delay or a can 
cellalion would cost the town (in lost 
income). 

“We want to make sure we have 
worked this out in a truly equitable 
fashion,” he said. “But we also do not 
want to be a financial burden on the 
town. 

“ If we are not satisfied, we will throw 
it (the assessment) out,” Carlson in 
sisted later. “But we are working on it 
now to iron out the inequities because to 
throw itoul and sue Patten would be very 
costly to the town. On the other hand, it is 
just as costly for an individual on fixed 
income to pay an additional $2(K) in taxes 
(hat he shouldn't have to pay. 

“!’m not trying to ramrod this 
through but someone has to lead the 
board and I'm going to do just that,” 
Carlson concluded. “There will always 
be inequities but I will not go to the state 
for certification of an assessment to 
satisfy the needs of the town to the 
detriment of the properly owners. I will 
not certify an assessment that is 
inequitable.” 

One taxpayer wanted to know if 
“unhappy taxpayers could get to see 
what the assessors have done with the 
recommendations made following the 
individual hearings.” 

“It would be easy for me to say 
‘Yes,’" replied Carlson. “But we would 
have a rush on the office. It would be 
easier if you wait to see the changes 
reflected in your lax bill.” 

Andersen concluded his presentation 
by declaring that the methodology of the 
program is “suspect." 

“1 didn’t get too many answers to the 
questions I have been asking for eight 
weeks now,” he said. "All we get is a lot 
of verbiage (from the appraisal firms) 
but no answers.” 

When the two firms are asked 
questions, they “go like this," said An¬ 
dersen, crossing his hands in front of his 
chest pointing a finger in each direction. 
“One blames one and one blames the 
other,”

Year’s Biggest Issues Will Feed Debate At Town Meeting 


By DAVE EE ECO 

Some of the biggest issues in Win¬ 
chester over the past months — 
assessments, downtown revitalization, 
the proposed parking garage will come 
to a head when Town Meeting begins next 
Monday. 

And that’s not even counting the thing 
most people love to argue about — 
spending money. 

Although next year's budget doesn’t 
contain the kind at Prop. 2.5-spawned 
cuts that dominated last Spring’s Town 
Meeting, it does include some of the 
largest capital projects the town has 
undertaken in years — items like the 
beginnings of a $1.8 million sewer repair 
plan, a new computer system for Town 
Hall, and $185,000 for the repair of the 
North Dam. 

But the arguments over the budget 
won’t begin until May 5, a week after 
Town Meeting begins. (The Star will 
review the budget articles in next week's 


Downtown 
Zoning May 
Be Revised 

By DAVE LEECO 

Downtown Winchester could have 
five-story buildings, apartments over 
stores, off-street parking in new- 
buildings, and a new section of com¬ 
mercial land, if Town Meeting goes along 
with several zoning changes on the 
Spring Town Warrant. 

hour articles, drawn up by Economic 
Development Coordinator John Connery 
and the Planning Board, are inlended by 
their drafters to spark new development 
and solve old problems in the center. 

According to Connery, the four zoning 
articles are a package intended to spark 
downtown development. 

“The initial step in revitalization is lo 
create an infrastructure which will 
create support for private funding,’’ said 
Connery. “I see all the articles as 
related.” 

As an example, Connery pointed to 
articles It) and ll - the first of which 
allows buildings to go to five stories, the 
second of which requires a space for 
every 1,200 square feel of a new building 
downtown, 

“When you allow a builder to go from 
three to five stories, what happens is that 
the density of the building remains the 
same, because there is sill] a 
requirement of two square feet of 
building for every square foot of lot,” 
continued Connery. 

“But you give the guy the opportunity 
to keep the same density on half the lot by 
building higher,” he continued. “That 
way you can gel parking on the lol.” 

Article 11, Connery continued, 
requires a parking space for every 1,200 
feet of new construction. 

“So if 10 fails, we can’t go for 11,” he 
said. "That's the simplest example of 
how the articles are related.” 

The most radical change proposed for 
the downtown would allow multiple-use 
development in the center business 
district. Article 8 would allow several 
types or use, such as retail and 
residential, or residentail and office, in 
the same building. Currently, new 
buildings must have only one use, and the 
only downtown buildings with a mixed 
use were erected before the current 
zoning laws were written. 

A second article, article 9, would re¬ 
zone the strip of Main street between 
Park and Vine streets from residential to 
commercial. 

Proponents argue that the strip is in 
fact used for commercial, with a gas 
station, a laundry, a sporting goods shop, 
a florist, a pizza shop, a billiards supply 
store and a hardware slore occupying 
most of the land. 

Because the land is now zoned as 
residential property, the owners of those 
buildings cannot renovate or enlarge 
their businesses, without losing their 
“grandfathered” right lo operate a 
business on residential land. Nor can 
buildings which might be constructed on 
the two vacant lots along the strip be 
used for retail stores. 

Article 10 would allow five-story 
buildings in the center business district, 
whereas now only three-story structures 
are legal. The height limitation, 
however, would stay the same as it is 
now, with only 45 feel permitted. 

It may seem odd to allow more stories 
without increasing the hieght, but 
proponents argue that the old zoning laws 
didn’t make sense. To use the entire 
height allowance with a three-story 
building, a developer would have lo build 
15-foot ceilings - an abnormality today. 
The new story allowance would give 
builders a chance to construct a building 
with five nine-foot ceilings, and get more 
usable space on a lot. 

However, builders would still be 
restricted by the zoning requirements of 
not more than two feet of building space 
for every one foot of land.

2 ) unless they can explain their poor 
attendance last year 

Those Town Meeting members left 
will be in for long debate on many of the 
articles (for explanations of some ar¬ 
ticles, see related stories). 


One of the articles up for approval 
must hold the record for the most 
debated item at Town Meeting. The 
question of whether to provide a garbage 
collection service lo the town is up again 
for the Town Meeting's consideration 

The article’s chance of passing seem 
slim, however, as a referendum on the 
same question was defeated by Win 
Chester voters March 80. 

But a cousin of garbage collection, 
rubbish collection, could spark renewed 
interest in the argument. Article It; asks 
the town lo establish and fund a rubbish 
collection procedure throughout the 
town 

One new idea proposed for Town 
Meeting is a plan to open Town Hall 
during the evening. The article was 
placed on the warrant by a Town Meeting 
member who found she could not gel into 
the assessors office to chock her property 
valuation. 

Peggy Schliecher of Uiclnvan st. 


brought the matter to I he Board of 
Selectmen, and then to Town Meeting 
Several other communities, including 
Burlington and Everett, have instituted 
evening hours in their town halls, for the 
convenience of citizens who work during 
the normal opening hours. 

Two other items on the warrant ask 
Town Meeting members to decide what 
to do with town property 

Article 8 asks members to approve the 
recommendation of the Committee on 
Names in selecting suitable names for 
the Winchester archival center and the 
playing field across from I lie West Side 
Eire Station. 

Selectmen voted to ask the Committee 
on Names (o recommend naming the 
archival center after Winchester’s late 
Historian Henry K. Simonds. Selectman 
Michael Saraco has also requested the 
playing field he named after former town 
employee Babe Mullen. 

Article 21 asks the town to give an 


easement through Davidson Park to (he 
General Foods Corp Atlantic Gelatine 
factory General Foods has purchased 
the wells formerly used by the burned- 
down Whitten gelatine factory on Cross 
st.. and wants lo puinp the water to its 
plant over the Woburn line. 

Selectmen have requested General 
Foods (o do a hydrological study on the 
properly, to find out what effect pumping 
million gallons out of the ground would 
have on the area. 

Not only will Town Meeting members 
be asked to dispose of land, they will also 
get a chance to pick some up. Article 18 
asks the town lo accept Ivy Circle as a 
public way. 

Finally, a rezoning article, Article 14 
asks the town to rezone a parcel of land 
on Washington st., between Oak and 
Swanton streets, from residential to 
commercial

Connery Will Push For Parking Lot

Town Meeting members will choose 
between approving a 130-car parking lot 
on Waterfield road as the first step in an 
overall downtown parking program or 
saving $ 120,000 in the budget. 

Approval of the $ 120,000 plans to 
purchase the privately-owned lot and 
Winchester train station on Waterfield 
road would spark major parking changes 
downtown and could boost sales for 
businesses, according to Economic 
Development Coordinator John Connery. 

The Economic Development Com¬ 
mittee hopes to integrate the lol with the 
adjacent public Renton lot. creating a 
facility for long-term parking downtown. 
The lot currently parks 44 cars. 

The committee also hopes to even¬ 
tually create a two-story parking garage 
at the Waterfield lot site The slate 
recently earmarked $2 million for con¬ 
struction of a garage in Winchester, 
enabling the town to build a 350-ear 
garage spending only $580,000 of the 
town’s money. 


But Town Meeting will not consider 
any garage proposals this spring. Plans 
for Waterfield road only address a 
parking lot. 

“The purchase of the land is crucial to 
I he town," Connery said in a recent in¬ 
terview. “With Town Meeting approval, 
the town will — for the first time — have 
the capacity and the opportunity to 
operate a downtown parking program.” 

Purchase of Murphy’s lot also means 
the buyer will own (he Winchester train 
station located on the lot. At an in¬ 
formational hearing on the Town 
Meeting article Tuesday nighl, Connery 
said maintenance costs for the station 
would be about $5,000 a year. 

Once the privately-owned lot is 
converted into a long-term public lot, 
Connery said he will be able to address 
the problem of long-term parking in the 
center one which he claims is choking 
the merchants. 

Recent studies completed by Connery 
disclosed that downtown businesses lose 
about $500,000 a year because commuters 


and downtown employees occupy spaces 
which could be used by shoppers. 

“Once we absorb the on-street, long¬ 
term parking demand and take it off the 
downtown streets, we can begin to ad¬ 
dress the poor parking turnover rale in 
the center,” Connery said, adding that 
the current turnover rale in the center 
was three times lower than il should be 
fora downtown like Winchester. Connery 
claims that Winchester operales as a 
convenience shopping area which 
requires a large parking turnover 

“The real issue of this lot purchase is 
not off-street parking per se,” Connery 
emphasized, “but that this lol would 
allow us to make the on-street parking 
work better.” 

Connery hopes to do that by 
designating lour lots for long-term 
parking. For about 75 cents a (lay, 
parkers will be able to use the Waterfield 
lot, the existing commuter lol which will 
be expanded, the Jenks lol, and the upper 
reachcrs of Shore rd. all day. 

Long-term parking will he ad 


ministered through a sticker program or 
machines similar to Ihc ones in 
Lexington and Belmont. 

The Waterfield lot would only be used 
by Winchester residents and Connery 
said use will be controlled by a permit 
program. Senior citizens will be given 
special identification stickers exempting 
them from paying all-day parking fees. 

Connery said the Economic 
Development Committee then hopes lo 
tackle the short-term parking situation. 
One hour parking would be implemented 
either by meters or posted parking 
similar to the parking in Arlington. 

“The real secret is to make the on¬ 
street spaces work better,” Connery 
emphasized. “And the only way lo im¬ 
prove the turnover rate is lo get long¬ 
term parkers off the street.” 

Following a professional parking 
study of the downtown area, the state 
earmarked $2 million in aid for parking 
in Winchester. 
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st. branch office, and plans to build a 
parking lot on the property 

Winchester Savings Bank president 
Robert Nickerson has told the Planning 
Board he would be willing to put a con 
vcnanl on the land, restricting il so it 
could only he used for the hank's pur¬ 
poses. 

Nickerson said many residents who 
lived in the area were concerned that 
once the land was zoned as commercial, 
any business be it a fast food chain or a 
gas station could go on the property 

Nickerson said he would agree to a 
covenant to allay those fears However, 
he wanted the covenant to lx* broad 
enough to allow Winchester Savings 
Bank lo build a separate banking office 
on the land in the future. 

But Nickerson added that it was 
unlikely his bank would decide to build 
anything hut a parking lot. “The time for 
building new branch offices was 10 years 
ago,” he said. “1 don’t believe it is worth 
the investment now.” 

Revaluation 
Could Be 
ThrownOut 

If Town Meeting members are so fed 
up with (he problems with the town’s 
recent revaluation they want no part of 
il, they can set it aside and ask for a 
review, while the town gels by on its 1981 
valuation. 

Article 20 on the Town Meeting 
warrant calls for “the revaluations and 
assessment computed by Patten 
Associates be set aside, reexamined, 
restudied and reviewed.” 

Under the article, the assessment 
would be reviewed by a committee of 
“ten dedicated citizens who are 
educated, experienced and 
knowledgeable.” That committee would 
then be asked to present Us revised 
assessment lo the Fall or Spring 1982 
Town Meeting. 

Instead of using the Patten 
assessment, the article calls for citizens 
to pay “no more or no less” than their 
fiscal year 1981 (ax bills. 

However, if the motion to abort the 
Patten assessment is passed, citizens 
will probably end up paying less than 
their 1981 tax bill. 

Under stale law, the town must use a 
1981 estimate of the town’s full urid fair 
market value which was established by 
the state Department of Revenue 

That estimate $567 million would 
yield about a $15 million tax levy under a 
2.5 percent property tax in fiscal 1983. 
This fiscal year, the town was expecting 
$17 million in taxes (see related article, 
page 1). 

The $15 million levy would actually be 
less than the drafter of the article ex 
pcctcd to get by having citizens pay the 
same amount as their 1981 taxes. In 1981, 
the town raised $16.4 million in property 
taxes. 

But when the selectmen pul the article 
on the warrant, after receiving it as a 
citizen’s petition, they realized it 
probably couldn’t be passed in its present 
iorm. 

However, the selectmen fell that the 
article would provide an opportunity for 
Town Meeting members to debate, and 
perhaps lake action on the town’s 
reassessment. 

And if the Town Meeting members 
reflect the feelings of their 300-odd 
constituents who attended last week's 
public hearing on the assessment, the 
debate could be loud and long. 


Parking Proposal Came After Years Of Complaints 


Winchester merchants have been 
complaining about a lack of parking in 
the downtown business center for years. 

For about a year, the Economic 
Development Committee has tried to 
define the problem and develop solutions. 

When Economic Development 
Coordinator John Connery was hired Iasi 
year lo revitalize the center, the parking 
situation was one of his lop priorities 

Planning Board Chairman Marion 
Crandall said her board has been 
studying (he parking problem in Win¬ 
chester center for about It) years. 

“We had planned lo update our 
studies a year ago, but put il off when the 
Economic Development Coordinator 
came on board because he was going to 
conduct a very comprehensive report,” 
Crandall said. “The report he did is much 
more detailed than anything ever done in 
the past. We now know that the main 
problem is a lack of accessible off-street 
parking in the center. That means the 
town will really have to acquire ad¬ 
ditional off street parking in order lo 
solve the problem.” 

In June of 1981, the state awarded 
$6,000 to Winchester to improve the 


parking situation. That sum was boosted 
by $ 2,000 from Fund Winchester Future, 
a non-profit town organization supported 
by the Economic Development Coin 
millee and comprised of both merchants 
and residents. The money was used for a 
professional parking study. 

Boston Survey Consultants, a 
professional planning firm, conducted 
(he parking study last September. They 
concluded that Winchester Center is 
unable to draw its maximum potential of 
business with its “deficit” of parking 
spaces. 

The study also advised the Economic 
Development Committee to designate 
additional areas in town for parking and 
suggested some possibilities. The lot on 
Waterfield road, which is owned by 
Richard Murphy of Dartmouth street, 
was highly recommended for a parking 
site. At that time, the lot was being 
considered for a business project. 

The slate sent Winchester another 
boost last June when they approved the 
town's CARD t Commercial Area 
Redevelopment District) plan. A month 
after the parking survey results were in. 
Gov. Edward King signed legislation 


which made $15 million available to cities 
and towns with CARD districts for 
parking facilities. 

Winchester representative Sherman 
Saltmarsh, who drafted the legislation, 
advised town officials to quickly apply 


for the money. Connery immediately 
drafted a proposal. 

One week later, Saltmarsh came to 
the Selectmen with a commitment from 
Secretary of Communities and 
Development Byron Matthews for $2 


million for Winchester’s parking project. 

Selectmen then began to negotiate 
with Murphy for a price on the lot. An 
appraiser was hired to determine the 
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Noonan Land May Be Sold 


Town Meeting will be asked in the 
next weeks to decide what lo do with the 
land it reserved lor the town when it sold 
the Noonan School for conversion into an 
elderly housing project. 

The land was kept last year as a path¬ 
way between Hemingway and Canal 
streets, but neighbors say it is being used 
more as a hang-out for local youths. 

The neighbors still want the pathway 

one article before Town Meeting asks 
for money to build the path. 

But the two residents whose homes 
abut the swath ol land Jonathan Harris 
of 79 Hemingway street and Katherine 
McGowen of 49 Canal street want to 
buy a portion of the land to shield them 


Iroiu llie path. 

Residents from around the school 
have come in force to three selectmen's 
meetings, asking that something be done 
with the land. 

Harris, who attended three select¬ 
men’s meetings to plead for disposal of 
the land, explained that with a small 
portion of the land, people using the path 
wouldn’t disturb him and his neighbor. 

"If we should get a small part for a 
buffer, even it slightly increases our side 
yard, it would give us the opportunity to 
plant trees and shield our house,” said 
1 larris, who added there was only six feet 
between his house and the strip of land. 

Because of that short distance, Harris 


said at the selectman's meeting that 
“we’ve been subject to constant abuse 
and noise from kids who hang out there, 
drinking and throwing beer bottles over 
the fence.” 

The portion of the 21,000 square-feet of 
land not devoted to a path or sold to the 
neighbors would be made available lo the 
developers of the elderly housing project 
in the school. 

McNeill Associates of Westwood is 
converting the former elementary school 
into 18 elderly apartments. William 
Roop, of McNeill, has told the selectmen 
that his company would be willing to take 
over and maintain the property, but 
could not say how much, if anything, his 
firm could pay for the land,

empty spaces as if we were a shopper 
trying to find a place to park 

In the area covered by our survey, 
there was an average of 6H available 
spaces every day during the period 
defined by the consultant as peak 
demand time We surveyed the main 
business district only, a total of 360 
spaces The UR out of 360 is a 19 percent 
availability rate 

But there is a problem on the streets 
previously mentioned Not only low 
availability of spaces, but our observers 
reported seeing the same cars in the 
some spots morning and afternoon, day 
after day 

This is an enforcement problem and 
will not go away no matter how much 
additional space is provided over near 
the tram station In fact, enforcement 
alone might take care of this problem if 
new parking zones were instituted, 
providing for all day parking on-street in 
under utilized areas. 

Just because Converse pi , Main and 
Thompson sts are a problem, doesn’t 
mean there is a town-wide problem that 
can’t be remedied without spending $2 
million for a parking garage which 
comes with its own set of problems — 
vandalism, thefts, policing, youth hang¬ 
out, etc 

There arc alternative spaces if one 
takes the time and effort to look further 

The Star's central business district 


survey did not include, some 30 spaces on 
Shore rd beyond no 55 These are little 
used In addition, to help out the com 
niulers. there are 60 spaces behind 
McCall Jr. High which Connery says are 
‘utilized practically not at all" Our 
observations confirm this. Only three 
cars were parked there on a recent day. 
And there is enough land adjacent to this 
lot to add another 60 spaces without 
encroaching on the running track 

The Economic Development Com¬ 
mittee indicated that it had received the 
cold shoulder from the School Committee 
when it brought up the subject of these 
spaces However, in this day of 
Proposition 2 1 *. the School Committee 
lias got to have some pretty strong 
justification for sitting on a potential 120 
empty parking spaces when the town is 
considering spending $2 million in state 
and local money for parking. 

The article which will come before 
this town meeting calls for $120,000 as the 
town’s share of the $400,000 purchase and 
paving project. It would add only 67 
spaces net to what the town has now But 
Connery and the Economic Development 
Committee are really after the $2 million 
garage and that is why the School 
Committee has mot been pressed on the 
possible 120 spaces it has some 200 yards 
away 

What the town meeting members 
have to decide is the cost-benefit 
relationship of the proposal as well as the 
long-term impact In addition, any at¬ 
tempt at denying Winchester taxpayers 
equal access to parking facilities is 
shortsighted, unfair and probably illegal

The Sachem baseball team started out 
their season with a bang, beating 
Tewksbury 5-2 behind a one-hit pitching 
effort by Steve Costello. 

Unfortunately, the team quickly went 
into a tailspin, hobbling the ball all over 
the place to lose the next three. 

“We were only outscored 22-21 in the 
games, but it doesn’t look that way 
against four losses,’’ said Coach Bill 
Charse, “Errors have accounted for 
most of the runs, one way or another. I 
think we made 17 in the four games — I 
wouldn’t be surprised if that’s more than 
we made all last season.” 

“We just haven’t had the defensive 
coordination,” said Chase. “It hasn't 
been just one player, it's been the key 
people all around. Someone would make 
a critical error, then we’d come back and 
make a double play — there’s been a lot 
of inconsistency,” 

About the only bright spot so far for 
Winchester has been the hitting — 21 runs 
in four games is no slump. Monday, for 
example, Winchester was down 9-2 
against Belmont in the fourth inning, but 
they rallied to come within two losing 9-7. 

Chuck Allard was the semi-hero in 
that game, coming up with a double, then 
a three-run home run, and another homer 
to bring his team close. Allard had 
another shot at tying the game in the 
final inning, but Belmont wisely walked 
the Sachem’s red-hot batter, 

Catcher Jeff Stackpole was also 
hitting the ball w-ell, as was Chris Cahill, 
who had a double and a single on the 
afternoon. But in the end, the Sachems 
just couldn’t come up with the runs. 

With the bases loaded and nobody out 
in the last inning, the Sachems were shut 
out by Belmont’s reliever. A pop-up and 
two strike-outs ended the Sachems hopes 
to break their bad luck streak. 

The Sachem’s only win of the week 
came last Wednesday, in their opening 
game of the season against Tewksbury. 
The Sachems were making errors — five 
in the game — but Costello was pitching 
so well it didn’t matter, He only gave up 
one measly bunt single, and the Sachems 
took the game 5-2. 

The Sachems threatened early, when 
a second inning double by Richie Fennell 
put men on second and third. Mark 
Reardon, on third, came home when the 
Tewksbury pitcher tried to pick off 
Fennell at second and threw the ball into 


center. 

Fennell made it two when he came 
home on a Paul White sky-high pop-up 
which was misjudged by the Tewksbury 
second baseman, 

Tewksbury had tied the score by the 
third but a double from White, two 
errors, and singles from Costello and 
Steve MacDonald put the Sachems on top 
for good, 5-2. 

The Sachems came close in two others 
last week, losing in 11 innings to 
Tewksbury on Friday, 4-3; and then 
dropping a game in the last inning to lose 
to Watertown 7-6. 

In the Tewksbury game, “Robbie 
MacDonald pitched 11 innings of good 
hall, but we couldn’t come up with the 
clutch hit,” Chase said. “The game could 
have gone either way, we just needed a 


hit,” 

Winchester got all its runs in the fifth 
inning, when three runs put Winchester 
temporarily in the lead, 3-2. 

Jeff Stackpole started it out when his 
double scored Steve MacDonald, who had 
reached second on an error. Stackpole 
scored on a Steve Costello single, and a 
Mike Colozzi base hit scored the third and 
last run. 

Against Watertown, Steve MacDonald 
was working towards a win, with no runs 
given up, until errors struck in the fifth 
inning. 

The Sachems were ahead 4-0 when 
“we made a barrage of errors,” said 
Chase. Watertown went ahead 5-4. 

MacDonald was determined not to 
take the loss, even after Watertown had 
scored again to make it 6-4. He knocked 


in two runs in the top of the seventh lo tie 
the game. 

The umps were going to call the game 
in the seventh because of darkness, and it 
looked like the Sachems would at least 
salvage a tie. But a single, a stolen base 
and an intentional walk set up the 
Watertown baserunners.

McDowell Is First Of Eight Local 
Runners To Finish Marathon

Alberto Salazar may have been the 
first to cross the finish line in Monday's 
86th running of the B.A.A. Marathon, but 
there were thousands of winners who 
were able to survive the heal and run th° 
full 26 miles, 365 yards. 

According to Marathon officials, there 
were eight Winchester residents entered, 
though it is likely that there were a few 
unofficial runners also participating (we 
know of at least one). 

Among those Winchesterites who 
finished was George McDowell, a Main 
street resident. McDowell came in a 
mere 20 seconds over three hours, 
making him this year's first place 
finisher from Winchester. Though this 
was not his fastest marathon, George felt 
that the crowd at this, his fourth Boston, 
was the best, making up in pari for the 
hot weather. 

Theodore Devrieze, who, in addition 
to running, coaches in the Middlesex 
Youth Soccer league, came in with a time 
of 3:18:50. Though Theo was pleased that 
he had been able to finish respectably in 
such adverse conditions, he expressed 
some disappointment in not qualifying 


for next year’s race with a time of 3:10:00 
or better. He plans a qualifying attempt 
in the fall. 

A Rangely Ridge road resident, 
Lawrence DeGeorge, turned in a 3:35:00 
time on his second attempt at Boston. He 
credits the spectators for supplying a 
limitless source of water, ice, and moral 
support, on this warmest day running 
since early last fall. 

Thomas Hayden, of Everell rd., was 
particularly affected by the heat, 
eventually crossing the finish line in 
“between three and one-half and four 
hours,” he said. This was his seventh 
Boston Marathon and his best time for 
the distance is three hours and ten 
minutes. 

The perennial fastest marathoner 


from Winchester, Bob Wolfe of Lakeview 
rd., had to miss this year’s race to attend 
a meeting in New Orleans, even though 
he had qualified. Bob’s previous best 
lime at Boston was 2 hours and 23 
minutes. 

The only unofficial Winchester runner 
known to The Star was George Miller, of 
Marshall road, Miller finished in a 
respectable 3:37, which he figured in¬ 
cluded several minutes waiting in the 
back of the pack to cross the starting line. 
His wife, Peg Miller, said that George 
felt pretty good throughout the race. “He 
look it easy and drank a lot of water,” she 
said. 

Both Peg and George are planning on 
running the Nike Coast Marathon later 
this year as a possible way to qualify for 
next year's Boston Marathon.

The hospital was notified last Tuesday 
that the HIM TIB tiled a motion before the 
state's lleallh K'acilities Appeals Board 
contending Hint Ihe Mass. Public Health 
Council violated stale health planning 
procedures in granting the hospilal 
approval on ils Determination of Need 
iIX)N> application for expansion and 
renovation (See related story). Win¬ 
chester Hospital's DON was approved 
last January by the Council.

Carries Same Feeling As In 61

Comparing Winchester Hospital's 
current building project with its 
predecessor 21 years ago. you might 
conclude that the more things change. 
Ihe more they stay the same. But. 
financial realities offer a twist to this 
axiom. 

When the hospital’s last major con¬ 
struction plan was launched with 
groundbreaking ceremonies June 29, 
1961. Winchester Hospital was a 104-bed 
facility suffering growing pains. The 
grounds for expansion then an out¬ 
moded and overcrowded building is a 
contention echoed by hospital officials as 
the basis for tin* 1962 edition of the 
building surge. 

The two-decades-old expansion 
project, completed in 1962 under the 
administration of hospital president 
Heeso James, resulted in the con¬ 


struction of a new- hospital wing. Ihe A 
building, and the acquisition of an ad¬ 
ditional GO beds. Nursery, laboratory and 
emergency units were among the ureas 
renovated and expanded through con¬ 
struction, 

Some hospital employees, veterans of 
that earlier building campaign, noted 
parallels between Ihe construction 
projects, then and now 

“The 1961 expansion was an exciting 
time for everyone at the hospilal." said 
Bill Bray, the hospital's chief x-ray 
technician who, 21 years ago. sported a 
trendy bristle cut while working in his 
third year in the x-ray unit. "We were 
looking toward the future and preparing 
for it. We were moving into what you'd 
call a modern building, and everyone 
was very proud of that." 

Margaret Murphy, an operating room 


nurse at the hospital since 1954. added to 
this concensus. "We were growing at that 
lime." Murphy said "Winchester was 
one of die smaller community hospitals 
and. in 1961. we just couldn’t handle the 
increased amount of activity in the 
hospital." 

But. Murphy also pointed to dif 
lerences between Ihe hospital’s prior 
expansion and the project opened last 
Thursday, which when completed in mid- 
19H4. will result in three structural ad¬ 
ditions to Die hospital and a three-level 
parking garage. 

"During the old building project, most 
of the construct ion took place beside us. 
We didn’t move departments, and it 
wasn’t a disruptive tiling," Murphy said. 
"Whereas heiore we were almost, in fact, 
building a new hospital, now we’re 
redesigning the old one. That’s much 
more difficult, and it'll have a greater 


impact on all of us." 

Judging from support the earlier 
project received from area newspapers, 
the town stood solidly behind the 
hospital’s expansion plans. The Star’s 
coverage of the 1901 groundbreaking 
ceremony ran the headline "Town 
Achievement Nailed," followed Ihe next 
week by an editorial which gushed, "we 
all rejoice in the new possibilities that 
will open up" by the hospital’s expansion. 

But. it’s not necessary to search to 
find significant contrasts between 
Winchester Hospital’s two expansion 
projects. Tlu* most tolling difference is in 
the Ixjttom line, with the price lags 
leveled on each 

Cost of Ihe project completed in 19(52 
rested at $1.9 million, while the current 
plan is expected to be finished to (he tune 
of $22 million

Energy Conservation Tips 


One of the ways to save 
money on the cost of home 
repairs is to do them 
yourself. And, as the do it 
yourselfer becomes more 
skilled, he lakes on more 
complicated projects. If 
you are one of them, the 
time may come when you 
consider reroofing as a do- 
it-yourself job. 

If reroofing is in order 
and you're considering 
whether lo hire a con¬ 
tractor or do the roof in¬ 
stallation on your own, 
remember that reroofing 
can be a difficult and 
hazardous job. Before 
going ahead, ask yourself 
these question: 

— Can l do the job as 
well as a professional'? 

— Am I willing lo devote 
the time and effort to 
getting the job done 
correctly? 

“ Am I comfortable 
working at heights? 

Unless the answer to 
these questions is an 
unqualified yes, you’re 
better off leaving reroofing 
in the hands of a 
professional roofing 
contractor. 

To determine the pitch of 
your roof, measure how 
many inches it rises for 
each foot it runs. Hoofs 
with slopes of four to five 
inches per horizontal fool 
are the safest and easiest 
for the do it yourselfer. 
When the slope is less than 


four inches per foot, special 
application procedures are 
recommended. 

If you chose to reroof 
yourself, be sure lo follow 
these safety procedures: 

— Keep people away 
from the work area. 

— Place shingles and 
tools where they won't slide 
off the roof. 

— Wear rubber-soled 
construction-type shoes for 
secure footing. 

— Apply shingles on 
clear days when it is warm. 
but not hot. 

— Do not reroor in wet 
weather or when the 
temperature is below 4U 
degrees F. 

— Reroof only when the 
roof deck and existing 
shingles are dry. Moisture 
makes roofs slippery and 
dangerous, 

— Lift only light loads 

— Secure ladders top 
and bottom and keep the 
roof surface clear of 
debris, 

— Never allow ladders 
to come in contact with 
power lines, 

The basic reroofing tools 
include a hammer, roofing 
nails, tape masure, utility 
knife, chalk line for proper 
shingle alignment, and a 
pointed trowel for applying 
roofing cement. A car¬ 
penter’s apron keeps the 
tools handly. Ladders, 
scaffolding and safely 
harnesses can be rented. 


Saving Energy 


Americans, who in the 
past have ignored the idea 
of saving energy in the 
home, are now warming to 
the idea. 

Steadily rising energy 
prices and the message of 
dollar savings are prompt¬ 
ing homeowners to con¬ 
sider energy conserving 
home improvements today.

Replacing energy-wast¬ 
ing windows is another 
favored project of the 
energy conscious and 
dollar-wise. A window 
which is double or triple 
glazed — meaning that 
there are two or three 
stationary pieces of glass 
with air trapped between 
can go a long way in cutting 
heating and cooling bills. 

Although the cost of 
adding insulation, energy- 
efficient windows or a 
more efficient heating 
system may seem high 
initially, the investment 
should pay for itself in jusl 
a few years. And, as fuel 
costs rise, so will the 
savings.

Selectmen Ground Plans For Computer Buys 


The town’s Data Processing Com¬ 
mittee’s request for $100.(XK) for new data 
processing equipment may have been 
temporarily grounded by the selectmen 
Tuesday night. 

The committee established by Town 
Meeting a year ago to study the data 
processing needs of the town, presented a 
report to the selectmen in which they 
stated their intention to seek $ 100,000 
from Town Meeling next month for new 
data processing equipment. The catch, 
according to selectmen Michael Saraco 
and Mark Lombardi, was that ihe 
committee did not yet know exactly what 
they wanted to spend the money on. 

“We will ask Town Meeting to ap¬ 
propriate $ 100,000 to replace the current 
data processing equipment but that 
money will be held for release until the 
full report of the committee is presented 
to fall Town Meeting,” said committee 
chairman Arthur Hall. “The new 


equipment will do the same work belter 
and will have additional capabilities. The 
savings will be substantially from staff 
reductions." 

The fact lhat Ihe committee did not 
have any details on what equipment they 
wanted to purchase and that the savings 
would come from staff reductions visibly 
upset both Saraco and Lombardi. "As far 
as laying people off, we don't do that in 
this town," said Lombardi. "All the town 
employees are related to someone or 
have some kind of inside track 

"And l just can't accept the fact that 
you want $100,000 hut won’t tell us what 
you want it lor until later," he added. 

Committee members told the 
selectmen that they would not know 
specifically what equipment they needed 
or how much it would cost until requests 
for bids had been sent out and returned. 

"It looks like a job half done," said 
Lombardi. "I can’t see giving you the 
money until you make up your minds." 


Committee member Marilyn 
McMillan told the selectmen lhat the 
committee was not asking for "a blank 
check." 

“We are trying to let you know what 
we think will be required," she said. "We 
are not trying to jump the gun or run off 
with $100,000 We are asking for the 
money with the proviso that it be ap¬ 
proved specifically by fall Town 
Meeling." 

"That,” replied Selectmen chairman 
Alan G. MacDonald, "is unusual ap¬ 


proach at best, very unusual.” 

Lombardi and Saraco suggested that 
the committee reconsider asking for the 
money at Spring Town Meeting and 
simply make an "educational” report 
instead. Then, they said, go to fall Town 
Meeting when the bids hove been 
returned and the committee is prepared 
to recommend a specific sum for a 
specific piece of data processing 
equipment. “We usually appropriate 
funds after the bids are received," said 
.Saraco.

Worn Roof 
Signs 

Homeowners can save 
money by spotting the 
early signs of a worn out 
roof.

The entire Waterfield lot project, 
including lot construction will cost about 
$400,IKK), but Winchester only has to pay 
$120,000 of that amount since the state 
will fund the rest 

If the town later decides to construct a 
two-story parking garage on Waterfield 
lot, the $2 million project would only cost 
the town $580,000, 

Connery said the Waterfield lot would 
be the most ideal location for a garage 
downtown because of its "unobtrusive" 
location and the grading of that area 
would keep the cost down. 

Because of the lot's regular shape and 
flat topography, Connery said, it would 
be relatively inexpensive to huild a 
garage on the site. 

"But the garage is a separate issue 
down the road," Connery stressed, 
"Now, we re just pleased to have the 
opportunity to purchase Murphy’s lot." 
The private lot is currently owned by 
Richard Murphy of Dartmouth st. 

Fees generated from long-term 
parkers will be used to pay the cost of the 
parking project and maintenance. Other 
aspects of a center revitilization 
program will also be funded by parking 
fees, according to Connery’s plans. 
Connery said he hopes to add benches, 
trees, bicycle racks and improve store 
fronts with the additional fees. 

Connery said user fees generated 
from l he Waterfield lot alone would bring 
at least $18,000 in revenue to the town. 
The entire off-street parking program 
would generate about $75,000 a year. 
Parking meters now bring in about 
$14,000 a year. 


This will make it so that the people 
using the downtown are the ones who pay 
for it," Connery said. "The person who 
parks all day downtown will now pay the 
freight," 

Connery pointed out that the town- 
ownership of the lot would not only im¬ 
prove the parking situation, but it would 
prevent the “parking space deficit" from 
becoming worse. 

“The town would have a serious 
problem if a building were constructed 
there," Connery said. "That would pile 
additional cars into an area which cannot 
accommodate them." 

Murphy’s lot is located in the central 
business district zone which does not 
require a developer to provide any 
parking for building construction, But a 
caveat in the zoning by-law protects 
existing off-street parking in the central 
business zone. 

The by-law prohibits a developer from 
reducing existing parking in privately- 
owned off-street parking areas below the 
requirements called for in the general 
business district. Thai means that the 
only way a developer could reduce the 44 
parking spaces in Murphy’s lot would be 
if his plans provided one parking space 
for every 200 square feet of floor area. 
Any further relief of that requirement 
could only be granted by the zoning 
Board of Appeals according to very 
stringent guidelines outlined in the 
zoning by-law. 

"It’s a very stiff requirement, but 
someone can build there and meet that 
requirement.’’ said Planning Board 
Chairman Marion Crandall in a recent

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interview "There have been proposals 
on that lot in the past." 

Crandall stressed that the by-law only 
protects existing off-street parking in the 
central business district. It does not 
mean that a developer must build ad¬ 
ditional parking spaces to accommodate 
a building on the lot A developer could 
construct a 45-foot three-story building 
on the lot without providing any ad¬ 
ditional parking spaces as long as the 
existing spaces are not affected. 

"Aside from protecting the existing 
off-street parking, the town does not have 
any parking requirements for the center 
business district,’’ Crandall noted. “We 
will, however, be asking Town Meeting to 
institute a requirement in the center 
business district that would require 
parking for new conslruction and for any 
expansion of existing walls.” 

Crandall said a number of past 
proposals for Murphy s lot had been 
rejected because of zoning requirements, 
but she said most of them combined the 
lot with adjacent property. She said that 
recent proposals were exclusively 
considering Murphy’s lot for a building. 

“If the town doesn't buy that 
property, then someone will go ahead 
and build there and meet that parking 
space requirement,” Crandall predicted. 

"The property values in the center are 
lower than they should be," Connery 
said, "Any investment in the downtown 
will generate a return for the entire town. 

“The only way we feel we can 
generate taxes from the center is to 
make it a more attractive place to shop," 
he added 

The lot acquisition proposal has the 
approval of all town boards as well as the 
support of the Chamber of Commerce 
and downtown merchant organizations. 

“1 think that if people take the lime to 
listen and bo open-minded, they'll see 
that we're proposing a standard 
organized parking program," Connery 
concluded. "We have a completely 
unorganized system now and we’re so 
used to anarchy. Now we can finally 
organize the parking."

value ot the lot and the selectmen have 
been working out the specifics of a 
purchase in executive sessions. 

Town Meeting members will decide 
whether or not to spend about $120,000 of 
town funds to purchase the lot for 
parking. It the town does buy the lot. it 
will be combined with the adjacent 
Kenton lot and be converted into a 130- 
space parking facility. 

The Economic Development Com 
mittee would also like to build a two- 
slory, 280-car parking garage on the site. 
That project, however, is still in (he 
planning stages and will not be addressed 
at Town Meeting this May.

find one solution to the long-time problem 
of parking in the center. 


The problem came about, in the most 
part, because the town has for years been 
willing to assume the responsibility for 
parking in the center business district. 
Any building constructed in the center 
did not have to provide one space of 
parking, and the town had to find spaces 
at the Jenks lot, beside the train station, 
or on the street. 

The proposed zoning law would 
require a developer putting up a new 
building in the downtown area, or ex¬ 
panding an old building lieyond its 
current walls, to provide a parking space 
for every 1200 square feet. 

Although the requirements under the 
proposed zoning laws are fairly straight¬ 


forward — either provide parking or 
don’l build, for example — the multiple- 
use by-law has a number of strings at¬ 
tached. 

A developer can’l go in and say "I'm 
going to put up a building with stores and 
apartments, let me go to il." He must 
apply for permits, go through several 
reviews, and provide parking and open 
space. 

Multiple-use buildings could only be 
constructed in the central business 
district, and only after receiving a 
special permit from the zoning Board of 
Appeal. 


Existing buildings could not just add 
on a second or third story and build 
apartments into I hem. To qualify for 
multiple-use, an existing building must 
undergo 100 percent interior recon-

struction. Connery expects that because 
of the requirement, most multiple-use 
will be in new buildings. 

The Board of Appeals, working with 
the Planning Board, will have control 
over the architectural design and the 
landscaping of the planned multiple-use 
building — something neither board can 
do now. 

At least 10 percent of the lot of the 
multiple-use building would have to be 
left as open space. And a parking space 
for every 1,200 square feet of the building 
would have to be provided. 


Thai parking could be inside the new 
building, and the proposed law allows 
nine feet to be added to the top of the 
building — above the 45-foot height limit 
— if parking was in an inside garage. 


Chamber Of Commerce Investigates 
Commercial Property Assessments 


Residents are not the only property 
owners questioning the assessment 
process. Through the Winchester 
Chamber of Commerce, the business 
community is pursuing several measures 
to investigate the assessment of their 
commercial and industrial properties. 

After receiving impact notices, 
several businesses questioned whether 
they had been fairly assessed. The 
Winchester Chamber polled several of 
their members in March and met with 
some at a meeting to discuss (he issue. 

“We found we had far more questions 
than answers as to how assessments or 
classification had been handled," said 
Chamber Executive Vice President Rita 
Spence. “We then agreed that a lot of 
information needed to be gathered 
quickly and that we should try to work 
with the Board of Assessors before final 
bills are issued," 

The Chamber’s Board then voted to 
endorse retaining a consultant and serve 
as an information clearing house for 


their members. Through the financial 
support of individual members, real 
estate appraiser and counselor Robert G. 
Bramley is being retained to examine the 
assessments of a cross section of com¬ 
mercial and industrial properties. The 
Chamber also established a special 
committee to work with Bramley to 
gather some facts and to examine 
methods used for assessment. 

"If problems exist on the actual 
methods used to determine the taxes, 
then we need to work now to correct 
them,’’ said Spence. 

"That's why we'll be meeting soon 
with the Board of Assessors. The board is 
in the midst of a difficult task and are 
themselves questioning many of the 
same areas the Chamber and their 
members are concerned about. 

“We'll be acting on behalf of our 
members but I’m sure that the assessors 
must share a common goal — that is, lo 
ensure that all assessments, whether 
commercial or residential, are handled 
fairly and uquilahly," she said. 
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Spence said lhal the Chamber is 
accumulating information from a 
sampling of firms on square footage, 
available recent sale of property figures, 
rental figures expenses associated with 
properly, or any figures which help the 
Chamber and their consultant to 
evaluate the credibility of assessment 
work (tone.

You roac h up into the cabinet 
for that pan you want. You know 
it’s up there, someplace. Too 
late! 'Die contents of your 
overburdened cubbyholes come 
clattering down around you, 
landing in a dismal heap at your 
feet. 

“I’ve got to do something 
about this kitchen!" you cry. 

With mortgages running as 
high as 17 percent, the answer is 
probably not to buy a new home. 
But redesigning what you’ve 
already got is becoming a 
popular and feasible alternative. 
The only question is how. 

The best source of advice for 
redoing a kitchen is almost 
always somebody who’s just 
done their own. 

Jeanne Tahnk has redesigned 
her Winchester kitchen three 
limes. She also designed a 
teaching kitchen for her classes 
in Chinese cooking and that 
kitchen is her pride and joy. 

The shop kitchen, her ideal 
for the kitchen of the future, has 
an open feeling, and is centered 
around a large, U-shaped blond 
wood counter. On one side are 
cn’inets and a range, set flush 
with the counter surface. On the 
other, 11 low-backed stools are 
gathered, perfect vantage points 
for watching the cook perform. 

To the right, large picture 
windows let the sun stream in. 
The light from the windows is 
reflected off the mirrored ceiling 
over the range < installed so 
students could watch more 
carefully) and makes artificial 
lighting unnecessary on sunny 
days. “Lighting is very im¬ 


portant in your kitchen," she 
smiles. Besides, she likes it 
bright. 

Behind the counter, along the 
wall. are the appliances: 
refrigerator, dishwasher, sink, 
stove, and what Jeanne terms “a 
necessity for working women 
her microwave oven. 

He* equipment is arranged for 
easy access, loo. During 
demonstrations, or while 
cooking for one of the dinner 
parties she likes to hold in the 
shop kitchen, she just reaehes 
down into the cabinets for a pan. 
or turns to the shelf (over the 
sink and stove) for one of the 
spice jars lined up there. If it’s 
not at arm's length, it's only a 
few steps away, 

“Kverylhing ought to he in a 
triangle: it cuts down on walking 
from stove to refrigerator to sink 
to dishwasher,” she grins." If 
you’re cooking a big meal, that 
walking ran make a difference." 

Jeanne says she prefers this 
kitchen for entertaining because 
it's easy for her to talk with her 
guests while she prepares the 
meal. Most Chinese cooking, her 
specialty, involves last-minute 
preparations and a good deal of 
showmanship. 

For her, it's more relaxing, 
too. ICntertaining is becoming 
less formal, she observes. Kit 
elu»ns are becoming more of a 
gathering place, and these days, 
she finds that her guests always 
want lo help with l he 
preparations. 

“There's more room here for 
my guests than in my kitchen at 
home." she shrugs. It's elegant 
and spare, the perfect staging

Solar Energy — Save Money & Stay Warm

“It's economics it’s not magic. People expect 
I miracles, but there are no miracles," warns Henry 
IVandermack, a solar power disciple who likes lo 
[stress the economics and the realities of the New 
| England climate to potential customers. 

Vandermack jokes that he started his solar 
■domestic hot water Installation business "because I 
[like hot showers." But the only thing to equal his 
[enthusiasm for using the sun's power is his con- 
[viclion that a solar system can pay it’s way even in 
[cloudy New England — if the owners of the system 
|set realistic goals for their equipment. 

Hot water systems have been around in different 
|forms since the early 1900s, he says. “Bread-box 


heaters" glass boxes surrounding a tank of water 
set on the roof. They’d freeze, of course, so they 
couldn’t be used in the winter. 

Then in the 1920’s, gas companies began to offer 
free burners to customers, and the promise of hot 
water whenever needed, year round. Solar heaters 
and work on developing them just faded away. 
When gas and oil prices began to soar in the early 
70s. the economics of a solar heating system became 
more attractive. Research into the technology began 
again. 

“It makes sense to get as many BUT's (British 
thermal units I as possible out of the cheaper 
source," Vandermack points out. 

Paul Winters, Belmont’s assistant building in¬ 


spector thinks that solar power may be gaining 
ground in New England. 

"We had a total of seven building permits for 
solar heating systems in 1980, “says winters.” There 
were 14 applications in 1981. 

"We’ve already had one or two this year, more 
than we had last year at this lime," he says. 

Winters reeled off a list of homes that have in¬ 
stalled solar hot water heating systems in the last 
few years. He knows them well; after the work is 
done, he’s the one who goes out to inspect them. 

At Rich, of Cambridge Alternative Power, thinks 
the economic benefits of solar energy are beginning 
to overc ome the traditional New’ England reluctance 
to try newfangled things. 


When people start to realize that they can recover | 
up to fil percent of their Investment through federal I 
and state tax credits right off the bottom line, they I 
begin to see solar panels and other strange-looking | 
contraptions in a new light, Rich believes. 

The IRS says the special energy tax credit covers I 
solar, wlndpower and goethermal installations that [ 
will be used to heat, cool or provide electrical power | 
for your home. Solar spaces and greenhouses don’t [ 
qualify for the credit. Neither will any equipment| 
installed in your vacation home or business! 
property. 

But if you Invest, say. in a domestic solar hot I

None of the installers in¬ 
terviewed would recommend 
designing a strictly solar system 
in this region. Clouds block the 
sun in New Kngland for about 
half of the days of the year. If 
you didn't have a back-up 
system, you could etui up taking 
a lot of cold showers. 

On sunny days, depending on 
the season and the system you 
choose, it is possible to solar heat 
water to temperatures ranging 
from 60 to 140 degrees 
Fahrenheit. On days when the 
water needs more warming, say 
for a dishwasher or laundry, the 
secondary system would kick in. 
But it takes a lot less oil to raise 
the water from 60 to 120 degrees 
than it does to bring it from 33 to 
120 . 

Components can be expensive 

up to $ 1,000 per panel in some 
cases so most systems are 
designed to operate at 100 per¬ 
cent capacity in the summer 
months. 

In the winter months, when 
you would have to do most of 
your supplemental heating of 
water, the same system might 
provide only 50 to 70 percent of 
the same family’s needs. 

Generally, a system for a 
family of four would need four 
roof panels. A 150-gallon tank, 
surrounded by six-inches of 


insulation to minimize heat loss, 
would probably provide two- 
thirds of their water needs. A 
300-gallon tank would give them 
water to spare, hut bigger is not 
always better. 

You try not to over-kill, ex¬ 
plains Vandermack , because it is 
useless to heat more water than 
you can use, and lukewarm 
water in the system actually 
makes It less efficient than when 
cold water is flowing through the 
equipment. Besides, he adds, 
with the pieces so expensive, 
why overdo? 

To be the most efficient, 
panels need to be installed facing 
due south, and at an angle 
roughly equal to the latitude of 
the area — about 42 to 45 degrees 
in this region. Basically, that 
gives the system the longest 
exposure to the strongest rays of 
the sun. 

All solar-powered hot water 
systems, whatever the design, 
operate on one simple principle. 
A cold collecting panel, exposed 
to the sun, will absorb heat. As 
that heat radiates back out of the 
panel, it transfers to the cir¬ 
culating fluid In the system. (In 
New England It Is often an¬ 
tifreeze for abvious reasons.) 
The warmed fluid circulates 
down into the house to the 
storage tank, where it gives off 
its heat through the walls of the 
tank. 

Then, generally, if the water 
needs more warming before use, 
it is pumped to the family’s 
traditional water heater and 
boosted to the proper tem¬ 
perature. 

This system works best, 
clearly, when the different parts 
of the system are cold and can 
absorb heat. In fact, the very 
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best way to make use of a solar 
water system is to use your 
supply of hot water at a time 
when It is easiest to replace. 

This might mean running 
your wash at midday instead of 
first thing in the morning, Early 
in the morning, your hot water 
has been sitting in the tank losing 
heat all night; to bring it back up 
to the required temperatures 
would mean burning fuel on your 
secondary system. Up go the 
bills. 

But, if your family can 
rearrange its schedule so that 
the dishwasher goes on around 
noon, you could use water the 
sun has warmed all morning, 
and still have time to heat a fresh 
supply by evening. Automatic 
timers, or convenient lunch 
schedules would probably help 
with two-career households. 
Still, even the experts admit that 
some habits might he difficult to 
modify: some people just don't 
want to take their showers in the 
middle of the day. 

Besides changing the times 
and the ways your family uses 
the hot water, there is more to 
consider before buying and in 
stalling a solar water heating 
system. 

First is the orientation of your 
home. If you don’t have a 
southern-facing spot for your 
collecting panels, or if the 
sunlight is obstructed, it might 
not be cost-efficient to try to 
install a system. 

For some Belmont and 
Arlington residents, there could 
be another consideration. In 
some towns, outside alterations 
to houses in historic districts 
must be agreed upon with 
historic commissions or the 
neighbors. One homeowner 
along Route 2A in Concord 
struggled for months to design

Outside. there are walls of 
books and large, majestic spaces 
sometimes framed in shadows. 
Inside, a sense of warmth, 
cleanliness and security. A 
stained glass window over the 
shower portrays a proudly 
plummed peacock. 

"it is a conceit." explains 
owner Sally Kincaid, smiling at 
her subtle play on words. 
Peacocks look with favor on 
primping, a popular activity 
done in and often to bathrooms. 

Decoration of tills small but 
important part of the house is 
both popular and prolific. Where 
else can you put your fantasy to 
work on plants, posters, 
peacocks and jacuzzis? 

One reason for the interest in 
bathroom renovation is old 
plumbing parts that cannot be 
replaced and antiquated, in¬ 
convenient designs.

A layman would take 
one look at the decorative oval 
windows, finely carved staircase 
or daring asymmetry and call it 
Gothic. 

To keep the elegance, in a 
modern sort of way, Kincaid 
decided on a green marble 
counter top for the sink. Marble 
comes in an infinite variety of 


colors, according to Charles 
Doucette of Versa-Tile Co., Inc., 
who installed and helped design 
the Kincaid bathroom, but it is 
always expensive.

Making Your Home More 
Secure Is A Simple Process

The melted snow is just 
starting to water the lilac, 
dogwood and deep green 
shrubbery where burglars love 
to hide. 

Seasons change but thieves, It 
seems, are forever with us, 
creeping in and out of windows 
or screens, escaping through 
snow, tulips, golden rod or 
leaves. Burglars are perennials. 

What can be done? In 
Arlington, there were 44 
housebreaks last month. While 
police there have a higher than 
average arrest rate for that 
crime, the focus now is on 
potential victims and how to 
help them avoid becoming easy 
marks. 

“It's pathetic to see how easy 
people are making it for these 
kids,’ 1 says Lt. Detective and 
Crime Prevention Officer Harry 
Ryerson. Most of the breaks in 
Arlington have been the work of 
youths, between 13 and 17, none 
of them professional criminals. 

"I'd rather reduce 

housebreaks ten percent than 
have a ten percent arrest rate,” 
Ryerson says. He and several 
auxiliary police officers are part 
of a program in Arlington called 
Burglary Home Security 

Inspection, a free service 
available to any resident who 
requests it. Police officers, 
trained in finding all the security 
weak spots, Inspect doors, locks,

windows, lights and landscaping. 

Last week at an Arlington 
PTA meeting, Ryerson and 
auxiliary police Sergeant 
Edward Johnson gave 
homeowners some helpful tips on 
how to avoid unwelcome visitors. 
Of particular importance are 
secure doors and windows. 

To begin with, doors and door 
frames should be solid. Locks 
attached to the door by long 
screws, say about three inches, 
are less likely to be removed. 
Springlatch locks, which slam 
locked without a key, can also be 
pried open with a credit card. 
They are not as effective as 
deadbolts, consisting of solid 
metal bars that are locked and 
unlocked with a key and that 
penetrate the door frame by 
about an inch. 

There are two types of these. 
Single cylinder deadbolts 
require a key only on the outside. 
Double cylinder deadbolts 
require a key on both inside and 
outside. The latter are better for 
security purposes, since in¬ 
truders will have one less avenue 
of escape, but double cylinder 


deadlocks can be hazardous in a 
fire. Johnson advised 
homeowners who choose this 
type of deadbolt to keep the key 
in the lock on the inside. This will 
insure quick escape in an 
emergency. 

Windows are another at¬ 
traction for housebreakers. 
Arlington crime prevention 
experts have a good tip on how to 
make them more difficult to 
open from the outside. 

To really frustrate crooks, 
drill holes on each side of a 
window where top and bottom 
frames meet. Slide a nail into the 
holes to connect both frames and 
make opening the window im¬ 
possible. To secure sliding glass 
doors but a steel rod in the door 
channel. 

As far as lights go, 
floodlights, which cover a large 
area, are much better than 
spotlights. Housbreakers tend to 
prefer dark places. The fewer of 
those there are, the better. 

The greenery should be kept 
trimmed. Bushes and shrubs 
obscuring cellar windows are 


aesthetically pleasing but they 
arc also good places to crouch 
while you break through the 
window. 

Lastly, Arlington crime 

prevention experts advise 

citizens to label all valuables 
with their social security 

number. This should be followed 
by the abbreviation of the state 
issuing their driver's license. 
For instance, for Massachusetts 
residents, the number might be 
012-38-9809 MA. 

Labeling valuables makes 

them less attractive to thieves 
and, if stolen and later 
recovered, more easily retur¬ 
nable to owners. The social 
security numbers can simply be 
run through the computer at the 
registry of motor vehicles. Items 
that can’t be labeled should be 
photographed. 

Police also advise that 
homeowners keep an inventory 
of valuables. This way, in the 
event of theft, you will be able to 
give the police and insurance 
companies a complete list of 
what is missing. 

As Johnson cautioned, crooks 
don't want to waste time when 
they’re creeping around your 
yard, so the more obstacles you 
put in their way, the better. 

No house is totally secure, but 
chances are, housebreakers will

Joseph. 11 and Jeff, 6, to spend 
limo with her In the kitchen. In 
part it's because she spends so 
much of her life there, but it’s 
also partly because she was 
never allowed in the kitchen 
before she attended the first of 
three cooking schools in Taiwan. 

For first lime re-doers, Tahnk 
recommends going slow. "Don't 
make expensive mistakes," she 
warns. "Above all, try not to 
move tlie plumbing or gas 
uohnee,lions. "Doing any of that 
will get you into major custs. 

'lnstpad, try putting up a 
bright wallpaper, and running up 
curtains from bright sheets,” 


she says. "You can even buy 
spray paint for your appliances, 
and give them a whole new look.

recommends getting the very 
best appliances you can ones 
that will last. She must follow 
her own advice about resear¬ 
ching them in "Consumer 
Reports." He dishwasher is 19- 
years-old, her range 18, her 
refrigerator older than that." As 
long as they work, they’re fine," 
she says. 

Lee suggests asking people 
you know about the contractor 
who did their kitchen for them if 
you’re "all thumbs" and need a 
contractor. She also recom¬ 
mends trying to hire them for the 
job in the winter when outside 
construction jobs won’t be 
competing for their time. And 
her final advice, she says, Is to 
try to suit the kitchen to your 
lifestyle. 

"You don’t need fancy 
equijiment to be a fancy cook,” 
she says.

He was a 
physicist who decided to apply 
science lo cooking, he says. 

When he designed his 
restaurant kitchen, he wanted to 
make it as efficient as possible. 
"Open shelves were out too 
messy," he sais. "When you 
close cabinet doors nobody can 
see thecluttor." 

He also installed commercial 
sloves and dishwashers. Com¬ 
mercial stoves, he feels, are 
probably too limited, too large 
and too expensive for most 
families to bother with. 


But a commercial dishwasher 
is another thing entirely. 

"Washing dishes is a very 
unpleasant but inevitable task," 
Shao points out. A small com¬ 
mercial dishwasher, though 
slightly more expensive at first, 
could eliminate almost all dish¬ 
washing by hand, because it 


even does pots and pans. Tile jet 
sprays are more powerful, but 
the machines don’t require any 
more current lo run than regular 
home models, he says. "Of 
course, they're not always 
beautiful,” lie adds.

Floors were one stumbling 
block for Ellen Halken, a 
professional chef who's spending 
her time right now cooking for 
her husband, architect Willy 
Sklarsic, and their 11-month-old 
son Jonathan. She’s also in the 
midst of a series for the Win¬ 
chester cable television station 
on New England cooking. 

Ellen and Willy are redoing 
their entire house but the kitchen 
was the very first to be done. 
When they bought it, Ellen was 
still cooking for local 
restaurants, including the 
Harvest in Cambridge, where 
she was head chef for a year and 
a half. 

“When we bought the house 
the kitchen was a 60s nightmare: 
crummy linoleum, wooden 
cabinets that had seen rough 
wear, and mustard green matte 
Formica counters," she recalls. 

The first tiling they did was to 
tear up the linoleum and replace 
it with a beautiful terra cotta 
quarry tile floor , like the ones 
Ellen had worked with in various 
restaurants. 

“That was a mistake," she 
admits. Upkeep for the floor is 
just more than she’d like, 
especially with an infant to care 
for. 

They also bought a 6-burner 
commercial stove and tucked it 
into one corner of the L-shaped 
room. Ellen likes the con¬ 
venience of having enough 
burners to cook a whole meal at 
once, but her favorite part about 
it is the extra-deep oven which 
accommodates her cake and 
pastry pans. 

She's also fond of showing 
visitors how sturdy and simple 
the construction is. “It’s easy to 
lift out all the pieces and clean 
up." 

One other major feature in 
her kitchen is a large marble 
pastry slab, about five-feet-long, 
installed on a table Willy built for 
It. 

It’s perfect for bread, and 
there are just some pastries and 
candies she makes that can't be 
done without one. 

Her only regret is that they 


can't open up the kitchen into a 
big square room with room to 
entertain, and where she could 
display her collections of antique 
tin molds and candy forms more 
easily. 

If she had to recommend one 
change to someone redoing a 
kitchen, Ellen says it would be to 
hang pots and pans about the 
stove or somewhere they can be 
easily reached, but are up and 
out of the way. 

Finally, two kitchen experts 
who surfaced in our research 
were surprises, until we toured 
their kitchen. 

Patsy and Chuck Kraemer of 
Arlington were mentioned over 
and over when we asked who 
knew “lots about kitchens." 

Patsy is the administrator of 
the Arlington Youth Consultation 
Center. Chuck is WCVB Channel 
5's Critic at Large, known for his 
wit and sometimes his barbs. 
Who'd dream they know kit¬ 
chens? 

They do, mostly because they 
both love fixing up older houses, 
and have redone several. 
They've lived in their Arlington 
home for the last few years. 

“When we went looking for a 
home, realtors kept showing us 
kitchens that had already been 
redone," Patty recalls. “But we 
wanted to make our kitchen over 
to suit us - and it didn't make 
sense to tear out everything 
somebody else had done. 

What they ended up with was 
a beautiful 1920s home that had 
had only one previous owner and 
had what Chuck termed 
“funky" kitchen. 

They loved the old porcelain 
sink, and decided to keep it and 
work around It. Next, they took 
the doors off all the upper 


cabinets, and painted lhe insides 
a sunny yellow enamel to 
brighten up the room and let 
Palsy show off her collection of 
pottery and other containers. 

They repainted everything. 
Chuck installed butcher block 
counters on all the surfaces in 
the kitchen. Together they 
stripped off the old linoleum. 

“Taking the linoleum off 
wasn't too bad,” Clinch says. “It 
was the thick black glue un¬ 
derneath that had to be scraped 
off sometimes with a chisel." 

Underneath, though, the 
floors were oak. TheKraemers 
hired a contractor to refinish all 
the floors in the house the only 
contractor they hired, Chuck 
says proudly. 

He also made a laminated 
wood arc which floats above 
their stove and holds all of 
Palsy’s pans. What’s different 
about this hanging pot 
arrangement is that the pans 
hang from hooks set in an open 
track. The hooks were the most 
expensive part of the rack, he 
says. Patsy commissioned a 
New Hampshire blacksmith to 
make them from Chuck's design. 

Chuck put in extra outlets, 
moved in the dishwasher they’d 
brought along from their old 
home and set lights into the 
ceiling. 

He's had experience at this 
sort of thing, both in their other 
homes, and for a year and three 
quarters when he set out to make 
his living as a woodworker. 

“I would much rather do 
manual labor for a living," 
Churck explains. But, the 
market being what it is, and 
other factors, like the offer from 
Channel 5. turned it into his 
avocation, instead. 


The Krai 1 mors have a deal. 
Chuck does the heavy con¬ 
struction. Patsy paints and 
cleans up. Patsy cooks. Chuck 
eats. 

“What’s remarkable is that 
Patsy can cook and mother at 
the same time," he adds ad¬ 
miringly. 

When they moved into the 
house and started remodeling, 
“going gangbusters with the 
kitchen,” in Chuck’s words. 

They decided to maintain the 
feeling of the kitchen. “To 
modernize is the most 
abominable word in the English 
language." Chuck dec hues. 

They liked the effect of l lie old 
sink and stove, mixed with the 
wood surfaces and the lighter 
colors, although Patsy says.she's 
been researching new slaves for 
some time now. 


They estimate they spent 
between $700 and $800 on the 
entire transformation, not 
counting their own time. 

“When you hire somebody, 
and they have to get into all the 
picayune little tilings, that's half 
your cost," Chuck says. 

In fact,.they've grown to like 
working on the house so much 
that they're planning an ex¬ 
tension this summer. Chuck is 
already getting the area ready 
for the cement foundation. 
Because of legal requirements, 
lie’s hiring a plumber and an 
electrician for this job. though lie 
says he doesn’t need one. 

Plumbing is the greatest 
spiritual experience known to 
man," he intones.

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Alternate Energy: One Couple’s Approach

When you step through the 
hack door of Althea and Bob 
Shirley’s home overlooking 
Winter Pond in Winchester on a 
chilly night in what is supposed 
to be the spring, the first thing 
that strikes you is the warmth 

literally of the room. 

It’s hard to believe that a 
few years ago this room was a 
screened porch the family 
could use only in the summer. A 
cast-iron parlor stove blazes 
away, casting a warmth across 
the room that raises the tem¬ 
perature of the thermometer on 


the wall 15 feet away to a 
nostalgic 7fi degrees. 

There are window quilts 
triple layers of muslin, batting 
and aluminum space blanket 
baffling the triple-glazed 
picture windows overlooking 
the lake. You can actually see 
them form a heat barrier; they 
pouch in towards the room from 
tiie cold air that seeps in behind 
them. 

Iti the daytime, the window 
quilts roll up to let in the 
magnificent view of the lake, 
and allow passive solar war¬ 
ming of the room. If you look

out those windows, and up to 
your right, you see a phalanx of 
grey black solar collecting 
panels jutting out from the 
house on broad pine buttresses. 
If the panels had been mounted 
along the homo’s original roof 
lines, they would be of little use 
in catching the suns rays. 

“I could just live in this 
corner of the house," smiles 
Althea Shirley. "The kitchen is 
right here." she says as she 
gestures to the passthrough 
created when the extension 
replaced the porch. "It's great 
to sit here and soak up the sun 
in the winter." 

This room exists because, in 
the summer of 1979, Bob and 
Althea Shirley decided to do 
something they’d thought of 
doing for years. 

"One of the problems with 
this house was that we were 
living on a pond, but we bad our 
back turned to it, "she says." 
We wanted to open the house 
onto the pond." 

"We wanted to add wood 
heat because 1 own a woodlol in 
New Hampshire that hadn’t 
been lumbered since 1900, 
"adds Bob Shirley. 

"Besides, 1 liked the idea of 
a little independence from the 


gas company and the electric 
company." says Bob, a local 
physician and now something of 
an expert in solar energy 
components and wood stoves. 

The Shirleys also wanted to 
add some space to the house. 

The Shirleys are right on 
the cutting edge of a trend. "If 
you’re thinking about building, 
you should be thinking solar." 
confirms John Lyons, of 
Arlington’sSuspace Designs. 

Lyons thinks people are 
putting more money into their 
homes for needed space and 
recreation. They can’t get into 
the mortgage market for a new 
home and more and more 
people have two-job families. 
"It’s hard to find the time or 
money to get away, so people 
are putting in hot tubs, 
greenhouses, solar rooms and 
sunspaces," he says. 

Lots of people are thinking 
solar, he says, citing the .*5!50 
Inquiries he received at the 
Home Show in Boston last 
month. 

Originally the Shirleys 
wanted to use a combination of 
active and passive solar 
energy, a wood stove, and a 
windmill (to provide the small 
amount of electricity the solar

hot water system must have to 
run the circulating pump. I 

Gut the Shirleys quickly 
discovered that Winchester's 
zoning bylaw limits structures 
to 40 feet in height, and, to be 
effective, a windmill in this 
area would need to be 70 to 80 
feel high. 

They began collecting 
catalogues on wood stoves and 
styles of solar systems. Their 
best sources were the state 
Office or Energy, Yankee and 
Country Gentleman magazines 
as well as catalogues of in¬ 
dividual companies. 

Both Shirleys raved about 
the assistance they received 
from the state Office of Energy. 
Bob pulled a four-inch stack of 
booklets, charts and 
publications from his bookshelf 
and thumbed through them, 
pointing out listings of con¬ 
tractors, descriptions of panels 
marie by various manufac¬ 
turers, with efficiency and 
economy ratings, hints on what 
to look for in tailoring a system 
to your family and your home. 

"And all of it was free," says 
Althea. "Well, it's paid for with 
your taxes, but hardly anyone 
knows all this information is 
there." She remembered her 
surprise at discovering this 
unexpected source of in¬ 
formation on what was then a 
reatively new area of alter¬ 
native energy sources. 


While the Shirleys couldn’t 
recommend the state offerings 
highly enough, they don’t like to 
say too much about what sent 
them off to do their own 
research in the first place. 

They had consulted with 
experts who involved them in 
hiring consultants who, Dr. 
Shirley bellves now, didn’t 
really know much more about 
solar and other alternative 
energy than they did. 

We ended up being charged 
for usclss, canned information; 
they did not recommend an 
Installer or a type of panel; 
they just copied some in¬ 
formation, told us our plumbing 
was adequate and charged us a 
great deal of money,” recalls 
Bob Shirley. 

When the project was 
finished, it had become a 
family enterprise. Bob 
researched and designed the 
new addition. He and their two 
sons dug the cellar hole for the 
new area by hand and tore 
down the original porch, which 
still provides kindling for the 
wood stove. Althea and their 
two daughters furnished It. 

They hired a local carpenter 

"an artists In wood" — 
Lemuel Cudmore, who helped 
them iron out design problems, 
including the mounting of the 
solar panels.

daughter's window. 

"It had the nicest view in the 
house,” sighs Althea. The 
panels do make the room cooler 
in the summer, she admits, but 
she still feels it’s a high price to 
pay. 


Originally, they wouldn’t 
have blocked the window, but 
‘‘Our house has no east-west 
ridgeline,” explains Hob. So, 
Lemuel merely built out the 
buttresses to hold the panels out 
to the sun. The bracing is strong 
enough for a man to walk on. 
Bob says. Lemuel did just that. 

The only thing they regret, 
in fact, is that the solar panels 


block the view from their oldest 
zoning requirements forced the 
Shirleys to raise the panels to a 
certain level about the newly 
built deck which extends 
beyond the picture windows.

an acceptable system. So far, 
though, the question hasn’t come 
up in the Pleasant Street 
(Belmont) or Broadway 
(Arlington) districts. Winchester 
has no specifically designated 
historic districts, at least not to 
the knowledge of the town clerk. 

Zoning bylaws must also be 
observed in all three towns. If a 
family chose to mount their 
collecting panels next to the 
house instead of on the roof, for 
example, they would have to 
observe the regulations 
regarding the distance from 
property lines in the local 
bylaws. 

Each of the three towns also 
requires building permits for 
any structural changes. 

In Arlington, solar heating, 
hot water and greenhouse in¬ 
stallations all require permits. 
Permits involving plumbing and 
wiring should be filed by licensed 
contractors. For systems in¬ 
volving structural changes or 


work on the roof, a structural 
engineer’s stamped report is 
required. There is also a basic 
fee, at $8 per $1000 of estimated 
costs; the minimum fee is $20. 

In Belmont, both a building 
permit and a plumbing permit 
may be required for sloar hot 
water systems. For solar 
greenhouses, requirements vary 
according to how extensive the 
construction work is. Major 
changes or new building mean a 
set of structural plans, a 
description of where it will be 
located on the properly, and a 
fee of $1 per S1000 in estimated 
costs, minimum $25, is charged. 

Winchester’s building 
department gave a more relaxed 
version of the the same 
requirements. Any plumbing or 
wiring work requires a licensed 
plumber of electrician to apply 
for you; the town will not issue 
you a permit to do your own 
work. 

“Some sort of framing plan, 
or something the building in¬ 
spector can look at and agree 
with, showing the size of beams, 


location of openings” was the 
description given.

With only nine votes to spare. Town 
Meeting Monday night approved ihe 
$ 120 , 00(1 purchase of the lot on Waterfield 
road lor a downtown parking lot. The 
IN 24 vote followed two hours of 
vigorous debate just drawing the two 
thirds majority required for passage 
The privately- owned 27,001) square 
fool lot will be combined with the ad¬ 
jacent public Kenlon lot to create a 130— 
space parking lot. Thul $400,000 project 
will cost the $120,000 which will lie 
matched by $ 280,000 in state funds 
Town officials, state Representative 
Sherman (Whip) Salt marsh and business 
community representatives joined 
Economic Development Coordinator 
John Connery in urging Town Meeting 
members to support the purchase of the 
lot lo cure Winchester’s parking 
problem. 

Calling the purchase "Vila!" to 
downtown revitalization, proponents said 
the lot was needed to set the framework 
lor an overall downtown parking - 
program which Connery plans lo im¬ 
plement. 

"Alter a year of working on 
revitalization of Winchester Center our 
economic development coordinator and 
the economic development committee 


said this parking lot acquisition was their 
number one recommendation for future 
developenitt of this town," said Select 
man Chairman Alan Macdonald. “We 
owe our support lo this group who have 
worked so hard for us.” 

Hut a small and very vocal group of 
Town Meeting members were not con 
vinced. They questioned the existence of 
a parking problem downtown and the 
town's ability lo enforce parking 
programs. A few members said the town 
should not spend town or state money for 
a parking lot. 

Connery plans louse the lot for long 
term parking. Users will be charged 
a bout 75 cents a day to park. According to 
Connery’s plans, the additional off 
street parking space will enable him to 
shift the long-term parking demand 
from the main streets downtown to 
peripheral parking locations. 

"The parking program is fuel it’s 
the generator for downtown 
revitalization, ” Connery emphasized. 

Connery noted that a professional 
parking study of Winchester Center, 
completed Iasi December by Boston 
Survey Consultants had strongly 
recommended the lot acquisition as the 
first step toward a parking solution 

“Over and over , the data we have 


compiled (mints out that on street 
parking which is the life blood of a 
small convenience center like Win 
Chester Imsa turnover rale which is 
throe limes lower than what it should 
be,' Connery said “Because of the 
long term parking in i rout of the stores, 
the business community loses hall a 
million dollars a year in gross sales 
"The taxable base downtown is 
determined by the gross sales so as the 
downtown becomes more vibrant, the lax 
burden will shift away In mi the 
residential class." he added 

Calling the motion the 'most irti 
porlant article before Town Meeting 
from a planning point of view, Planning 
Board Chairman Marion Crandall said 
the parking lot was essential because 
center revitalization could not lie ad 
dressed until there was a parking lot to 
absorb the long term parking demand 
downtown. 

"The Planning Board unanimously 
supports (his acquisition."

Assessors Battle Among Selves 
Over Quality Of Revaluation... 


By DAVE I.KECO 

The Board of Assessor’s meeting 
roam could become a battleground as the 
assessors try lo wrap up the town’s 
revaluation. 

In one corner is Assessor George 
Andersen, who has become increasingly 
vocal in denouncing the Patten 
Associates reassessment of the town. 
This week, in a strongly worded letter to 
Town Meeting members, Andersen 
recommended throwing out the Patten 
assessment because it is "not a fair 
representation of full and fair cash 
values of the town." 

In the other corner is Assessor 
Chairman Werner Carlson, who is 
pushing for the board to keep on working 
on Patten’s assessment and make 
enough changes to reflect that full and 
fair value, 

Carlson expressed frustration and 
confusion with Andersen’s stance at the 
assessors' meeting Monday night — 
confusion because Andersen kept his 
objections to himself while he was 
chairman, and frustration because 
Andersen has refused to do any work on 
the Patten assessment. 

The tension between (he two men 
erupted into a shouting match Monday 
night during the board's regular 
meeting, when Carlson brought uptown 
Meeting Article 20, which asks the town 
to throw out the Patten Assessment for 
this year, and have it reviewed by a 


committee of citizens. 

The battle ended with Andersen 
storming out of the meeting, 

Andersen passed out his Town 
Meeting letter to his fellow assessors 
Monday and revealed that he had 
already placed it on the hand-out table at 
Town Meeting, going on that very minute 
al Winchester High School. 

In his letter, Andersen stated "The

Star Suit Against Assessors 


Heard In Middlesex Court... 


The Winchester Star claimed in court 
Tuesday that if the Board of Assessors 
rationale Tor holding a secret session last 
month is not declared illegal, “every 
Board of Assessors in the stale faced with 
a lown-wide reassessment could close all 
its meetings." 

In the Middlesex Superior Court trial 
of The Star’s suit against the assessors, 
attorney James Heigham argued that the 
board violated Ihe stale's Opening 
Meeting Law when it went into secret 
session March 1 to discuss real estate 
classification and exemptions. The board 
and Town Counsel Douglas Randall 
claimed that expected or potential 
litigation justified the secret meeting 
under the open Meeting Law. 

“Such a genera! anticipation of future 
lax appeals is insufficient to invoke the 
litigation exception lo the (Open Meeting 
Law>," wrote Heigham in a trial 
memorandum. “If it were, every Board 
of Assessors in Ihe State laced with a 
town-wide reassessment could close all 
its meetings. Indeed, even without 
revaluation, virtually every municipality 
in Ihe State will always have at least one 
disgruntled resident who is contesting or 
threatening to contest his assessment." 

The Star asked Judge Joseph S. 
Mitchell Jr. to declare the March l 
meeting illegal and to order the assessors 
lo abide by the Open Meeting Law in Ihe 
future. Randall has until May 7 to file a 
brief bet ore Judge Mitchell will issue bis 
ruling. 


The assessor’s executive session 
came immediately after the Buard of 
Selectmen refused to hold a joint secret 
session with the assessors to discuss 
classification and exemptions.

Firefighter Steve Osborne Awarded 
Firefighter Of The Year For Heroism 


A firefighter who rushed into a bur¬ 
ning apartment and rescued a woman 
overcome by smoke inhalation nearly 
two years ago has been rewarded by 
being cited as the Massachusetts 
“Firefighter of the Year.” 

Steven B. Osborne, 161 Cross st.. 
received his award from the Tapper Club 
of Boston at ceremonies in Waltham. 
Osborne, 34, who joined the Winchester 
Fire Department in January 1980 was 
selected for Lhe honor by the 
Massachusetts Fire Chiefs Association. 

Osborne is the son of Firefighter 
Frederick Osborne, a veteran of the 
Burlington Fire Department, and a 
resident of Burlington. 

According to Fire Chief Robert W. 
McElhinney, Osborne entered a burning 
third-floor apartment in the Mary 
Murphy Apartments on Palmer street on 
October 3,1980. and found a woman in a 
semi-conscious condition, suffering from 
.;moke inhalation. 

“His quick action in removing her 
from the apartment definitely saved her 
life,” McElhinney said. “In performing 
(his rescue, Steven did so without regard 
for his personal saf r ty. 

“His actions were in keeping with the 
finest tradition of the fire service,” 
McElhinney said. 

At the Waltham ceremonies, con¬ 
ducted at the Cottage Crest Restaurant 
on April 13, Osborne was presented with 
a plaque from the Tapper Club, a per¬ 
sonal citation from Gov. Edward J, King 
and a letter from the Board of Selectmen. 

Each year, the names of firefighters 
from across the stale who perform heroic 
acts are submitted to a screening 


committee of the Massachusetts Fire 
Chiefs Association. This committee picks 
the firefighter most deserving of the 
“Firefighter of the Year” award

State Local Aid Plan Could Cut Town Taxes 


By SI SAN S( UNIX K 

Residents can treat themselves to a 
moderately-priced dinner for two with 
the money they would save on their tax 
bills if Gov, Edward King approves the 
local aid plan endorsed by ihe legislature 
Monday. 

If the plan does receive King's an¬ 
ticipated approval, Winchester will 
receive an additional $257.H4H in local aid, 
according to stale Rep, Sherman Salt- 
marsh, 

And town officials said they would 
apply those revenues to reduce tax bills. 

Town Comptroller Alphonse Faggiano 
estimated that the additional aid would 
reduce (axes by $3(1 on an average 
Winchester home ~ one that was 


assessed at about $1U0.1HI0 

"We did not anticipate the additional 
money in our previous budget 
calculations," Faggiano said. "We will 
definitely use the $257,848 to reduce the 
lax levy.” 

The legislature’s local aid bill sends 
Winchester twice as much money as its 
share in the original bill drafted by King. 

"We’re doing much better than we 
were under the original local aid 
calculations,” Faggiano said. 

Saltmarsh was also pleased with the 
increase in Winchester's share of local 
aid since the legislature changed the 
governor's bill. 

"This bill is definitely better for 
Winchester than the governor’s bill 
was.” he said. “We now get more than 


double what we would have gotten under 
the governor’s bill. 

“But I still say that Winchester pays 
an inordinate amount of taxes and we 
should get more of our share in state 
aid," he added. I’m much more sup 
I>ortive of this bill Ilian 1 was of the other 
one. however.” 

Saltmarsh also said that the local aid 
plan favors low-income cities. 

"Under this new proposal, Boston gets 
34.8 percent ol the whole amount." he 
pointed out. “And 81.9 percent of the 
whole thing goes to seven towns and 
twelve cities.” 

Saltmarsh said the latest local aid 
plan seems to have “ironed oul most of 
the difficulties” that legislators had with 


previous plans lie said lhe hill should ho 
on King’s desk in two to four weeks 
The bill was designed to help towns 
ottsel any hardships they were suffering 
as a result ot Flop. 2.5. 

Winchester received an additional 
$294,000 increase m state aide Irom fiscal 
year (FY* 1981 to FY 1982. according to 
Faggiano. The F’l 1981 runs from July 1. 
1980 lo June 30. 1981 

"Now. we ll get another $257,000 in¬ 
crease so in two years, we will have gone 
Irom $228 .ihio to $ 880,000 in state aid." he 
|M>inte<t out “That’s about a $530,000 


increase in two years which represents 
substantial supixut. but it’s a far cry 
Irom what is transpiring under 
Proposition 2.5." 

Faggiano compared Ihe funding to the 
revenue the town lost in auto excise taxes 
alter Prop 2.5. 

"Were a little heller than halfway 
there on motor excise and that’s 
probably Ihe easiest Hung to compare the 
additional aid lo." he said. "We have lost 
almost $900,000 from the auto excise tax 
reduction so it’s just a tradeoff " 

The proposed one-year plan provides 


a stale-wide increase in aid ol $154.5 
million for FY 19B3. ovt»r FY 1984 
bringing the total amount of direct local 
aid to available $1.7 billion The bill 
states that cities and towns could use the 
money for whatever purposes they 
consider appropriate 

Tile bill a Iso states that the legislature 
inusl adopt a totally revised approach to 
stale aid for and beyond FY 1984 The bill 
sends 335 cities and towns more state 
aide than they received last year and less 
aid lo 1G "relatively wealthier com 
m unities,” 


Revaluation Delay May Cause 
Need For Estimated Tax Bills

Residents may once again receive 
estimated lax bills in the mail to help 
keep the town running. 

Selectman Chairman Alan Mac¬ 
donald announced at Town Meeting 
Monday night that Gov. Edward King 
had just signed a bill allowing towns to 
send oul estimated lax bills. 

A similar bill was drafted last fall 
allowing towns undergoing revaluation tc 
send out estimated tax bills. The 
Selectmen voted to send out estimated 
tax bills which arrived in mailboxes last 
November. 

Estimated tax bills can only be sent to 
Winchester residents again following a 
vote by the Board of Selectmen. 

“The bill is broad enough so the town 
can certainly issue estimated tax bills 
and get the cash flow or else we would 
have lo borrow money — a cost we 


shouldn’t have to incur,” said slate 
Representative Sherman Saltmarsh. 

The bill contains an emergency 
preamble allowing it to go into effect 
immediately. The bill states that towns 
may send out estimated tax bills only if a 
property revaluation was scheduled lo 
have been completed by June 30,1982 but 
because of “significant technical 
deficiencies in its revaluation process,” 
towns were unable to obtain state cer¬ 
tification or issue lax bills. 

The bill also slates that towns must 
calculate the estimated tax bills based 
upon “the best available information” 
and only use that estimated value for the 
fiscal year 1982 (July I, 1981 to June 30, 
1982). 

After announcing that he was 
“disappointed that there was not yet a 
lax rate or a completed valuation of the 
town property,” MacDonald announced

“We will be able to send oul further 
estimated lax bills and receive funds so 
that we can function until we get the 
official bills out,” he said. 

MacDonald also emphasized that until 
any action was taken, voluntary tax 
payments would help the town out of its 
financial crisis and urged property 
owners lo bring voluntary payments to 
town hall. The town will be forced to 
borrow money at high interest rates 
unless it can get some cash coming in to 
the coffers. 

"Voluntary payments will certainly 
help us again as they did last year,” 
MacDonald said. “It happened last Tall 
and I’d hope it would happen again this 
Spring, (people came forward with 
voluntary payments). Especially from 
the major tax payers.”

Credit Terms Arranged 
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Local Fights To Keep Poland’s Solidarity Alive

Five months alter Poland’s Gen 
Jnruzelski declared martial law in his 
courtry and began crushing the 
Solidarity movement, events in Poland 
have been pushed to the back of 
Americans' minds 

No longer do newspapers give more 
than a passing glance to the activities in 
Poland, as (he Falklands and the Sinai 
peninsula have taken over the front 
pages 

Which is the worst thing (hat can 
happen to Poland, according to Dr 
Martin Zombeck of Fletcher street. 

"The attention of Americans is caught 
when dramatic events happen, but 
they're not so good on the long haul.” 
said Zombeck. a third-generation Pole 
who is working with a local group. 
Support of Solidarity, to remind people of 
what is still happening in Poland 

"The Soviet Union knows this," he 
continued. Put to change the situation in 
Poland, it lias to he kept in front of the 
American public." 

Zombeck has been working with 
Support of Solidarity tS.O.S.i for about a 
month and a half. The purpose of the 
group, he explained, is to funnel in¬ 
formation from Poland to the American 
people. 

11 is group, he said, is in touch with 
Solidarity members who were outside 
Poland when martial law was declared 
last December, as well as Solidarity 
officials deported by the martial 
government, who still receive in¬ 
formation Irom their homeland. 

11 is group met with one Solidarity 
official, Jerzy Mohl, last month in 
Hartford and later in Boston, he noted. 

Conditions in Poland, according to 
the Solidarity activists, has not gotten 


any better since martial law was 
declared, Zombeck said. 

"There have been systematic 
beatings, and thousands have been put in 
prison," said Zombeck. "We have a list 
of 15,000 people who have been pul in 
prison — the government owns up to 
having arrested 4,000. 

"These people are being held without 
an arraignment or a tria I, and only now is' 
the government slowly letting a few out," 
he said 


For the rest of the Polish people, 
Zombeck continued, martial law has 
meant little food and the loss of jobs. 

"Food is available, but the money is 
inflated so they can’t buy as much" he 
explained. “Many people have been 
systematically fired from their jobs, 
"The people hit hardest are the un¬ 
skilled workers — both the workers and 
the white-collar workers are being fired, 
but the white-collar workers can usually 
find unskilled positions although they 


aren’t paid as much. 

"Also,” he said, "the government has 
frozen funds in banks, making it difficult 
for people to use their savings to pur¬ 
chase goods." 

The Polish government is also 
working to discredit and repress 
Solidarity, Zombeck said, although the 
union is trying to stay alive with slow¬ 
down strikes and short wave broadcasts. 

"The government has tried to show 
Solidarity as a bunch of hotheads,"

Zombeck said. "But the movement all 
along has been non-violent. Solidarity 
likes to say that not a single window was 
broken during the strikes two years 
ago." 

In short, "several thousand people are 
in prison. Solidarity has been crushed 
completely, and the American govern¬ 
ment had done little,” said Zombeck. 

Zombeck said S.O.S. hopes that by 
mobilizing public opinion, it can convince 
the Congress and President Ronald 
Reagan to pass stiff sanctions against 
Poland and especially against the Soviet 
Union. 

“To have any effect on the policies of 
the Russians, you must have sanctions 
against the entire Eastern Bloc,” said 
Zombeck. "I have been disheartened at 
-the weak sanctions implemented by 
Reagan. 

"One of the problems is we do a lot of 
business with the Russians," Zombeck 
said. "Look at the grain embargo. One of 
the reasons we’re not taking a stand 
there is because of the grain fanner’s 
bloc.” 


Zombeck noted that Congress has not 
passed any credit restrictions against the 
Soviet Union, nor has it stopped the 
selling of high tech equipment to (he 
Soviets. 

"In effect be selling them high tech, 
we are subsidizing the Russian military 
system." he said. 

Other European nations, he noted, are 
going ahead with loans to the Soviets to 
build an oil pipeline from Siberia lo 
Europe. 

"Lenin said the capitalists will sell the 
communists the rope to hang them 
selves," said Zombeck. "Now, we’re not 
only celling them the rope, We re ad¬ 
vancing credit so they can purchase it." 

Zombeck said his group is hoping to 
form a federation with other similar 
Polish-rights groups, as well as those 
fighting to get the Soviets out of 
Afghanistan. However it can be done, he 
said, the American government must be 
convinced to put the Soviets on notice. 

"TheSoviet Union is risking the peace 
of the vorld," Zombeck said. “And we're 
allowing them to get away with it."

Assessors Should Not Be Rushed 


By DAVE l.EECO 

Town Manager Thomas 
Groux is putting the muscle on 
the Board of Assessors to rush 
through the town’s assessment, 
at the precise moment the 
assessors must take all the time 
they can to review it. 

In a letter to the assessors 
this week. Groux wrote "I now 
need to convey to the Board of 
Assessors my very deep concern 
about the urgency of moving 
forward with the present 
revaluation program." 

Groux then reminded the 
assessors — as If it wasn't 
already on their minds - that 
eacli day's deluy costs the town 
money in lost revenue and in¬ 
terest. And he notes one further 
reason for hurrying the 
revaluation it will take four to 
six weeks after the assessors are 
finished to run the tax bills 
through the computer. 

• Therefore it is essential that 
the Board of Assessors make an 
early decision on this subject," 
Groux's memo concludes. 

This sort of not-so subtle 
pressure to finish the revaluation 
achieves nothing the assessors 
realise the problems with a late 


revaluation and, moreover, It 
only serves to deepen the 
public's distrust of the assessors 
and the assessment. 

One resident at the assessor’s 
Monday night meeting, after 
seeing the letter, said Groux 
never should have written it. 

"Your biggest problem is the 
public doesn't think you can 
possibly be unbiased with this 
kind of gun to your heads, John 
France, of Woodside ave. said. 
"They (the public) realize that 
you're honest men and good 
officials, but they don't see how 
you can do anything but approve 
the assessment because of the 
pressure." 

Aside from the image 
problems created by Groux’s 
memo, the timing of the memo 
stinks. 

In the next few weeks, the 
assessors hope to take their final 
shot at correcting the Patten 
assessment. Armed with com¬ 
puter checks of the program, the 
results of the informal hearings 
with Patten Associates, and their 
own knowledge of the town, the 
assessors plan to drive the 
streets of town, checking the 


assessments. 

With a thorough job, ami 
time, the assessors may be able 
to get the revaluation into good 
enough shape to satisfy the 
taxpayers and avoid plunging 
the town into a financial mess 
that would make make Groux’s 
problems pale in comparison. 

But at some time in the next 
few weeks, the assessors will 
have to decide: "Can we change 
enough values to correct this 
thing?" 

One wonders whether they 
can answer that question fairly 
when I hi- Town Manager is 
breathing down their necks. 

If the answer to the question 
Is "yes", fine. But if the answer 
is "maybe”, the fears of the 
Town Manager should not tip the 
decision toward going with the 
assessment. 

And if the answer is "no", 
then Town Meeting, which will 
undoubtedly still be in session 
when tlie question is posed, 
should make the decision on how 
to settle the town's finances.

Of The Vietnam War Was Distorted 


EDITOR OF THE STAB: 

The following is taken from an article 
by Robert Elegant in the August issue of 
the British magazine Encounter. Elegant 
is a distinguished columnist, formerly at 
the Los Angeles Times, and the three- 
lime winner of the Overseas Press Club 
Award for the Best Interpretation of 
Foreign Affairs. The subject of his article 
is the Vietnam War. 

•‘Never before Vietnam, had ihe 
collective policy of the media sought by 
graphic and unremitting distortion the 
victory or the enemies of the 
correspondent’s own side.” 
i What Elegant is saying is that, if 
v Vietnam had been a declared war, many 
jjt of his colleagues could have been 
classified as traitors! 

Elegant continues, “During (he latter 
half of the 15 year involvement in Viet¬ 
nam, the media became the primary 
battlefield. Illusory events reported by 
the press as well as real events within the 
press corps were more decisive than the 
clash of arms or the contention of 
ideologies. 

“For the first time in modern history, 
the outcome of war was determined, not 
on the battlefield, but on the printed 
page, and, above all, on the TV screen. 
Looking back coolly, I believe it can be 


said that South Vietnamese and 
American forces actually won the limited 
military struggle. They virtually crushed 
the VietCong in the south and the 
“native” guerillas who were directed, 
reinforced and equipped from Hanoi, 
and thereafter they threw back the in¬ 
vasion of regular North Vietnamese 
divisions. Nevertheless, the war was 
finally lost to the invaders after the U.S. 
disingagement because Ihe political 
pressures built up by the media had 
made it quite impossible for Washington 
to maintain even the minimal material 
and moral support that would have 
enabled the Saigon regime to continue

Town Meeting To Cut FY83 Tax Rate 


EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

Much has been said about the 100 
percent revaluation assessment that is 
currently under way in Winchester and 
many taxpayers, especially the people on 
fixed incomes, do not know how they will 
pay their increased tax bills. 

It must be pointed out that the lax rate 
is arrived at by the appropriations made 
at town meeting for the cost of our town 
government operation. 

Taxpayers received and paid an 
estimated tax bill last Fall (based on one- 
half of the previous year tax rate) and 
legislation has been filed to enable towns 
to issue another estimated tax bill before 
June 1, At some point in time there will 
have to be a final reckoning, An actual 
certified revaluation which will produce 
a true tax rate for FY 82, which ends 
June 30 of this year, but no one knows 
what the real figures are. 

It is loo late to correct the ap¬ 
propriations made at the last annual 
Town Meeting, because those rates have 
been certified and the taxpayer has 
already paid a portion of it in the past 
estimated lax bill and even at this late 
dale you do not have a clear picture of 
what your tax liability is going to be. 

Well, the annual Town Meeting has 
started and appropriations for the 
operation of our town government for FY 
83 will be made, I urge you, the taxpayer, 
to contact your town meeting members 
and demand that the tax rate for FY 83 be 
cut. 

We must stop over budgeting — 
eliminate waste — set up priorities on 
capital expenditures — comply with the 
intent of Proposition 2.5. 

Unless there is proper budgeting 
procedures, you cannot uddress the 
problem of over budgeting. Even though 
town meeting members have received 
the town manager’s budget and the 
finance committee report and recom¬ 


mendations for FY 83, they cannot 
properly control expenditures without 
adequate details. 

EXAMPLE: 

At the annual 1980 town meeting, an 
appropriation of $282,000 was requested 
and voted for water systems im¬ 
provements. The balance unexpended on 
June 30, 1981 (1 year later) was $106,000. 
As recently as March 31, there was 
$88,570.00 still unexpended and this is 2 
years after it was added to your 1981 tax 
bill. 

EXAMPLE: 

Under article 9 of the 1981 annual town 
meeting, the sum of $65,000 was ap¬ 
propriated for energy conservation 
projects in our public school buildings 
and it was explained a year ago that this 
appropriation was urgent. As of today, 
April 26, (approximately one year later) 
not one penny has been expended, but 
you have been taxed for it. 

These are perfect examples, and 
there are many others, of not budgeting 
properly, over budgeting, etc,, resulting 
in excessive charges to the lax levy prior 
to actual need, even though we were 
limited as to the amount of funds under 
the 4 percent cap law and Proposition 2.5. 

Now is the time for you the taxpayer 
to arise and become vocal and effective 
to insure that we use all available means 
to appropriate funds for FY 83 that will 
be in line with the intent of Proposition 
2.5.1 repeat, action must be taken before 
the “horse is out of the barn." 

Contact your town meeting members 
and mandate that we live up to the spirit 
of Proposition 2.5 and cut that lax rate. 
You can get the names of the town 
meeting members of your precinct by 
contacting the town clerk’s office.

“1 just stuck my hand up and thought I 
was buying these tables for $35 but he 
(auctioneer) kept going and before I 
knew it, ] had bought them for $55," 
exclaimed Donna Terzian of Capri terr 

“I just bought them for the Chinese 
paintings on them, but if everyone tells 
me 1 got a good deal, then I’ll he happy,” 

Terzian seemed to have caught the 
auclion fever. No sooner had she pur 
chased the table when her hand shot up 
again and she was the proud owner of a 
$40 antique chair 

“I know I got a good price on this,” 
she said, proudly displaying her new 
possession. "It's kind of hard lo un¬ 
derstand what is going on here, though - 
the guy goes so last. Before you know it, 
you've bought something." 

New Hampshire auctioneer Robert 
Webber did maintain a loud, steady 
banter — almost one long word 
throughout the afternoon but that did not 
stop anyone from partaking in the fun. 

"This is our first auction and we 
thought we’d be lost here, but we’re 
having a real good time," said Ellen 
Sullivan of Medford, who came to the 
Rotary acution after reading about it in 
The Boston (Robe. "He iauctioneer) 
seems to be understandable after a 
while," 

Mrs. LaFlammc of Boston, a yearly 


participant at Winchester's Rotary 
auctions, said she was pleased with this 
year’s choice of auctioneers because he 
was not overly intimidating.

Others generally acknowledged

Rotary President Lawrence Fasquale 
said he would not know the total amount 
of money the auction brought in until 
next week, but he said the event was a 
great success.

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Gypsy Moths Will Soon Be Munching 
But You Can Reduce Their Bite

Don't look now, but it's time 
for the you-know*whats to begin 
hatching. 

The warm weather now upon 
us means the beginning of the 
third consecutive — and, many 
hope, the last — year of the in¬ 
festation of the gypsy moth 
caterpillar. Entomologists are 
hesitant to predict how bad 
things will get this year, but 
some say it is likely to be as bad, 
if not worse, than last summer, 
when the pests defoliated an 
estimated 2.5 million acres in 
Massachusetts alone. 

The infestation will probably 
begin this week or next. “The 
usual time for emergence is the 
first week in May or the last 
week in April, if we get a hot 
spell/’ according to Chuck Roth, 
chief educator and naturalist for 
the Massachusetts Audubon 
Society in Lincoln. 

The severity of last year’s 
infestation surprised almost 
everyone, and caught state 
residents and communities 
unaware and unprepared. But 
this year, Massachusetts is 
ready for the gypsy moth 
caterpillar, and although nature 
put them here and only nature 
can make them go away, there 
are things you can do to save 
your trees and make the menace 
at least manageable. 

Know Your Enemy 

It is of primary importance, 
of course, to know what it is 
you’re fighting. The gypsy moth, 
which goes through one 
generation a year, has four 
distinct stages: the egg, the 
caterpillar, the cocoon, and the 
moth. 

Right about now, the tiny 


caterpillars will begin to emerge 
from the “egg masses" that can 
be seen on trees, logs, 
stonewalls, and other solid ob¬ 
jects. It is in the caterpillar stage 
where they do the most damage, 
eating greenery. 

By late .June or early July, the 
caterpillars stop eating and 
begin to "pupate/’ or wrap 
themselves in cocoons. In about 
vo weeks, the brown male 
moths appear, and. just after 
that, the larger female moths 
emerge. The moths do not eat; 
their only mission is to mate and 
die. 

The caterpillars have six 
distinct stages within the 
caterpillar stage itself, with two 
different kinds of feeding 
behavior. When young, they spin 
silk threads and hang down from 
the trees, where even light 
breezes catch them and send 
them into other trees (hence the 
name “gypsy" moth). At this 
stage, once they are in a tree 
feeding, they tend to stay up in 
the tree. 

The second feeding stage 
comes about a month later, when 
the caterpillars are larger. They 
begin to shun the light and feed 
only during the nighttime. The 
caterpillars descend the trees at 
dawn, seeking dark crevices in 
which to hide, and migrate back 
up the trees at night. 

Now 

There may still be time to 
attack those egg masses that can 
contain up to 1,000 gypsy moth 
eggs. The egg masses can be 
gotten rid of by carefully 
scraping them off the trees and 
into a container filled with a 
fairly strong mixture of low- 
phosphate detergent and water. 



Alter scraping the egg masses 
into this solution, allow il to 
stand overnight and then either 
bury il or put it in a covered 
trash container. It is important 
to do something once the egg 
masses are scraped of the tree 
either submerging them in some 
killing solution or burying them 

since egg masses simply left 
on Ihe ground are still likely to 
hatch. 

Be forewarned, however, that 
killing the egg masses will make 
only the smallest dent in the 
caterpillar population, since 
there are so many millions of 
them. Even more discouraging, 
you may have assiduously 
cleared all the trees on your 
properly of the egg masses, but 
since the young caterpillars float 
through the air, your trees may 
eventually be just as infested as 
the next guy's. 

In the Next Few Weeks 

By early or mid-May. the 
small caterpillars arc* secure in 
their trees and begin their 
defoliation. It is only during this 
period that chemical methods of 
killing them are effective. 'Pile 
larger the caterpillars get, the 


harder Ihe are to kill, even with 
chemicals. 

It is at this point (hat various 
environmental groups part 
company; some advocate no 
chemical use at all, some ad¬ 
vocate limited chemical use, and 
some list a whole range of 
chemicals and pesticides that 
they claim are effective. 

'Pin* most popular of the 
pesticides last year was one that 
goes by the brand-name of 


“Sevin." Environmental groups 
advise against the use of this 
chemical, since it is highly toxic 
and lethal to other insects 
(particularly bees) and flowers 
and plants. 

Many environmental groups 
are favoring the use of a 
biological insecticide known as 
“bacillus thuringiensis," or B.T. 
This bacterial agent appears 
toxic to only certain kinds of 
caterpillars, and is effective 
against the gypsy moth cater¬ 
pillar in certain stages. It must 
be applied twice, about two 
weeks apart, with the first ap¬ 
plication taking place sometime 
around May 20. 

Another method in favor this 
year is the “systemic injection’’ 
method, which involves injecting 
Ihe toxic chemical known as 
"Birdin" directly into the af¬ 
fected tree. After the injection, 
the leaves become deadly to the 
caterpillars. This method can be 
done only by licensed 


professionals, and may bo 
dangerous to the trees injected. 

Elite May to July 

At this stage, the large 
caterpillars will begin crawling 
down the trees during the 
daytime searching for darkness 
in which to hide. 

This is the stage where the 
wrapping of the trees with tinfoil 
or burlap a method that 
seemed ubiquitous last year is 
effective. A band of alurn- 
mlnumfoil smeared with some 
sticky substance and wrapped 
around the tree near the base 
will catch the caterpillars as 
they make their way up and 
down the tree. They must he 
scraped off the foil regularly so 
they cannot create a "bridge" of 
bodies, rendering the method 
ineffective. This method’s ef¬ 
ficiency is greatly reduced if the

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Gypsy Moths Are Difficult To Eradicate

If you’re looking for someone 
to Illume, blame the misguided 
Medford naturalist who brought 
the gypsy moth to (his country 
away from its natural predators 
and tried to mate it with silk¬ 
worms to produce a hardier 
strain. The gypsy moths 
escaped, and the rest is history. 

(Treat outbreaks of the pest 
have occured in Massachusetts 
several times in this century, 
with the last severe one during 
the years 1950-1955 the same 
years the now-banned pesticide 
DDT was being used heavily, 
environmentalists point out. 

in fact, many en¬ 
vironmentalists and en¬ 
tomologists believe that man's 
efforts to control the gypsy moth 
population are coun¬ 
terproductive in the long-run. 
The moths carry in their systems 
a virus that will eneventually 
cause the entire population to 
suffer a "wilt” disease," killing 
off (lie population as naturally as 
it grew. But the gypsy moth must 
be "stressed" in some way, such 
as being short on available food, 
lor Ibis virus to come to the fore. 

By killing off a large number 
of the pests every year, en¬ 
vironmentalists say, man has 
not allowed the gypsy moth 


population to reach its natural 
breaking point. 

Chuck Roth, chief educator 
and naturalist for the 
Massachusetts Audubon Society 
in Lincoln, said last week the 
gypsy moth presents no health 
hazard to humans. "The concern 
with the beast," he said, “Is that 
they area people-nuisance.” 

"Control of the gypsy moth 
makes sense in terms of 
protection of property, but not 
in the control of the gypsy moth 
in any long-term sense," Roth 
said. 

The University of 
Massachusetts’ Cooperative 
Extension Service in Waltham 
had this to say: "Properly 
planned control programs will 
reduce infestations and protect 
trees and provide relief to 
homeowners during peak out¬ 
breaks of the pest. No attempt 
should be made to eradicate 
gypsy moth, since this is not 
possible, at least with present 
knowledge." 

Although the menace cannot 
be eradicated, its impact on 
trees can be reduced, both 
through using some of the 
suggested methods to reduce the 
caterpillar population and 
through careful care of the af¬ 


fected trees. Regular water and 
fertilization of injured trees 
could mean the difference 
between life and death for a tree 
that has been heavily and 
repeatedly defoliated by the 
moths. 

The favorite trees of the 
caterpillar are oak, apple, alder, 
basswood, birch, hawthornes, 
and some poplars and willows.

Since the caterpillars climb 
down the tree looking for dark 
crevices, they can be fooled by 
wrapping tree trunks with a flap 
of burlap cr a piece of cloth over 
a string the caterpillars will 
hide here during the day, and 
they can simply be scraped off, 


Although these are their 
favorites, they still seem to enjoy 
cherry, elm, black gum, hickory, 
maples, and sassafras. 
Evergreens are targets only for 
the larger caterpillars. 

The caterpillars and moths do 
not bite or sting, but they can 
cause an allergic reaction in 
humans following contact with 
the caterpillar’s bristly hairs.

But a check by The Star of the com¬ 
puter test showed Carlson and his fellow 
assessors will have to look at an awful lot 
of valuations, 

The Star randomly looked at eight 
pages of the computer printout showing 
the increase Irom new to old valuations 

— pages which represented contained 
assessments on tiu pieces of properly, 

Of those 90 parcels, 3G — or 40 percent 

— increased by more than four times or 
by less than 2.B times. If that 4<) percent 
holds true for the entire town, 2,401) 
parcels are assessed higher or lower than 
average. 

One puge, containing assessments on 
Emerson court, Swanton street and 
Chester street, had eight out of 13 
assessments increasing by more than 
four times — in one case, the valuation on 
an Emerson cl. home increased by more 
than 6.7 times. 

Carlson noted that all the valuations 
in the computer check were before the 
informal hearing, and before the 
assessors made changes to the 
assessments. Several of the valuations 
checked by the Star had already been 
changed, he said. 

Carlson added that another reason for 
an increase above Ihe average would be 
if the owner of a home has remodeled in 
the year? between the 196B revaluation 
and Patten’s current appraisal, 

The second test — Andersen’s check 
of pure machine numbers against the 
final valuations — raises questions which 
cannot be answered so easily.

Andersen wanted the test to show a 
final figure based solely on the formula 
used by Patten. Patten used five com¬ 
parable houses, computed several 
figures from Ihe sales prices of those 
houses, and came up with a final figure, 
according to Patten officials. 

But Andersen suspected that wasn’t 
so, and requested a list Df final values 
based on only the formula, and not on 
changes made by Patten or the 
assessors. 

Andersen’s lest, which the assessors 
received Monday, showed that no value 
in town matched the number arrived at 
through the formula. 

In some cases, the difference between 
the final computer formula number and 
the final assessmenl differed by a few 
hundred dollars. In other cases, it dif 
feded by thousands, 

Woodside ave. resident John France' 
told the assessors Monday that he was 
mystified by the differences. 

“I notice that the computer number is' 
always something different from the 
final value, but l still don’t understand 
why.” said France.“In no case did the 
final value agree with the computer' 
estimate.” 

“I could understand if the values 1 
differed by several thousand dollars — 
Ihe appraisers might have missed 
something when they went over the: 
house, or the assessors could havei 
changed it,” he said. •< 

“But 1 can't understand why there 
would be a very slight change of $100,” 
France added. “Why do all the values 
have some sort of change?”

Andersen Letter Calls For Aborting Assessment 


The Patten assessment of the town 
has a new and powerful opponent — 
Assessor George Andersen. 

This week, in a letter to Town 
Meeting members, Andersen urged 
the passage of Town Meeting Arlicie 
20 , wheh calls for the town to throw 
out the Patten assessment for this 
fiscal year, and to review and revise it 
before it is accepted. 

A committee of 10 citizens would be 
set up under the article to review the 
assessment, and it would report back 


to the Fall Town Meeting 

Andersen told his fellow board 
members Monady night that he 
believed Patten's appraisal system 
“stinks". 

“I cannot in good conscience 
burden the town with a program of 
this character," he said, “I ‘hink a 
mass appraisal system is all wrong 
for a town like Winchester. They let a 
guy in here with a bunch of colored 
pencils, and he set the value for the 
town

ding problems, cash flow problems, 
computer problems, personnel problems, 
financial problems, communication 
problems and subcontractor problems in 
doing the Winchester revaluation." 

Andersen concludes his missive 
urging “all the Town Meeting members 
not to accept the present Patten 
recommended valuation.’ 

Carlson was shocked at the letter. 
First, because Andersen had not shown it 
to the board before sending it to Town 
Meeting. And second, he ;>aid, because 
Andersen has not even looked at the 
assessment figures in the last month. 

“Since April 1, you have not spent any 
time reviewing the assessment, going 
over the hearing cards, or looking at the 
printouts," said Carlson. “What has to go 
on to make you go to work?” 

“You want me to spend time working 
on Mickey-Mouse, machine- 
manufactured manure?” responded 
Andersen. 

“Why then did you require us to send 
out for new comps for you to review,” 
asked Carlson. “You said if you got the 
comps, and agreed with them, you would 
be satisfied with the machine- 
manufactured numbers.” 

Carlson was referring to a test of the 
system requested by Andersen, where 
value of homes would be calculated by 
only the system used by Patten, and not 
by any changes made by the assessors. 

The new printout was delivered to the 
assessors Monday afternoon, and sat 
unopened as Andersen and Carlson 
argued. 

“You made your decision on the 
assessment without doing what you said 
you would do," stated Carlson. 

“I don’t know what’s in the back of 
your mind, but you don’t want to look at 
tt)je assessment,” said Carlson. “Mr. 
iassessor Sherman) Josephson and 1 
have been working since April 1 and put 
in! many hours working on the 


Foam-Insulated Homes Get Abatement 


Homeowners who had foam in¬ 
sulation installed in their homes can 
get a break from their assessments. 

The Board of Assessors has voted 
to give an abatement to any home 
which was insulated with urea for- 
maldahyde insulation before that type 
of insulation was banned by the 
federal government. 

For every square foot of living 
area in a home with foam insulation, 
the assessors will grant a $10 


abatement, according to assessor 
chairman Werner Carlson. 

In an average-sized home of 2,000 
square feet of living space, that would 
mean a reduction of $ 20,000 in the 
assessment. And that translates to a 
$460 tax cut (assuming a tax rate of 
$23 per $1,000), 

The assessors have contacted one 
local firm which installed the foam 
insulation, in hopes of getting a list of 
Winchester homes with such in¬ 
sulation.

I’m going to be on the floor of 
Town Meeting to speak for the ar¬ 
ticle,” he said. 

The following is the text of 
Andersen's letter to the Town Meeting 
members: 

I urge you to vote in FAVOR of 
Article No. 20 

The tentative assessments that 
Patten Associates have proposed to 
the Board of Assessors are NOT a fair 
representation of Full and Fair cash 


assessment. You haven't come in once." 

“Because I object to the methodology, 
retorted Andersen, 

“You were chairman when we 
decided on the methodology," said 
Carlson. “You were chairman for a 
whole year — did you ever express any 
concerns?" 

But Andersen argued that his decision 
to come out against the assessment was 
prompted by months of questions on the 
project. 

“I've reviewed the program since its 
inception, and I began to have my doubts 
in September of 1981,” said Andersen. 

Andersen then pulled out a letter 
which he said showed all the assessors 
had doubts about Patten and the 
assessments since September. The Sept. 
1 letter, from the Huntington Board of 
Assessors, asked for a recommendation 
on Patten, which was bidding for an 
appraisal job in that town. 

“Why was this letter from Huntington 
unanswered,” asked Andersen. “I 
passed the letter around, and no one said 
they would answer it. We refused to 
answer the letter.” 

I never saw the letter," Carlson 
retorted. “1 was at the University of 
Massachusetts for two weeks in Sep¬ 
tember." 

“It came around the table for three 
weeks,” shouted Andersen, rising to his 
feet. “You know why we didn't answer it. 
No one wanted to put in writing that we 
cannot recommend Patten Appraisal 
because they are doing a lousy job." 

“All letters should have been an¬ 
swered by the chairman (Andersen at the 
lime,)" Carlson answered. “This is the 
first time I’ve seen this letter, I’ll take an 
oath.” 

“You are a liar, Mr. Chairman," 
responded Andersen. 

Carlson then turned back to the 
subject of Article 20, and Andersen’s 
letter. 

“You said if you looked at the comps.

you would be satisfied. Yet you have gone 
out to Town Meeting and said they should 
not accept it,” said Carlson. “You have 
already made up your mind." 

Andersen left the meeting for 30 
minutes to review the new printout from 
Finnegan Associates, the firm which ran 
Patten's computer program. 

“Here's 80 parcels," he announced 
upon returning. “The final values here 
(on the new printout) and there (in the 
Patten assessment) are exactly the 
same." 

"This is not test of the system at all," 
he said. 

However, the final values in the new 
printout were supposed to be the same in 
the new printout —to show what Patten's 
assessment was. The value determined 
solely by the comps was listed on the 
program as “composite market 
estimate." 

But Andersen didn’t wail until the rest 
of the assessors figured that out. 
Expressing disgust with the "lest," he 
moved for adjournment. 

When he received no second on his 
motion, he walked out. 


values of the Town, especially in Lhe 
Kesidcntail Class. 

These assessments are machine 
manufaculred and based on 10 per 
cent of the Town’s residential 
properties that sold in a three year 
period 1978 - 1980. This concept 
predicts the value of 100 percent of the 
class from the 10 percent of the class 
that changed hands. 

Winchester has a very high 
desiribility for its residential 
properties. The lower range of the 
residential class has much more 
potential in the marketplace. This 
imbalance of demand at one 
parameter was not considered at all 
by the computer firm or Patten 
Associates. Where there is a high 
demand and a low supply the result is 
a higher proportionate price. 

The Comparabale Selection 
Process is suspect because of inac- 
curies, lack of correlation, selection of 
non-comparables, styling opposites 
and neighborhood differences. The 
binary and continuous points 
assignment system are skewed to 
development housing and tract 
dwellings which is NOT typically 
Winchester property. The site 
desiribility influences and the 
aesthetic qualities were NOT suf¬ 
ficiently weighted in the program¬ 
ming The numbr of cosmetic com¬ 
parables in the system still have NOT 
been determined. The FUDGE (F) 
FACTOR utilized has NOT been 
elaborated or explained as yet. 

The Department of Revenues 
standards of acceptance of the 
Revaluation of Towns is a minimal 
standard at best; designed with a 20 
percent maximum for error and 
deviation. The Department of 


Revenue uses a coetlicient of 
disbursement with a 90 percent 
minimum and 110 percent maximum. 
The stale's basic concern is the total 
valuations amt the classification of 
properties; NOT fairness and equity 
on an individual parcel basis. The 
slate certification team seemed 
concerned with the mechanics and 
technical aspects of the revaluation 
and NOT with the methodology nnd 
equitable distribution of the values. 
These slate inspectors were ALL 
former revaluation personnel und 
basically TKCHNICKATS. 

Patten Associates experienced the 
following: scheduling problems; 
bonding problems; cash flow 
problems; computer problems; 
personnel problems, financial 
problems; communication problems 
and sub contractor probltMiis in doing 
the Winchester Revaluation Patten’s 
check to a local postmaster in 
February 1982 for postage for our 
Impact Notices BOUNCED. A Patten 
Employee drove to Maine and 
returned with a certified check for the 
postmaster. This example illustrates 
the problem was STILL present only a 
few weeks ago. 

The Methods and Techniques by 
Patten were questionable and in¬ 
consistent. The larger estate-type 
homes would NOT compute out at a 
high enough value. Patten determined 
to use the cost value PLUS 25 percent 
to 50 percent Factor, thus creating a 
mansion doss. 

The Land Values were a major 
problem. Some 12 to 15 categories 
should have been established instead 
of only five zones that Patten deter¬ 
mined. 

The commercial and industrial 


properties were NOT consistent 
Some were valued by cost and others 
by income on an irregular basis. 

The initial field review was in 
complete, cursory and NOT ac¬ 
ceptable to the Board of Assessors 
Patten had to RE-REVIEW the Town, 
especially in several SOFT areas 

Determinations such as grading 
and sorting in the system hint only 
three levels i.c., Superior, Average, 
Inferior. Five levels would have l>oen 
much more comprehensive 

Finnegan Associates (The com 
puter sub-contractor) placed Patten 
on a C.O.D basis for some time during 
the contract due to Patten’ s financial 
problems. 

Finnegan Associates refused to 
attend meetings, and would attend 
others only if paid for past services by 
Patten. 

The items atom* are my ob¬ 
servations as a Member of the Board 
of Assessors and are TRUE and 
ACCURATE to the best of my 
knowledge and Recollection of the 
events that took place with Patten and 
Finnegan over a 2‘a year period of 
lime. 

I urge ALL the Town Meeting 
Members NOT to accept llie present 
Patten recommended valuations. 

A favorable vote for Article 20 and 
passage of the Article will send a 
message to the assessors, the public, 
the department of revenue and all the 
principals that Winchester shall not 
accept an inferior program. The town 
deserves a Good. Fair and Equitable 
Program.

That Cigarette Smoking Is Dangerous to Your Health. 
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Books On Nuclear Warfare Available At Winchester Library 
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“Probably Ihe most realistic ap¬ 
praisal of the actual results of a nuclear 
attack”, says Ted Greenwood of MIT. 
about the book, “Life After Nuclear 
War”, by Arthur M. Katz. 

The author recently wrote a report 
entitled “Economic and Social Con¬ 
sequences of Nuclear Attacks on the 
U.S.” for the Joint Committee on Defense 
Production of the U.S. Congress. This as 
well as other books on the nuclear 
warfare situation are available at the 
Winchester Public Library. 

Taking up the matter of the physical 
effects of nuclear weapons, the national 
economic and population damage, 
evacuation and other areas of 
vulnerability, the author focuses on 
Massachusetts as a case study in 
casualties, economic impacts, medical 
care, food supply and distribution should 
there be a limited nuclear attack. In 
another chapter Massachusetts is used in 
a study of regional effects in a full-scale 
nuclear war, 

The author writes in his first chapter a 


short history on the thinking of nuclear 
warfare. He states that in the 1960s 
strategic thinking moved away from a 
strategy of fighting a nuclear war to 
making it genuinly unthinkable. But 
rapid improvements in technology 
brought about a change in perspective. 

Dr Katz explains in part: “The in¬ 
fluence of technology and its ability to 
enhance the credibility of nuclear ‘war 
fighting 1 was evident in the change in 
U.S. strategic policy represented by 
Presidential Directive 59 issued in 1980. 
Although characterized as extending 
deterrence to blunt the impacts of 
sophisticated small scale nuclear at¬ 
tacks, it nevertheless reflects a changed 
technological reality that brings us 
closer to a model of low level nuclear 
war. The result of these changes is that 
the debate about nuclear strategy in the 
1980s and 1990s is likely to intensify as 
technology provides a Pandora’s box of 
possibilities.” 

Massachusetts residents will he 
impressed bv the meticulous care that 


Dr. Katz has taken in the analysis of 
nuclear aftermath. Tables and graphs 
are provided and the amount of 
casualties in metropolitan Boston, the 
Springfield and Worcester areas have 
been calculated. It’s all there. 

“Nuclear War: What’s in it for you?” 
was, in the words of the authors, con¬ 
ceived and written as the primary 
educational resource for the activities of 
Ground Zero Week. It is also for any 
individual interested in developing an 
informed perspective on the threat of 
nuclear war. 

What would the aftermath of a 
nuclear exchange be like? A world dif¬ 
ficult to imagine. The summary given in 
the book is grim. 

“Global fallout would affect all 
countries,” writes Peter Goodwin in 
“Nuclear War; the facts on our sur¬ 
vival," “including ones which might not 
have been attacked with nuclear 
weapons. If enough of the bombs already 
in existence were ever to be exploded it is 
possible that the global fallout would 


reach dangerous levels for everybody on 
earth...” This book gives a vivid picture 
of nuclear war and its effect. 

“Nuclear Illusion and Reality”. by 
Solly Zuckerernian. Chapters on the 
nucicar arsenal, nuclear destruction, 
deterrent! strategies, the arms race, the 
advice of scientists, and what next’’ 

“Children of Hiroshima” was com 
piled by Dr. Arata Osada and published 
thirty years ago. It still remains an in¬ 


dispensable classic. It was originally 
written six years after the atom bomb 
was dropped on Hiroshima 

The writers are young children, some 
only "> or 6 years-oid, who related what 
happened on that day in Hiroshima 
Some of the accounts are too sad Tor 
words. Writes a hoy, who was five-years- 
old at the time: “That morning, just as I 
was going outdoors, l was trapped under 
the house as it fell on top of me 1 


wriggled with all my might Even now. I 
cannot forget how frightened I Toll when I 
crawled out crying. 'Mother! Mother! 

On the day after the bomb, we started 
toward the country and when we came to 
llijiyama Bridge, we saw naked people 
with their burned skin hanging from 
them like rags We saw others covered 
with hlood. Both mother and father 
often tell us that it was like hell I 
pray that peace will Iasi forever."

heal from inside Ihe house 
Clean or replaee air 
conditioning tillers at least 
once a month when Ihe 
filler is dirty. I he Ian has to 
run longer to move the 
same amount of air and 
this uses more eleetricily 
A periodic checkup and 
maintenance of your 
cooling equipment can 
reduce consumption about 
10percent, according to the 
Department ol Housing 
and Urban Development 
(HUD) 

Close off unoccupied 
rooms and shut off air 
conditioners when rooms 
are nol in use. 

Use kitchen, hath and 
other ventilating fans 
sparingly In just one hour, 
these fans can blow away a 
houseful of cooler air Turn 
them off as soon its they 
have done their job 
Keep fireplace dampers 
closed. 

Keep oul daytime sun 
with vertical louvers or 
awnings on the outside of 
your windows, or draw 
draperies, blinds and 
shades indoors. This can 
reduce heat gain from the 
sun by as much as im 
percent, according to UU1> 
Keep lights off during the 
day electric lights 
generate heal ami add to 
the load of your air con 
ditioner. 

Do your cooking and use 
other heat-generating 
appliances in the early 
morning and late evening 
when power loads are 
lighter and temperatures 
are lower. 

Make sure to insulate 
your attic, crawl space, 
walls, floor and basement 
walls. Insulation helps 
prevent summer heat from 
entering the home, keeping 
the inside cool and 
lessening Ihe need for 
cunlinous air conditioning. 

If Ihe ducts tor your air 
condilioning system run 
exposed through your attic 
or garage, they should lie 
insulated. Duct insulation 
comes generally in 
blankets 1- or 2-inch thick 
The thicker variety is 
better for rectangular 
ducts, and make sure il has 
vapor barrier. Seal the 
joints of the insulation 
tightly with tape to avoid 
condensation. 

You might want to install 
a ventilating fan in the attic 
or upstairs window to use 
on days less than H 2 K in¬ 
stead of air conditioning. 
The fan pulls cool air 
through the house and 
exhausts warm air through 
the attic 

Set your air 
conditioning thermostat al 
78 K, a reasonably com¬ 
fortable and energy- 
efficient indoor tem¬ 
perature. According lo the 
Federal Energy Depart¬ 
ment. setting your home 
temperature up six degrees 
(from 72 to 7B f'. tor 
example), you should save 
up to IK percent on cooling 
costs. 

Don l set your ther¬ 
mostat at a colder setting 
Ilian normal when you turn 
on the air conditioner. It 
will cool at a lower tem¬ 
perature than you need and 
use more energy. 

Don’t place lamps or 
television sets near your 
air conditioner thermostat. 
Heat from these appliances 
is sensed by the thermostat 
and could cause the air 
conditioner to run longer 
than necessary. 

Turn oil the turnace pilot 
light in summer, but he 
sure it’s reignited before 
you turn the furnace on 
again. 

Dress for the warmer 
indoor temperatures, 
causa) clothes of light¬

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Assessors May Ask Town Meeting For Pro 


Will the work a professional assessor 
could do lo avoid problems with 
revaluation be worth the$25,000 to $35,000 
the town would have to pay one? 

That's the question the Board of 
Assessors is trying to answer in the week 
or so before their budget comes up at 
Town Meeting. 

Assessor George Andersen feels a 
professional assessor, employed by the 
town, would be able to foresee, and avoid, 
the mistakes that led to the current 
hullaballo over the Patten Associates 
assessment. 

'•Maybe the reassessment program 
would be in better order ir we had a man 
on full time,” Andersen told his fellow 
assessors Monday night. "The need for a 
professional assessor is tantamount to 
ims revaluation mess." 


But the other assessors. 


Carlson and Sherman Josephson. aren't 
as sure the town needs a full-time person 
as an assessor 

“I’m not convinced we need a full 
time assessor," said Josephson. who 
wrote in a memo to his hoard that "I 
think that possibly we could gel along 
with a half-time person lo do the job," 
Carlson, too, said "1 don't know if the 
town actually needs a full lime 
assessor." 

“I have thoughts both ways," Carlson 
added. "My only concern is the ad¬ 
ditional expense to the town." 

Andersen estimated it would take an 
additional $22,500 — at most — to hire a 
full-time assessor. That money, com 
bined with a cut in the board members 
salaries and the elimination ol travel 
expenses for board mem tiers, would give 
the assessors $35,000 to entice a 
prospective professional assessor. 

Under Andersen's plan, the salaries of 
I he board members would lie cut in half 
to $3,000 per year for the chairman. 


and $2,000 per year for the regular 
members. 

Andersen moved Monday night lo ask 
Town Meeting for the money, hut his 
fellow board members weren’l convinced 
they needed a professional. Neither 
Carlson or Josephson seconded the 
motion — a move which enraged 
Andersen, 

"Having part-time assessors who also 
run their own business is doing a 
disservice to the town." Andersen said. 
"1 will tell Town Meeting that Mr. 
Carlson and Mr. Josephson don't have 
the best interests of the town at heart," 

The subject of a full-time assessor 
came up two weeks ago, when Andersen 
told the board they should request money 
lor such a professional from the current 
Town Meeting, 

Andersen said that Town Manager 
Thomas Groux "fell we were a couple of 
years late in getting an assessor. He feels 


the situation should be resolved for this 
Town Meeting, and not put off until 
Fiscal Year 1984." 

Andersen noted that the assessors had 
discussed hiring a full-time assessor for 
Ihe nine years he was on the board, but 
the time never seemed right to ask Town 
Meeting for the money. 

"The timing has always been a 
problem — but the timing seems good 
right now," said Andersen, "It could help 
us solve some of Ihe dilemmas we are in 
now with the revaluation." 

And, Andersen added, a full-time 
assessor could up-date the Patten 
assessment every two years, as is now 
required by the state. 

But Carlson noted that although the 
full-time assessor could update the 
assessment revaluation, he could not do a 
full-blown reassessment, 

"Having a professsional would not 
eliminate the future need for a Patten," 


said Carlson. "But the price of a future 
revaluation would probably be reduced, 
since the professional would have done 
much of the homework," 

Andersen noted a professional could 
“in short time become familiar with the 
town — he could check the new swim¬ 


ming pools, the demolitions, he could 
make changes in the valuations when the 
permits came in. 

"The whole system would be im¬ 
proved with one man working toward a 
lull and lair cash value,” Andersen 
concluded

Although the article endorsed by 
Town Meeting does not address any 
garage plans, some town officials said 
they felt garage plans should be con¬ 
sidered by future Town Meetings.

“The purpose of this land is to 
eventually buy a garage and for my 
money 1 say no." he cried. Carroll also 
questioned whether or not (he town would 
have the right to restrict the lot from 
out—of—town commuters since it was 
obtained with state funds.

Twombly (precinct 2) blasted the entire 
proposal saying it did not address the. 
center’s main parking problem which 
was a lack of enforcement. 

“The center has changed little since 
the horse and buggy days,” he said. "The 
problem is a lack of parking en-l 
forcement.” 

Town Manager Thomas Groux noted 
that Winchester issues more parking 
tickets than most of the surrounding 
towns and added that the mere issuance 1 
of so many tickets indicates that a' 
parking problem does exist. 

When asked to discuss the options t 
open to him if the lot was not purchased. 
Connery said the center could never work 
the way it should without the lot. 

"If we don’t accept the property, we 
can rearrange the center to gel it to work 
better, but we can never really improve 
it. We won’t have any economic reason’ 
for the private sector lo invest in an area 
capped off in terms of access."

If 
the $211 lax rate on the tax impact notices 
holds true, it would mean a $21.80 rate for 
residential properties, and a $25.20 tax 
rale lor commercial properties. 

Ilul the Star's suit against the 
assessors, which went to court Tuesday 
(see related slory). could mean that 
classification will have to he debated all 
over again. 

The suit was brought after the Hoard 
of Assessors called an executive session, 
protested by The Star, to discuss 
classification, before making its 
iccoinmendation to I he selectmen. The 
assessors voted unanimously to 
recommend certification, and Ihe 
selectmen followed with their approval 

As part of its suit. The Star is asking 
the court to rescind the assessors' and 
Ihe selectmen's decision on 
classification. And that’s what the 
chamber is waiting lor. 

II the judge declares there should be 
another public hearing on classification, 
we will be prepared to ask questions and 
make some input into your decision,” 
said Quill. 

It is up to whnI the judge does.” 
added chamber executive vice-president 
It it a Spence. 'Hut even if we have lost 


the issue at this point, you will be hearing 
Irom us next year iwhen the lown must 
again vote on classification!.” 

Quill argued that businesses should he 
charged the same tax rate as residences, 
because businesses did not use more 
town services. 

He also argued that setting a higher 
lax rate for business would discourage 
companies from coming to Winchester. 

"The thrusl ol Ihe chamber has been 
lo create a favorable business climate in 
Winchester.” said Quill, "It puls us at a 
disadvantage in the competition for 
business if our lax rale for business is 
higher.” 

Quill's arguments found at least one 
receptive ear un the Board of Assessors 
— Sherman Josephson, who has been 
elected since Ihe assessor's vole on 
classification. 

“If it were up for a re-vote, my 
reaction would be to vote against 
classification.” said Josephson, “That's 
only my first thought, but I would be 
concerned about the impact on the 
commercial owners in town,.” 


Assessor George Andersen admitted 
that he "vacillated” between voting for 
or against Ihe classification. But 
Assessor Chairman Werner Carlson 
indiclated he still fell classification was a 
good idea. 

“We felt we could provide some relief 
lo the residential property owners by 
going with classification.” Carlson said. 
"II really is a very small increase (for 
businesses), a small classification 
program.” 

Andersen added that classification did 
not really change the status quo in 
Winchester’s tax base — “Commercial 
and industrial properties have always 
borne more than their share of the lax 
burden.” he said. 

Hut if the court throws out the 
classification vote, he noted, the 
businesses in town might gel a chance to 
throw off that extra burden. 

"The members of the Board of 
Selectmen are different, and the 
members of this board are different than 
when classification was voted," he 


reminded the chamber members. 

Classification, however, was not the 
only thing on the chamber members' 
minds. They, like the residents before 
them, wanted to know how Patten 
Associates came up with their 
assessment. 

Quill explained that after receiving a 
number of questions on the assessment, 
he set up the sub-committee consisting of 
Joseph Cioni from the Winchester 
Savings Bank, Deane Estabrooke of 
Deane Estabrooke Assoc., Burt Isaacson 
of Rush Industries, Paul Cavicci of 
Computer Fulfillment and Gershon 
Salter from the Aberjona and Winchester 
Nursing Homes. 

That committee hired an expert on 
assessments, Robert Bramley, and 
began to review the assessments, 

Spence, who also worked with the 
committee said "There seems to be a lot 


of questions. Why we’re here tonight is to 
see what led to the assessments.” 

Richard Mirick, Patten's project 
supervisor, explained most commercial 
valuations were computed according to 
the income the property could produce. 

Using information supplied by the 
businesses, Mirick said, Patten figured 
market rents Tor the property, and 
subtracted overhead from those rents. 
The resulting figure, "Net rent” was then 
applied against a capitalization figure, 
Mirick said. 

The assessors promised lo provide 
Bramley with copies of the program used 
to compute the commercial assessments, 
as well as the work sheets used while that 
program was being drawn up. 

Chamber members zeroed in on the 
capitalization figure — ,125 according to 
Mirick — as one of the problems with 
their assessments.

classification and 2-1 for exemptions. The 
assessors returned to the selectmen’s 
meeting and reported their votes. The 
selectmen then voted 4*1 in favor of 
classification and 5-2 in favor of exemp¬ 
tions, a vote they later rescinded. 

The Star officially protested the 
secret sessions. The selectmen 
acknowledged the objections and refused 
to go into secret session. The assessors 
voted unanimously lo go into executive 
session. 

The assessors claimed at the time and 
in court documents that the Open 
Meeting Law permitted the board to 
meet in executive session to discuss 
strategy with respect lo litigation if an 
open meeting may have a detrimental 
effect on the litigating position of the 
board. “This (the assessment process) is 
a matter which in all reasonable 
likelihood will result in litigation,” 
Randall said last month. 

“The discussion of exemptions in light 
of pending controversy and expected 
litigation is a valid application of the 
provisions of (the Open Meeting) law.” 
Randall wrote in a court document. 


HAIR REMOVED PERMANENTLY 


James Heigham, attorney for The 
Star, argued in a trial memorandum that 
the litigation exception to the Open 
Meeting Law does not apply to the 
executive session held hy the Winchester 
Assessors. 

“(First), no specific suit or action 
against the Board was being discussed,” 
wrote Heigham. “(Second), no lawyer 
attended the session. Rather, Town 
Counsel remained upstairs with the 
selectmen. (Third), the actual subject 
under discussion was what recom¬ 
mendations the Assessors would make to 
the Selectmen regarding granting 
residential exemptions and 
classifications of various classes of 
properly for local tax purposes. 

“None of this,” continued Heigham, 
“amounts to a discussion of ‘strategy 
with respect lo . . . litigation' however 
broadly that phrase is read. Rather, the 
Assessors were in fact using alleged 
expected litigation as a facade to cover 
private discussions of the politically 
extreme sensitive subjects of residential 
real estate tax exemptions and the 
percentages of the tax levy to be applied 
lo residential, commercial and industrial 
properly.”

“I don’t know how you could arrive at 
that capitalization figure, especially with 
interest rates at 18 percent,” said 
Estabrooke. 

But Andersen defended the figure 
used 

Andersen explained that he and 
former assessor Sumner Beal had 
discussed the figure, and Beal convinced 
him it was justified. 

“Mr. Beal was past president of the 
Boston Real Estate Board, a trustee of 
AW Perry in Boston, and one of the most 
knowledgeable people concerning in¬ 
dustrial properties — he was in a class by 
himself concerning commercial 
properly,” said Andersen, “He con¬ 
curred that this was fair and reasonable 
for the town of Winchester and the type of 
property we have here, 

"I didn’t need anyone else’s opinion,” 
Andersen said.

Heigham went on to point out that 
“the Assessors will doubtless point out 
that they were in the process of reap¬ 
praising the entire town, that numerous 
residents bad protested their 
preliminary reassessments to the ap¬ 
praisal firm hired to do the work, that 
several hundred residents had con¬ 
ferences or hearings with represen¬ 
tatives of that firm and that they an¬ 
ticipated eventual litigation from 
residents dissatisfied with the 
reassessment process. 

“Such a general anticipation of future 
tax appeals is insufficient lo invoke the 
litigation exception to the O.M.L.,” wrote 
Heigham. 

“Moreover,” added Heigham. 
“similar arguments based on 
generalized anticipation of litigation 
have failed under the open meeting laws 
of other stales.” 

In addition to having the court declare 
the meeting illegal and ordering the 
board lo abide by the law, The Star is also 
seeking to have the actions taken by the 
assessors and selectmen March 1 
declared null and void and to have the 
boards conduct alt future discussion of 
classification and exemptions in open 
session.
